ANNUAL TOWN MEETING AND ELECTION 


ANNUAL TOWN MEETING HELD ON APRIL7, 9, & 10, 1980 
ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD ON APRIL 15, 1980 


In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting 
Members of the Town of Falmouth, met at the Memorial Auditorium, 
Lawrence School in Falmouth, Massachusetts on Apirl 7, 1980, at 7:00 
o'clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained therein. 

The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 

Arthur T. Henderson Eugene C. Phillips Richard U. Palmer 

The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. 

Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:19 o’clock p.m. by the Moderator, 
George H. Lebherz. 

The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 157 announced 
as present and a quorum declared, the number to constitute a quorum being 
Vie 

The invocation was offered by Rev. Carlton Wright, Pastor of North 
Falmouth Congregational Church. 

A moment of silence was observed in memory of Grover B. Cole, a former 
Town Meeting Member of Precinct 5, who served from February 1953 to 
April 1978, who passed away on February 26, 1980; and, Esther C. Tsiknas 
who died on March 24, 1980 and was a Town Meeting Member of Precinct 2 
from March 12, 1963 until the time of death. 

Those in attendance did pledge allegiance to the flag, and this was 
followed by the singing of ‘‘God Bless America’ by Ms. Elaine C. Fortin 
accompanied by Mr. James A. Stevens at the piano. 

The Moderator stated that all the Articles in the Warrant would be called 
and the substance of each Article would be stated to the Meeting; and upon 
completion of the call as to those Articles in which there were no 
controversies or debate, or information desired, there would be one vote 
offered which would adopt the recommendations of the Finance Committee 
and in the Zoning Articles the recommendations of the Planning Board as 
the action of the meeting. 

The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the same as shown in 
the printed report of the Finance Committee, a copy of which was in the 
possession of every Town Meeting Member. 

The Moderator further stated that any Town Meeting Member desiring to 
have any Article debated or subject to inquiry or explanation, it would be 
marked for further consideration by having the Town Meeting Member call 
out the word ‘‘hold’’ when such Article was called. 

The Moderator further stated that even on those Articles not marked 
‘*hold’’, the Chairman of the Finance Committee would give notice of 
reconsideration so that the action on these Articles could be reconsidered 
later by a motion to reconsider. 

The Moderator thereupon called all the Articles in their order in the 
Warrant, and stated the substance of each Article and the recommendation 
of the Finance Committee and/or the Planning Board.

held for further reconsideration.

22, 24, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, 37, 38, 39, 40, 43, 47, 48, 51, 52, 53, 54, 56, 
58, 59, 63, 64, 65, 66, 67, 69, 70, 71, 73, 76, 77, 78, 81, 83, 84, 85, 86, 90, 91, 
92, were thereupon passed by the following vote applicable to all such 
Articles: On all Articles in the Warrant, except those ordered ‘‘hold’’, the 
recommendation of the Finance Committee and in cases of Zoning Articles, 
the recommendation of the Planning Board is hereby adopted as the action 
of this Town Meeting. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 

Thereupon the Chairman of the Finance Committee gave notice under the 
By-Law having to do with reconsideration of Articles that he would 
reconsider any and all Articles passed under the foregoing vote. 

VOTED, that the next session and succeeding sessions of this Town 
Meeting be re-convened at 7:30 o'clock p.m. 

Passed by a unanimous vote. 


The following resolution was offered by Elizabeth Buckbee Lindtner: 
RESOLUTION 


It seems altogether fitting and proper that this meeting pause a moment 
in its deliberations to reflect upon the life of one of its members, ESTHER 
C. TSIKNAS, which came to a tragic and untimely end in a recent 
automobile accident. A deep sense of loss is felt by all members here 
assembled and by all citizens of the Town. 

First Esther was a most devoted daughter, having devoted much of her 
life to the care and succor of her parents. All who knew her realized that the 
welfare of her parents was her ever present concern and respected her for 
it. Her.mother now survives her. 

Her family responsibilities and concerns widened as the years passed and 
she enjoyed warm family relations with sisters, nieces and nephews. She 
had a zest for life which strengthened her relations with all her family 
especially the younger nieces and nephews. 

Esther’s capacity for friendship made her a leader among her classmates 
throughout her school and college years. Many who remember their 
association with her will feel a great sorrow at her untimely passing. 

As the years passed her skills at organization and leadership turned to 
activities in the political scene and she became a stalwart in the Republican 
party organization. She supported candidates for office with loyalty and 
devotion sharing in their successes and giving sympathetic understanding 
in their losses. It would be difficult to find a person in the local or statewide 
organization who was regarded with more appreciation for her loyal 
contribution. 

Esther had a marked understanding of the importance of her Town in the 
governmental organization. She went to work for her Town in the 
Department of Public Works and devoted her best efforts to her job for 30 
years. She was never too busy to accept the responsibility of seeing that 
the interests of citizens were well and correctly served. 

As this meeting reflects upon the achievements of Esther C. Tsiknas, asa 
devoted family member, as a leader among a wide circle of friends, and as 
an organizer of political support for causes she deemed right it will realize 
that a remarkable citizen of the Town of Falmouth has been taken from us. 

Be it therefore resolved, that these remarks be spread upon the minutes 
of this meeting and thereby preserved for the guidance and edification of all 
present citizens and those to follow over the years.

This Committee was appointed at the Special Town Meeting, December, 
1979.

The full Committee met twice and has decided to study the following 
functions and offices: Accountant, Clerk-Treasurer, Assessor, Collector of 
Taxes, School Department Financial Administration, Purchasing and the 
receipt and administration of non-tax fees. 

Your Committee is now in the process of developing a data base for itself. 
With this in hand the sub-committees will be seeking the same information 
about each of the functions and offices to be studied. Once the information 
has been gathered, the Committee will be in a position to make its 
recommendations. It is hoped that the final report and recommendations 
will be made at the Annual Town Meeting in April 1981. 


Voting Machine Committee 
Presented By: W. Redwood Wright, Chairman 


The Falmouth Voting Machine Committee began its deliberations in the 
Fall of 1979. We met eight times in the following six months. In addition, 
Committee members visited or interviewed Town officials in Barnstable, 
Yarmouth and Dennis, which have adopted electronic voting machines; we 
conferred with the Town Data Processing Committee and Edwin Manter, 
Systems Analyst, and finally we met with Frank Fitzpatrick, District 
Manager of the Electronic Voting Machine (EVM) Corporation of Newton, 
M ass. 

The present system of paper ballots tallied by hand in each precinct has 
been used in Falmouth since voting by ballot was introduced. Precinct 
workers are paid to tally the vote with a police guard, and the totals are 
reported to the Town Clerk who issues the official results. 

As Falmouth has grown, the time involved in getting out the results has 
increased and so have election costs. The cost of salaries for a typical 
election is now about $5,000. The returns are sometimes not complete until 
the following daybreak. Further, it has been noted recently that some 
precincts are regularly slower than others in completing their work. The 
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Voting Machine Committee. was appointed to investigate more modern 
ballotting methods which have been approved by Massachusetts 
legislature, to see if more efficient operation would result. 

We would like to emphasize that there has been no. suggestion at any 
time that the present method is not accurate. Recounts are held from time 
to time in close elections, and the final tallies have changed somewhat, but 
that can happen no matter what system is used. The paper ballot has 
worked satisfactorily in Falmouth throughout its long history. 

Two alternatives to paper ballots were possible, the lever-operated 
machines used in Bourne and several other Mass. communities, and the 
EVM computer-tallied system used by 60 Mass. communities including 
Barnstable, Yarmouth and Dennis. In reality only the EVM system was 
seriously considered as the lever-operated machines are expensive and 
bulky enough to create moving and storage problems. 

The EVM recorders are compact and light, easy to store and move. They 
also appear to be easy to use and have been readily accepted by voters in 
other communities. Town Clerks in Barnstable and Yarmouth were both 
enthusiastic about the new system after a few years experience. Mr. 
Fitzpatrick of EVM offered us a lease/purchase option which would have 
enabled Falmouth to try out the system and, if we liked it, to apply 
two-thirds of the lease cost toward purchase. 

Nevertheless, on March 10, 1980, the Committee voted 3 to 2 to retain the 
old method of paper ballots. There were several reasons: 

1.Expense - We were somewhat put off by the fact that the State election 
law requires one EVM vote recorder for every 100 registered voters. With 
14,000 registered voters, that would mean 140 machines, 20 for each 
precinct, where 12 voting booths have been more than adequate. At $250 
each the purchase price would be $35,000, increased to $36,070 by eight 
demonstration units, ballot carrying cases and ballot box adapters. 

This cost had to be balanced against a possible saving, per election, of 
$1500 to $2000. Total cost of election is about $5,000 for wages, as 
mentioned above, but about two-thirds of that amount is for the workers on 
duty while the polls are open and would not be affected by the new system. 
The EVM system would eliminate most of the need for workers after the 
polls close. There would also be some saving, perhaps $400 per election, in 
printing costs. 

Famouth has at least one election each year, the Town election in April, 
and can have as many as four in a Presidential year, like 1980. On average 
this works out to a potential saving of about $5,000 per year for an 
investment of $36,000. 

2. Computers - In other Cape communities with EVM, the ballot tallying 
has been done, asa public service, by the Cape Cod Bank & Trust Co. at its 
Hyannis office. We did not anticipate a problem in this area, with the 
Town’s own computer system backed up by the sophisticated equipment in 
Woods Hole. To our surprise we learned that it was too sophisticated to be 
compatible with the simple punch cards used by EVM. And no Falmouth 
bank has the appropriate computer capacity. It would have been possible to 
purchase a card reader (at $5,000 and up, depending on speed) and find 
someone to develop programs for use on the Woods Hole or Town 
computers. But, then there would have been no backup in case of failure, 
and an election night computer breakdown is awful to contemplate. 

The best solution, proposed by Mr. Fitzpatrick of EVM, was to purchase 
our own ballot tallying equipment. A fast central machine would cost 
$24,500, with backup provided by a fleet of EVM vans outfitted with spare 
equipment and ready toroll on election night. (None were needed on March 
4th, Presidential Primary night). Alternatively, we could buy seven 
hand-fed machines, one for each precinct at $2500 each or $17,500 total. 
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With these, no backup was needed, but someone would have to feed in the 
cards, with reduced savings in time and money. 

This brought the total cost to $60,570 for the central system or $53,570 for 
the precinct machines. 

Under the lease/purchase plan, Falmouth could try the EVM system for 
the two elections this fall and the Town election in 1981 for $6,858 per 
election, or $20,574. Two-thirds of that amount, or $13,716, could be 
applied to purchase if desired. In that case, Town Meeting would have to 
appropriate $20,574 in 1980 and $39,854 (plus inflation) in 1981, for a total 
cost of at least $60,428. 

3. Time - In theory the EVM system would enable Falmouth’s election 
officials to complete the tally within an hour or two after the polls have 
closed. In fact, it may take a little longer; the Cape towns with EVM had 
primary results in 3 to 4 hours, compared with 6-7 hours for those with 
paper ballots. 

The majority of the Committee concluded that rapid returns are 
important only to a small fraction of voters, the election workers, the news 
reporters, and of course the candidates. Most voters are content to find out 
who won when they turn on the radio the next morning. 

4. Workers - While some precincts tend to be late filing returns, others 
are regularly in early, suggesting a difference in experience, ability, 
interest or some combination of factors. Our Committee met with the Board 
of Selectmen and was pleased to learn that steps have already been taken 
both to improve the recruiting system and to provide better pay for this very 
important public service. We would like to see further efforts on the same 
lines. Citizens should be encouraged to participate in this basic exercise of 
grass roots democracy. 

For all these reasons, the majority of the Committee has recommended 
that Falmouth retain the paper ballot. No action by Town Meeting is 
required. We ask that Article 18 be indefinitely postponed and that this 
Committee be discharged. 

VOTED, that the Town Meeting extend thanks to the following out-going 
members of the following committees:

VOTED, that the Town does raise and appropriate the sum of $23,048 for 
the purposes of Article 48 as printed. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 

This vote passed on April 7. 


ARTICLE 49. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
appropriate from available funds a sum of money for the purchase and 
installation of a lighting system at the Town of Falmouth School 
Administration Athletic Field in Teaticket, or do or take any other action in 
this matter. On request of the Falmouth Recreation Committee and 
Falmouth Men’s Softball League. 


VOTED, that the Town does raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 for 
the purpose of Article 49 as printed; but, that this appropriation be made 
only after the deposit with the Town Treasurer a contribution in the sum of 
$5,000 from the Falmouth Men’s Softball League.

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present.

ARTICLE 53. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
appropriate from available funds a sum of money for specifications and 
furniture and equipment for the Falmouth Public Library, or do or take any 
other action in this matter. On request of the Library Trustees. 


VOTED, that Article 53 is indefinitely postponed. 
Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 
This vote passed on April 7. 


ARTICLE 54. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-Laws 
and so record on the Zoning Map a Business District, a certain parcel of 
land in North Falmouth located generally to the North of Nathan S. Ellis 
Highway (Route 151) between West Falmouth Highway (Route 28A) on the 
West and Route 28 on the East, and land now or formerly of Silver Points 
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Corp., on the North, and being more particularly shown on Sheet 5 of the 
Falmouth Assessors Maps. 

SOUTHWESTERLY by Nathan S. Ellis Highway, (Route 151) by 
numerous courses and distances together measuring 1,875 feet, more or 
less;

VOTED, that the Town does raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 for 
the purposes of Article 55 as printed. 

Passed by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 

This vote passed on April 9. 


ARTICLE 56. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or 
appropriate from available funds, a sum of money for the purpose of 
designing, drawing plans and specifications and obtaining permits for the 
construction of a pier and-or float or floats adjacent to the existing boat 
launching ramp at Harrington Street, Great Pond, Maravista or do or take 
any other action in this matter. On request of Waterways Committee. 


VOTED, that the Town does raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000 for 
the purposes of Article 56 as printed.

ARTICLE 57. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Bylaws of the 
Town of Falmouth by deleting Section 335, ‘‘Regulations for the Harbors of 
Falmouth’’ and ‘‘Regulations for the Control of Town Wharves’’ and 
substituting therefor the following new bylaw, or do or take any other action 
in this matter. On request of the Waterways Committee. 
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DEFINITIONS 


In construing these Bylaws the following words shall have the meaning 
herein given unless contrary intention clearly appears: 


‘‘Harbor Master’’ shall mean Chief Harbor Master, duly empowered by 
the General Laws of the Commonwealth. 

‘“Boat or vessell’’ includes every description of water craft, including 
seaplanes when navigating or moored on the water, used or capable of 
being used asa means of transportation on the water, whether propelled by 
power, sail or manually, or not. 

‘‘Persons’’ shall include individuals, corporations, societies, associat- 
ions, partnerships and trusts. 

‘‘Diver’’ shall include swimmers using fins and-or-mask and-or snorkel 
tubes or self-contained underwater breathing devices, and may include 
those diving without aids where the circumstances are appropriate. 

‘‘Falmouth Waterways’ or ‘‘Waterways’’ shall include all of the 
navigable waters within the boundaries of the Town which shall include all 
harbors, rivers, bays or ponds, including waterways which from time to 
time may be temporarily non-navigable by reason of low tides, drought or 
seasonal weather and water conditions. 


A. USE RESTRICTIONS AND FEES AT TOWN WHARVES 


A.1. Town Wharf General. 

A. 1.1. Except in an emergency, no boats shall be made fast to any of the 
Town’s wharves, floats or piers without the permission of the Harbor 
Master. 

A. 1.2. There shall be no scaling or cleaning of fish or shellfish on any of 
the Town’s wharves, ramps, floats, or piers. 

A. 1.3. No person shall leave any boating or fishing equipment, fish or 
any other personal property upon Town landing places, floats, wharves or 
piers for longer than is reasonably necessary in the act of loading or 
unloading same to and from boats or vehicles. 

A. 1.4. The Town shall not be responsible for any loss or damage to boats 
or vessels at the Town wharves, floats, piers or moorings. Owners will be 
held responsible for damage caused by them or their vessels to structures 
and pilings and related facilities owned by the Town. 

A. 1.5. No warp or line shall be passed across the channels or any dock, 
so as to obstruct or interfere with vessels navigating in the area. 

A.2. Individual Bulkheads, landings or Floats. 

A.2.1. East side entrance of Falmouth Inner Harbor (commonly referred 
to as the Tides Bulkhead). 

This 368 feet of bulkhead shall be reserved for commercial or 
non-commercial use subject to a fee to be established by the Waterways 
Committee for such use. The landing at the north end of the bulkhead may 
be used for transient loading and unloading, subject to a time limit to be 
established by the Waterways Committee and posted. 

A.2.2 West side near entrance to Falmouth Inner Harbor (commonly 
known as Simpson’s Landing). 

This approximately 55 feet shall be used for commercial and 
non-commercial use subject to a fee to be established by the Waterways 
Committee for such use. 

A. 2.3. Davis Marine Bulkhead. 

This shall be used for commercial or non-commercial use subject to a fee 
and-or time limit to be established by the Waterways Committee for such 
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use. The float may be used for transient loading and unloading, subject to a 
time limit to be established by the Waterways Committee and posted. 

A. 2.4. Town Wharves - Eel Pond, Woods Hole and Great Harbor, Woods 
Hole. / 

These wharves shall be used for commercial or non-commercial vessels 
subject to a fee to be established by the W aterways Committee for such use. 
Time limits for this use to be established by the Waterways Committee and 
posted. All vessels using these wharves shall obtain permission in advance 
from the Harbor Master. 

A. 2.5. Town Bulkhead - Quissett. 

To be used only for transient loading and unloading subject toa time limit 
to be established by the Waterways Committee and posted. 

A.2.6. Town Wharf - West Falmouth. 

To be used only for transient loading and unloading subject toa time limit 
to be established by the Waterways Committee and posted. 

A. 2.7. Town Bulkhead - Wild Harbor. 

To be used only for transient loading and unloading subject toa time limit 
to be established by the Waterways Committee and posted. 

A. 2.8. Town Wharf - Megansett Harbor. 

To be used only for transient loading and unloading subject to a time limit 
to be established by the Waterways Committee and posted. 


B. REGULATIONS FOR TOWN MARINAS - RENTAL SLIPS AND DOCKS 


B. 1. The Waterways Committee shall have the power to establish 
standard contracts and contract terms and fees for the rental of wharves, 
slips and docks at Town Marinas. 

B. 2. Whenever space has been allotted to a vessel by the Harbor Master 
and the fees are paid as required, no other vessel shall be permitted to 
occupy this space except while such vessel is away on an overnight cruise. 
The owner or operator shall advise the Harbor Master when leaving for an 
overnight cruise of one (1) day or more. The Harbor Master may re-rent the 
space during the absence of the craft regularly allotted the space. No 
credit for rents received for such temporary use of the space will be granted 
the craft regularly allotted that space. 

B. 3. If a vessel owner makes application in writing for dock space and 
there is no space available, it shall be the duty of the Harbor Master to so 
advise the applicant and to receive and file or record his application with the 
Harbor Master’s records and post the name of the applicant and the 
description of his vehicle in chronological order of filing on a public waiting 
list. The public waiting list shall be a continuing list from year to year. Dock 
space, as it becomes available, shall be rented to the person who is first on 
the waiting list; provided that if that person prefers another location, he 
may waive his right to that dock space while retaining his place at the top of 
the waiting list, in which case the dock space shall be offered to the next 
person on the waiting list. 

B. 4. Houseboats, meaning boats designed primarily for human 
habitation but which are not self-propelled, will not be permitted to moore 
or tie up at any Town-owned marina. 

B. 5. Tug boats, cargo boats and any other boats used for commercial 
purposes (other than charter boats, lessees and licensees of the Town) shall 
not be permitted to moor or tie up at the Falmouth Marinas except by 
special permission of the Waterways Committee or Harbor Master, as 
appropriate. 

B. 6. All boats or vessels using the Town wharves shall observe all police, 
fire, health and sanitary regulations of the Town, and the owners or 
operators of such boats shall not permit acts contrary to good order, public 
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safety or public heath, including public profanity or obscene language on 
indecent exposure. Unnecessary noise, loud talking or playing of musical 
instruments between the hours of 11:00 P.M. and 8:00 A.M. is not 
permitted. No person upon such boats shall throw or dump garbage, paper, 
refuse or debris of any kind into the harbor. 

B. 7. No vessel or water craft of any kind whatsoever which is 
unseaworthy or in badly deteriorated condition or which is likely to injure 
persons or damage private or public property, or which might become a 
menace to navigation, shall be permitted to moor in Town waters or tie up at 
the Town wharves. The Habor Master and Waterways Committee may 
separately or jointly determine whether any water craft is unseaworthy, 
dangerous or in a badly deteriorated condition and take appropriate steps 
for removal of same. This shall not be deemed to apply to vessels in 
immediate distress as a result of current emergencies. 

B. 8. Advertising signs on vessels or wharves will be permitted at any 
Town-owned wharf only by charter boats. Such signs shall be subject to 
Waterways Committee approval and shall not be over 18’’ x 36’’ in size and 
shall be displayed only on the charter boat each advertises. 

B.9. Repairing (other than emergency and maintenance repairs of minor 
nature), overhauling or remodeling of any water craft docked or moored at 
Tides Bulkhead, Falmouth Marina, Davis Marina Park or Green Pond is 
prohibited. Fueling with gasoline by tank truck is prohibited at all Town 
Marinas. 

B. 10. All persons liable for injuring or damaging Town-owned wharves 
and properties shall forthwith reimburse the Town in an amount equal to 
the cost of repairing (new or old) such damage, as determined by the 
Waterways Committee. 

B. 11. No vessel or water craft of any kind whatsoever moored in Town 
waters or docked at any Town-owned wharf shall be used as a place from 
which public business of professional services are conducted. This shall not 
apply to commercial time charger fishing or excursion boats. A time charter 
boat shall be defined for the purpose of this regulation as a water craft 
holding itself out to the public for rent or charter for a specified time for a 
specified fee or charter hire with the owner’s captain on board or in charge 
at all times during navigation under such charter. Any such time charter 
boat shall be available to the public in general upon payment of the 
specified fee, must be Coast Guard licensed and properly equipped to be 
legally suitable for the purpose for which offered to be chartered and must 
be primarily used by its owner for charter or rent. 

B. 12. Upon occasion, ‘‘rafting’’ will be permitted by boats to other boats 
at Town wharves. All reasonable precautions to prevent damage shall be 
taken by the occupants of the vessel rafting on. The Harbor Master shall 
have exclusive authority to determine where and when ‘‘rafting’’ shall or 
shall not take place. 


C. MOORING REGULATIONS: 


C. 1. Any person wishing to moore a boat or vessel in any harbor or 
waters within the Town of Falmouth must first obtain permission from the 
Harbor Master to place and maintain such a mooring. 

C. 2. All moorings must be registered and no mooring shall be placed or 
maintained in any of the waters of the Town without the approval of and 
registration by the Habor Master department. 

C. 3. All applications for a permanent mooring space in any Falmouth 
harbor or Waterway shall be submitted in writing on an approved form to 
the Harbor Master department. 
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C. 4. No boat shall use a mooring within the Town of Falmouth unless the 
mooring meets the following minimum standards:

C. 5. Scope and size of chain on moorings. 

Length of mooring chain shall be at least the vertical height above the sea 
bottom to four (4) feet above mean high water. Moorings for boats up to 
twenty-six (26) feet in lengh shall have three-eights (3/8’’) inch or larger 
chain; moorings for boats from twenty-six (26) feet to forty (40) feet shall 
have one-half (1/2’’) inch or larger chain; and moorings for boats from forty 
(40) feet or larger in overall length shall use three-quarter (3/4’’) inch 
chain. Maximum length of chain shall be no more than two (2) times the 
minimum length above prescribed, except where the Harbor Master 
determines otherwise. The location of all moorings shall be determined 
from time to time by the Harbor Master. No mooring shall be located in the 
main stream or any channel of any of the harbors of the Town unless in the 
opinion of the Harbor Master the particular circumstances require it. 
Moorings shall be located so that vessels lying on them shall not block any 
channel or approach to any Town landing or obstruct the approach to 
wharves or other moorings in the vicinity, or create any other hazard to 
navigation. 

C.6. Any mooring may be inspected and its owner may be ordered by the 
Harbor Master to remove or relocate it whenever, in the judgment of the 
Harbor Master, the safety of other vessels or the optimum use of the area 
requires such action. The expense of such removal or relocation shall be the 
responsibility of the owner. Except in emergency situations, an owner shall 
have at least fourteen (14) days to relocate or remove a mooring when so 
ordered by the Harbor Master. 

C.7. Each mooring buoy, both summer and winter, shall be painted white 
and have a one (1’’) blue band visible above water and shall be marked with 
numbers assigned by the Harbor Master department. The numbers and-or 
letters shall be a minimum of three (3’’) inches in height and be clearly 
visible at all times. Spar buoys shall be upright at all times and not less than 
forty (40%) degrees at any period of tide and not less than eighteen (18’’) 
inches exposed. Mooring buoys shall be of customary shape and materials, 
and the Harbor Master may order the removal of any buoys deemed to be 
inappropriate in form or appearance. 


D. MOORING PERMITS: TERMS AND FEES 


D.1. Permits for the use of mooring spaces shall be for a period of one (1) 
year or any fraction thereof terminating on December 31 of each year, 
unless revoked by the Harbor Master for good cause, and shall be renewable 
annually for one (1) year. 

D. 2. In areas where no additional spaces are available, applicants 
therefor shall be placed on a continuing waiting list administered at the 
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office of the Harbor Master. The waiting list shall be a public document and 
shall be posted conspicuously. The waiting list shall include all applicants 
for moorings in chronological order of application, regardless of the 
applicant’s preferences for particular mooring locations. The person at the 
top of the waiting list shall have priority to obtain the next available location 
but may waive the right to the next available location if it is not in a place 
convenient for him or her, without losing his or her place at the top of the 
waiting list. In the event of a waiver, the next person on the list shall be 
offered the location; and if that person waives the right to the location, et 
cetera, until someone in succession on the list takes it and registers a 
mooring there. Notice to the person entitled to the next available mooring 
shall be in writing or by any other reasonable method. 


E. HAZARDS TO NAVIGATION 


E.1. Mooring buoys, lobster pots, crab pots, eel pots or other obstacles 
that will cause or create a hazard to navigation shall not be placed in areas 
usually used as channels for navigation. In cases of doubt, the Harbor 
Master shall be consulted in advance before setting them in place. Hazards 
to navigation shall be subject to summary removal by the Harbor Master, 
without notice or hearing, and neither the Harbor Master nor the Town Hall 
shall be responsible for any losses to the owners thereof caused by such 
removal. 


F. ABANDONMENT 


F.1. Except ina maritime emergency currently affecting those aboard or 
others in the immediate vicinity, no vessel, mooring or other object shall be 
deliberately abandoned, sunk or otherwise placed in waters within the 
Town of Falmouth where it may constitute a hazard. Any abandoned, sunk 
or improperly placed vessel, mooring or object so found and any vessel 
otherwise improperly secured, swamped, sunk, washed ashore or found ina 
restricted area may be ordered by the Harbor Master to be removed or 
relocated. If corrective action is not taken after seventy-two (72) hours 
notice to the owner, or if the owner is not known after notice has been 
posted for the same period at the Town Hall and the Harbor Master’s office, 
the Harbor Master shall have authority to remove or relocate it; and the 
expense of such removal or relocation shall be charged to the vessel and its 
owner. 

F. 2. Nothing in the above shall be deemed to prevent emergency action 
by the Harbor Master with or without notice to the owner if, in his 
judgment, such action is necessary. 


G. SWIMMING 


G. 1. In the interest of safety, no swimming will be permitted in the 
following harbors: Inner Wild Harbor (Silver Beach), Quissett Inner 
Harbor, Eel Pond (Woods Hole), Great Harbor (Woods Hole), Little 
Harbor, Falmouth Inner Harbor, Green Pond and Megansett Inner Harbor, 
except in areas specifically designated and marked by the Harbor Master. 

G. 2. There shall be no diving from any public wharves, piers, bridges or 
from any bulkheads abutting any waterways of the Town. 


H. DIVERS AND DIVING 


H. 1. Divers using fins and-or mask and-or snorkel tubes, or 
self-contained underwater breathing devices, except within designated and

marked swimming areas, shall: 

H. 1.1. While diving display a standard diver’s flag consisting of a red 
field with a white diagonal stripe of a size not less than twelve (12’’) inches 
by fifteen (15’’). 

H. 1.2. Display such flag prominently on a float or other similar device 
which shall hold such flag upright and shall extend vertically a minimum 
distance of three (3’) feet from the surface of the water so as to be visible to 
passing boats. 

H.1.3. Stay within one hundred (100’) feet of the aforementioned flag or 
move the flag on said float or device with him while he is submerged and 
return to the surface within one hundred (100’) feet of said flag. 

H. 1.4. No diver shall operate in properly marked or customary boat 
channels unless, for special purposes, permission is granted in advance by 
the Harbor Master. The diver shall have the responsibility to inquire of the 
Harbor Master about the responsibility to inquire of the Harbor Master 
about the location of customary boat channels if he is in doubt about the 
situation. 

H. 1.5. Divers operating at night shall be equipped with and use 
appropriate underwater lights, in addition to displaying the aforementioned 
diver’s flag. 

H. 1.6. On approaching a diver’s flag, all boats must proceed with 
caution, and shall remain outside a one hundred (100’) foot radius from said 
diver’s flag. 

H. 1.7. Diving in Falmouth Inner Harbor will be permitted only for the 
purpose of maintenance of boats, moorings, floats, piers, ground tackle, 
channel markers and rescue and research operations. 


1. TOWN LAUNCHING RAMPS 

|. 1. The usage of Town launching ramps shall be controlled from time to 
time by rules established by the Waterways Committee and posted. These 
rules may include control of temporary parking of boat trailers and motor 
vehicles at or near the approach to each ramp. 

|. 2. Persons using Town ramps for hauling of larger boats requiring 
cradles shall do so only with permission in advance in writing from the 
Harbor Master. Cradles and-or boats shall not remain on the Town ramps 
for more than twelve (12) hours. 


J. POLLUTION 


J. 1. The dumping or discharge of oil, raw sewage, dead fish, garbage 
waste, rubbish or debris of any kind anywhere so as to pollute the waters, 
shores or beaches of the Town is prohibited. 


K. WATERSKIING 


K. 1. Waterskiing is prohibited on all waterways of the Town except 
outside of navigation channels and swimming and mooring areas on the 
western side of Waquoit Bay and outside of swimming and mooring areas 
on Vineyard and Nantucket Sounds or Buzzards Bay. Waterskiers and boats 
towing them shall not operate in or across navigation channels at any time. 

K. 2. Waterskiing as hereinbefore permitted is subject to the provisions 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and to the 
further restriction that there shall be no waterskiing within one hundred 
fifty (150’) feet of bathers, divers, piers, wharves, floats, other boats or of 
any shore. ‘‘Waterskiing’’ shall include motor-propelled surfboards and 
waterbikes and the towing or manipulation of a surfboard or other similar 
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device behind a motorboat. Waterskiing in approved areas shall only be 
done during daylight hours. 

K. 3. Sail propelled surfboards may navigate along regular channels of 
navigation to reach and return from open waters where they are permitted 
to operate but shall not interfere with the operation of other vessels. 


L. FLOATS 


L. 1. The placement of outhauls, temporary floats and-or rafts held by 
anchors or bottom moorings shall be subject to written approval of the 
Harbor Master. All such outhauls, floats or rafts will be identified with 
registration numbers assigned by the Harbor Master. Numbers assigned 
shall be permanently affixed to the land and seaward side of the float or raft 
in contrasting color and shall be a minimum of three (3’’) in size. 


M. OCCUPANCY OF VESSELS 


M. 1. No vessel, while said vessel is used as a residence, unless 
equipped with legally approved waste and sewage treatment equipment or 
holding tanks, may remain overnight or be used as a residence in any 
Falmouth harbor. This shall not prevent any vessel from seeking a haven 
from a storm in such harbors during the period immediately before, during 
and after such a storm, but such vessels shall not make any discharge of 
waste, garbage or other pollution into said harbors during said stay, and 
shall move on as soon as weather permits. 


N. FISH CARS AND STAKES 


N. 1. All fish cars in navigable waters of the Town shall be subject to the 
approval of the Harbor Master and shall be plainly marked according to law 
so that they shall be visible at all times. Stakes shall not be driven to be 
used for mooring any vessel or boat, or for tying up any fish car, unless in 
the judgment of the Harbor Master their use will not be an obstruction. The 
Harbor Master may terminate any permission previously granted where, in 
his judgment, such termination is appropriate. 


O. SPEED 


O. 1. Within the outermost end of entrance jetties and throughout the 
entire inner harbors, rivers, bays and ponds of the waterways of the Town, 
with the exception of ‘designated areas for waterskiing, vessels shall be 
operated at the speed at which they can maintain steerage way and create 
minimum wake, and in no case shall they be operated at more than posted 
_ speed limits. This rule shall not apply to vessels engaged in emergency 
operations. 


P. COMPATABILITY WITH OTHER GOVERNMENTAL REGULATIONS 


P. 1. Nothing contained herein shall be held or construed to supersede 
or conflict with or interfere with or limit jurisdiction of the United States 
Government or limit or conflict with the laws and regulations of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, except that in case of concurrent laws or 
regulations in any case, it shall be intended that the stricter, more 
restrictive rule or regulation shali apply. 
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Q. ENFORCEMENT AND PENALTIES 


Q. 1. Whoever violates any of the provisions of this Bylaw or refuses or 
neglects to obey the lawful and reasonable orders of those empowered to 
enforce the same, or resists them in the discharge of their duties, shall be 
fined not less than fifty ($50.00) dollars for the first violation and not more 
than two hundred ($200.00) dollars for each violation thereafter within the 
same calendar year. Where a vessel is or has been operated in violation of 
any provision of this Bylaw and the owner, operator or other responsible 
person cannot be found within a twenty-four (24) hour period, or where it 
appears that the vessel and the person in violation will depart from the 
Town in order to avoid the enforcement of the penalties of this Bylaw, the 
Harbor Master may seize and hold said vessel as security and may move it 
to a safe place of storage (including dry land storage) until the violation has 
been disposed of administratively or judicially, and if a violation has been 
found, the costs of seizing and holding said vessel shall be assessed against 
the vessel, and the vessel shall be sold at public auction to pay such 
penalties and costs if not otherwise paid. If said auction produces surplus 
proceeds after payment of penalties and costs, said surplus shall be held in 
a separate account and be paid over to the owner of the vessel upon proof of 
such ownership. If no one appears claim such funds within one (1) year, 
they shall be forfeited and be paid into the Treasury of the Town. 


R. COMPLAINTS 


R. 1. All complaints concerning the use of moorings and movements of 
vessels on the waterways of the Town shall be submitted in writing to the 
Chief Harbor Master for his action. All complaints concerning waterways 
facilities, wharves, docks, ramps, dredging and related matters shall be 
submitted in writing to the Waterways Committee. Neither the Harbor 
Master nor the Waterways Committee shall be required to hold a hearing or 
take action on any matter not first submitted in writing. 


S. SEVERABILITY 


S. 1. In the event that any provisions, section or clause of this Bylaw is 
hereafter found to be invalid, such invalidity shall not affect the validity of 
the remaining portions of this Bylaw. 

S. 2. These rules and regulations shall be enforced by the Harbor 
Master. Such changes as may be required in these rules and regulations 
may be made from time to time by the Waterways Committee upon thirty 
(30) days notice and publication of such changes in a local newspaper 
generally circulated in the Town. 4

There shall be no change in the outside appearance of the premises, nor 
any other visible evidence of such home occupations other than one (1) 
non-illuminated sign, not exceeding two square feet in area. All such home 
occupations conducted therein must be inscribed or displayed, if at all, on 
the one sign. There shall be no exterior storage of material or equipment. 
No trading in merchandise may be conducted except for products made on 
the premises or of other parts or other items customarily maintained in 
connection with, and incidental to, such merchandise. 

No equipment or process shall be used in such home occupations which 
creates noise, vibration, flare, fumes, odors, or electrical interferences, 
detectible to the normal senses off the lot. In the case of electrical 
interference, no equipment or process shall be used which creates visual or 
audible interference in any radio or television receivers off the premises. 

No traffic shall be generated by such home occupations in greater volume 
than would normally be expected in that residential neighborhood, nor 
which jeopardizes the traffic safety of that neighborhood. This use may 
increase parking by no more than two additional vehicles at a time, and any 
need for parking generated by the conduct of such home occupations shall 
be met off the street and other than in a required front yard or within five (5) 
feet of any side or rear property line. 

No persons, other than family residents, may be regularly employed on 
the premises in connection with such home occupations.’’ 

Create a Section 6551 which would read as follows: 

‘*6551. Any home occupation which otherwise meets the provisions of 
Section 6550 except that it utilizes a lot which does not conform to the 
Minimum Lot Dimensions requirements, or the use of any structure which 
is non-conforming to the Minimum Yard Requirements, or where one (1) 
person, but no more than one (1) person, who is not a family resident 
member, is to be regularly employed on the premises in connection with the 
home occupation, shall require a special permit from the Board of 
Appeals.’’

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This change will provide the citizens of Falmouth, the Building 
Commissioner, and the Board of Appeals with better guidelines as to what 
is permitted as a home occupation and what requires a special permit, and 
as to what considerations are important in requesting and receiving a 
special permit.

School, on April 8, 1980 at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the articles contained 
therein.

The officer in attendance was James Lino. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn 
as the stenographer for the duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:45 o'clock p.m. by Moderator, 
George H. Lebherz. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 180 members 
announced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum being 127. 


The invocation was offered by Rev. John C. Ozug, Associate Pastor of St. 
Anthony’s Catholic Church, East Falmouth. 


Those assembled pledged allegiance to the flag.

Harvey G. Glennon was 
sworn in as the stenographer for the duration of the meeting.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Police Department handled more complaints from citizens and had 
more calls for service this year than in 1979. Court work also increased 
slightly, as did the number of parking tickets issued. The crime rate is up 
nationally and also in Falmouth. Armed robbery, homicides and rapes have 
decreased, but the decrease is off-set by the increased number of breaking 
and entering, larceny and vandalism complaints. 

Breaking and entering and larceny of gold and silver items are more 
prevalent as a result of the rising prices and the demand by the smelting 
companies. Residents should take measures to protect their valuables 
accordingly. 

We have had a greater number of auto accidents, but fewer accidents 
resulting in serious personal injuries or fatalities. 

The Juvenile Officer has handled a greater number of complaints this 
year. In many instances he has played a vital role in resolving sensitive 
issues involving youths with the assistance of school officials and parents. 

Our K-9 program is now in full operation and this unit is proving to be 
well worth the investment The dogs and handlers are very proficient in 
many phases of police work. 

We are continuing our in-service training programs and have sent a 
number of men to training courses held throughout the areas. 

Four men received Civil Service appointments in September and after 
graduating from Barnstable Police Academy in December are now assigned 
to the work schedule. They are Charles Day, Kevin Kinsella, Michael 
McGillvary and John Sweeney. 

Patrolman Johnny Seay retired from the Department in October as a 
result of injuries sustained while directing traffic.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


I regret to report the loss of two lives by fire in 1980. George Rose, age 
88, perished when overcome at his home in North Falmouth on March 14th. 
It is believed that the fire originated from the fireplace. On April 30th, 
William Freund died in a fire in his room at Woodbriar of Falmouth which 
was caused by careless handling of smoking material. 

The fire at Woodbriar posed a serious danger to many residents from 
smoke conditions. Firefighters and employees teamed up to remove many 
of the occupants and prevented further loss of life. Several were treated at 
Falmouth Hospital for smoke inhalation. 

Fire Prevention Officer Richard Garneau has supervised the enforcement 
of Section 26c which requires smoke and heat detectors in hotels, motels, 
etc. At this time, there are six in violation and FPO Garneau will follow up 
with appropriate action. 

The Uniform Fire Incident Reporting System was initiated by this 
department on February Ist. Presently fire departments in 37 states are 
using the system and it will become mandatory in Massachusetts on 
January 1, 1982. The eight categories used in re-capping the incidents were 
devised by Deputy Clifford B. Amaral to keep all members of the 
department abreast of its activity. A re-cap is posted monthly in each 
station. This system, when in full operation, should give officials a complete 
picture of the fire problem throughout the United States. 

The Special Town Meeting held on August 20, 1980 voted to add two new 
firefighter positions to the present complement which would balance the 
four shifts. However, Proposition 22 passed on November 4th before the 
list arrived from the Division of Personnel Administration and the 
selectmen decided not to make appointments from the list.

FIRE DEPARTMENT BUILDING 
& LOCATIONS COMMITTEE 


The Fire Department Building and Locations Committee held a total of 
ten regular and special meetings during 1980. 

The committee voted to accept the combination Station #5 and Apparatus 
Repair Shop as substantially complete on January 9, 1980 and Station #5, 
East Falmouth, under the direction of Deputy Chief Russell E. Robbins, 
transferred to its new quarters on January 10, 9180. Manuel Rapoza, 
veteran callfirefighter and member of this committee drove Engine #25 
from the old quarters to the new station. 

Dedication was held on June 15, 1980 with Richard E. Kendall, Director 
of Environmental Management as master of ceremonies. Dignitaries 
representing federal, state and local government were represented in the 
program. Much of the success of this dedication was due to the work of 
many volunteers, especially the wives of the callfirefighters assigned to this 
station. 

On August 20, 1980 the Special Town Meeting transferred $2,500 from 
the New East Falmouth Fire Station Account to an article to prepare 
preliminary plans for an addition to Headquarters. The committee is 
working on this project and hopes to have plans ready in the event federal 
funds become available.

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FOREST WARDEN 


The Falmouth Fire Department under the direction of the Forest Warden 
responded to a total of 184 grass and brush fires. This is an increase over 
last year of 61 responses due to the dry conditions in the fields and woods. 
The lack of rainfall affects the fire danger as well as the water supply. 

The new intermediate brush breaker constructed by the Farrar Co. of 
Woodville, Mass., was put into service on August 29, 1980. It is located at 
Station #5 East Falmouth and has proven a valuable asset to our forest fire 
fighting capabilities.

CIVIL DEFENSE 


The Falmouth Civil Defense meets every first Monday of each month at 
the Emergency Operations Center (EOC), located in the Town Hall. At 
present there are 42 sworn in members. The public is invited to attend these 
meetings. More help is needed in all phases of Civil Defense, especially 
volunteers becoming shelter managers. 

The Civil Defense van made 86 runs this past year in support of the Fire 
Department, mutual aid and various civic events; including road races in 
the area. The primary responsibilities during road races are 
communications and medical emergencies. This past year Falmouth Civil 
Defense van responded to the Sandwich Tank Fire and also spent five days 
feeding fire fighters at the Freetown Fire. 

The Falmouth Amateur Radio Association will be conducting classes in 
amateur radio for the general public during 1981. The Falmouth Civil 
Defense also conducted classes in CPR, First aid, Radiological monitoring, 
and Red Cross conducted the Shelter managers course. Your Civil Defense 
Director completed the Radiological monitor instructor course in December 
at Groton, Connecticut. 

In closing, I would like to thank the members of the Falmouth Amateur 
Radio Association, Falmouth Citizens Radio League, Board of Selectmen 
and the general public for the cooperation.

AMBULANCE COMMITTEE 


The Town of Falmouth currently operates two well equipped rescue 
vehicles, manned by the eight Advanced Emergency Medical Technicians 
(E.M.T.), and forty-six Registered E.M.T.s. Thirteen of the Registered 
E.M.T.s are call-firemen, eight are Advanced E.M.T.s. Falmouth has 
relied on the manpower of the call-firemen during fires and rescues for 
many years. A long overdue thank you is extended by the Ambulance 
Committee to these people. The people in Falmouth benefit from excellent 
emergency medical service with E.M.T.s and Advanced E.M.T.s who are 
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doing their jobs well; many letters of appreciation are received each year 
from patients and their families, who were assisted by the Rescue squad. 

New equipment purchased during 1980 included two radio converters, 
which are used to transmit electrocardiograms from the ambulance to the 
hospital, and a second portable radio. The B.P.O. Elks generously donated 
funds for a new resuscitator for each ambulance, and a ‘‘Resci-Anni Doll,’’ 
which is used as a training aide. 

The engine on Rescue ‘‘39’’ burned out at 15,000 miles. During the three 
weeks ‘‘39’’ was out of service, the Town of Falmouth was covered by 
Rescue ‘‘37’’ and mutual aide from neighboring towns. Negotiations are 
still underway for payment of the repairs by the Ford Motor Company. 

Projections for 1981 are questionable. While the Ambulance Committee 
seriously discusses the future need of Falmouth becoming a three 
ambulance town, passage of ‘*Proposition 2'2’’ in November, 1980, calls for 
drastic reduction of all town budgets, i.e. services. The future of the Rescue 
service is unclear, at best.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Meeting twice and on occasion three times a month, the Conservation 
Commission held 77 wetlands hearing for piers, docks, fences, filling or 
altering land at or near fresh waters, ponds and coastal shores, inland and 
coastal swamps, for proposed destruction of protective vegetation, and for a 
variety of erosion problems. Several hearings concerned emergency repairs 
to seawalls, and groins to new riprap and riprap replacements and to 
property eroded by storms. All of these hearings required site visits by one 
or more Commissioners. In addition, there were 46 Determinations of 
Applicability of the wetland law. On occasion, consideration was given to 
extra wetlands operations, more efficient meeting structure, streamlining 
of procedures, better interdepartmental cooperation and revisions of 
required forms. 

The Conservation Officer and his Department with the aid of C.E.T.A. 
personnel, have continued to put up signs, clear trails, patrol, selectively 
remove brush, add to previous plantings of evergreen and deciduous 
seedings and put in new ones, and perform other aspects of good 
management, housekeeping and enforcement in all the Town 
Conservation Areas. The cordial channel of communication with the 
Conservation Department has been mutually profitable, and the 
Commission particularly appreciates the liaison maintained between the 
two agencies at all hearings by Conservation Officers, Paul Lelito and 
William Richardson. Continued increased interest in the Town’s 
Conservation Areas was indicated by the growing numbers of visitors to 
them. 

The Conservation Commission again sponsored one of Falmouth’s 
youngsters at the Spring Session of the 4-H School of Massachusetts in the 
area of conservation. It accepted two offers of donations of land for 
conservation purposes for the Town, and one offer of a conservation 
easement. 

The cranberry bog operations are progressing reasonably well, the 
Commission is satisfied with the way they are being handled and the Town 
is getting income while maintaining a local industry. The major rebuilding 
program in the John Parker Road bog is progressing slowly and continues to 
show good results. 

One member resigned from the Conservation Commission during the 
past year. While the members of the Commission for themselves and for the 
Town express deep appreciation and grateful thanks for the enthusiastic 
and active interest and for the valued contributions of Jean MacDougall, it 
realizes how fortunate it is to be able to retain her experienced services as 
an associate member. From the list of applicants for her replacement the 
Selectmen appointed Marilyn Dupee of East Falmouth. During the last 
quarter of the year, the Commission welcomed Linda Davis, who has 
already made significant contributions during her brief tenure as an 
associate member. 

As Chairman, I would like to take this opportunity to express my grateful 
appreciation to my colleagues on the Commission for their enthusiasm, 
cooperation, interest and assistance, on occasion beyond the call of duty, 
during the past year.

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CONSERVATION OFFICER 


I herewith submit my twenty-sixth (26) Annual Report for the year ending 
31 December 1980. A total of 5,897 sporting, hunting, fishing, shellfishing 
and trapping licenses were examined by this Department; a steady increase 
over last year as more people continue to work for wildlife, fish and shellfish 
to supplement their food budget, there is no doubt that this steady increase 
will continue in the future. 

Our Department traveled 71,808 miles. During the current year, at the 
request of the Board of Selectmen, we did cut back on patrol activity to aid in 
conservation of gasoline and oil. 

The annual restocking of our reclaimed ponds, namely, Mares, Grews, 
Deep and Ashumet was completed, as was the restocking of the 
Coonamessett, Childs, and Quashnet Rivers. Species and numbers stocked 
were: Rainbow trout 9,550; Brown trout 5,175; Eastern Brook trout 3,700; 
Smelt 6,600. In addition, 300 Adult Small Mouth bass were removed from 
the Watershed (Long Pond) and restocked in three other ponds in Falmouth 
by this Department. 

Upland game birds restocked were as follows: Cock pheasants 2,176; 
Bob-white quail 2,050; Hen pheasants 265. 

The Animal Survey (Domestic) as required by state statutes for tax 
purposes was conducted this year by Assistant Conservation Officer 
William Richardson III, and reads as follows:

Special Projects: 

1. Our department planted 1500 seedling trees and shrubs in Beebe 
Woods, Crane Wildlife area and Chapaquoit Wildlife Sanctuary. Also Rosa 
Rugosa and Beach Grass transplants on Surf’ Drive and West Falmouth 
Harbor, these are continuing projects on a yearly basis. 

2. Trees and Shrubs were trimmed along the Coonamessett River and 
Little League Ball Park. 

3. We also live trapped Small Mouth Bass for restocking other ponds as 
needed.

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HARBOR MASTER AND 
WATERWAYS COMMITTEE 


The past year saw many changes and improvements, some of which are 
the following: 

The Army Corps of Engineers are still conducting their study of the Eel 
Pond, Menauhant, inlet. They have collected additional data this year 
which is to be used in developing a complete profile of the inlet. The Corps 
will soon be offering design improvements for this inlet. 

All new fender piles were driven around the ‘‘Fishermen’s’’ wharf in 
Great Harbor, Woods Hole. This was necessary to protect the wharf from 
damage and to make the wharf available to Falmouth’s growing fishing 
fleet. 

The new Bylaw governing the wharves and waterways of the Town was 
voted by Town Meeting and approved by the Attorney General. This new 
Bylaw will not only enable the Harbor Masters to perform their duties more 
efficiently, but will give the boating public, using the waterways of 
Falmouth, a clearer understanding of the law. Copies of the Bylaw are now 
available at Town Hall for a nominal price. 

The plans for a new pier and floats to be built adjacent to the boat 
launching ramp in Great Pond, Maravista, have been approved and are now 
in the hearing stage for permits. This installation will provide a much 
needed facility for the people using Great Pond. 

A spacious lot for the parking of cars and boat trailers has been 
completed in Waquoit. This lot is available directly from Route 28 and is 
adjacent to White’s Path and the Child’s River boat launching ramp. In 
addition to this, the existing boat launching ramp has been improved 
making it one of the Town’s best facilities. Hopefully, this will relieve the 
pressures on some of the launching ramps and in particular, Green Pond. 

At the present time a study, paid for by money provided through a grant, 
is being done to determine the feasibility of improving and/or enlarging the 
‘‘Fishermen’s’’ wharf in Woods Hole for the benefit of commercial fishing. 
Historically, fishermen have been using the Woods Hole port since the 
beginning of this Town. More and more Falmouth people are employed in 
commercial fishing and a large effort should be made to improve an already 
existing wharf to accommodate this increasingly important aspect of our 
economy. Proper planning can allow for commercial fishing to co-exist with 
the other important uses being made of the Woods Hole port. 

The mooring program moved into the enforcement phase this year and 
was very successful. The Harbor Master Department removed many illegal 
or hazardous abandoned moorings from the waters of the Town and found 
mooring places for nearly 300 eager boaters. The demand still continues for 
mooring spaces in our already crowded harbors, with no end in sight. Many 
changes are planned to further improve the mooring system in the coming 
months and years. 

In closing, the good news is that the Town’s income from its waterways 
continues to increase and Falmouth continues to be a popular transient 
port. Harbor activities continue to bring millions of new dollars each year 
into Falmouth’s economy. 

The bad news is that soon many dollars will be needed to maintain our 
existing waterfront facilities. Many of the structures, such as bulkheads, 
piers, and wharfs have already or will soon reach the limit of their lifespan, 
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and must be replaced or rebuilt if Falmouth is to retain its eminent place in 
the marine scene and encourage the growth of its most important asset.

The oysters that were planted on our raft in 1979 are doing fine and will 
be ready to plant out in the wild this spring. We also got a fair set of oysters 
in some of our waters this fall. With a little luck, I hope we can open some 
areas in the future. 


Pollution 

A portion of Wild Harbor River is still closed to the taking of all shellfish 
due to the oil spill of 1969. In some areas of the river banks, fuel oil is still 
trapped in the marsh. 

Assistance was given to the CCPEDC oil spill response coordinator, Mark 
Robinson, in formulating an oil spill contingency plan for the Cape. I took 
Mark and two Coast Guard men on a trip around town so they could get a 
good look at what is needed in the event of an oil spill in our area. 

On April 25, 1980, all of the waters and flats of Perch Pond were closed to 
the taking of all shellfish because of contamination by Gonyaulax 
tamerensis, the causative of paralytic shellfish poisoning. The Town 
reopened Perch Pond to the taking of shellfish on November 23, 1980. 


Aid for Alewives 

Assistance and attention were given to our herring runs throughout the’ 
Town assuring safe passage of alewives to and from their spawning 
grounds. The Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries upon a request 
from me sent S men from their Young Adult Conservation Corps to assist 
me in cleaning, brushing, and digging out our herring runs. The streams 
that were attended to were Coonamessett, Mill Pond, Weeks Pond, and 
Rand’s Canal. The above work was done during the winter and spring of 
1980. The Town and all the fishies in the brook thank you for all the work 
that was done. Herring were planted into the waters of Mill Pond, Weeks 
Pond, Coonamessett River and Cedar Lake and 1,300 adult ripe smelt were 
put into Coonamessett River. 

Due to the lack of rainfall, the water table dropped and the trapped tiny 
herring (fry) in the upper reaches of Coonamessett could not make their 
migratory run to the sea on their own because of the dry stream bed this 
fall. On December 1, 1980, two pumps were brought in to fill the dry stream 
bed. Over 750,000 gallons of water were used in flooding the dry stream bed 
liberating millions of young fry as the water flowed into Great Pond and 
then to the open sea. I wish to thank Chief Rogers for the use of the Fire 
Department pumps along with two firemen for their help. 


A very poor scallop season took place here in Falmouth. It was the worst 
season since I have been Shellfish Warden. The 1981 scallop crop looks poor 
in Waquoit Bay and elsewhere with the exception of West Falmouth 
Harbor, which looks fair. The seed scallops are just not there in great 
number. Hopefully, investigations of the bay scallop will continue in 
Waquoit Bay, West Falmouth Harbor and Green Pond pending funding 
from Sea Grant who funded the project through Dr. David A. Ross, Sea 
Grant coordinator at W.H.O.I. We thank you and your people. 

This fall I transplanted 531 pounds of small seed quahaugs ranging in 
size from ‘2 inch to one inch from our rafts into the waters of Great Pond. 

In 1978 a section of Great Pond was closed for propagation of shellfish. 
On November 24, 1980, this area was reopened to our shellfishmen. At 
times there were fifty men shellfishing in this area on a single day. Nine 
hundred and ninety-five bushels of quahaugs were harvested before the ice 
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set in with a crop value so far of $35,265. 

I am hopeful that the Bourne’s pond problems will be corrected soon to 
the satisfaction of the town and state. We owe it to the fisheries there and to 
the people throughout the town.

WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD 
AND NANTUCKET STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


I am privileged to file this, my 18th Annual Report, to the Board of 
Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth as the Town’s member on the 
three-person leadership team of the Steamship Authority. 

As this is written midway through January 1981, all the facts and figures 
aren’t in yet on year 1980. But I can report rather proudly that for the 18th 
year in succession our taxpayers can rest assured that not one red cent of 
their taxes need go to the Steamship Authority (as is provided by law in the 
event the boatline suffers a substantial operating loss). 

The final figures will show the Steamship Authority once again operated 
in the black--despite heavy legislated responsibilities that make operating 
in the black or without huge injections of taxpayer money most difficult. 

It wasn’t always so. Up until 1963, the present Steamship Authority and 
its predecessor organization regularly called on Falmouth taxpayers for 
yearly help in the hundreds of thousands of dollars. From 1949 through 
1962, area taxpayers were assessed $2,098,121.26 to rescue the old 
authority and to keep the present Authority going during its infancy. 

It was on June 14th, 1963, that the Falmouth Board of Selectmen 
appointed me to the town’s representative on the Steamship Authority and 
the 18 consecutive, no-deficit years that have followed is just one 
achievement of which I am proud-- an achievement made possible, I hasten 
to add, through new teamwork in Authority leadership and brilliant 
day-to-day management. 

John J. McCue of our town was masterful in his role as general manager. 
He retired from that post last July Ist but continues to serve as special 
advisor on certain projects. 

Robert C. Neal of Woods Hole, one of the three members of the 
Authority’s Financial Advisory Board, has been a pleasure and delight to 
work with and he has contributed much, not just to the Authority’s 
successes but to the general betterment of our town. 

The other achievement of which I am proud: since my first meeting as 
Falmouth Member, all Steamship Authority meetings have been open to 
the press and public. We were the first to do what--years later--the law said 
should be done: open such meetings of public interest to the public. 
FACTS, FIGURES & ECONOMICS: 

Auditors in a few more days probably will announce that the Steamship 
Authority ended 1980 with a net operating surplus of some $300,000. 

But such dollars-and-cents, pleasing as they may be, tell little of the 
Steamship Authority story or its meaning to Falmouth. 

During the year, for example, the Authority’s payroll reached $5.7 
million, most of it paid to Falmouth area residents who form the largest bloc 
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of Authority personnel. Those high-ve iocity dollars paid to working people 
found their way into the Falmouth general economy--to grocery stores, to 
pay taxes, wherever working people spend their income. 

Another $1 million was spent to build pension rights and to insure the 
health of our employees and their families. 

Of some $12.5 million spent on ‘‘operating expenditures,’’ including 
payroll, fully $8 million was spent locally--with fuel suppliers, insurance 
offices, laundries and printing shops and what have you. 

During the year, 1,180,448 travellers came into our town on their way to 
and from Martha’s Vineyard. Another 85,000 passengers arrived here on 
their way to and from Nantucket. The contribution of these passengers to 
the economy of Falmouth has to be measured in the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. Maybe the millions (no one has ever taken a poll of these 
travellers). 

THE WORRISOME FUTURE 

Last year saw the Steamship Authority set new records in numbers of 
passengers served, but I harbor deep worries that they all may not return 
this year. 

This nation of ours has had two successive years of 13 perent annual 
inflation and America’s families are hurting. So are many of our towns and 
cities where elected officials face mountainous frustrations: their citizens 
want and need services, the cost of which rises with inflation--and yet 
income to pay for those services is waning as taxpayers demand a firm line 
be drawn on taxation. 

These are not the best of times to attempt to serve the public. 

Inflation--clearly--is the villain and it is making us behave unpredictably. 
So who, then, would predict last year’s passenger traffic record will be 
equalled? A vacation is a postponeable luxury. If just 10 percent of last 
year’s record number of travellers reluctantly decide to stay home this 
summer, it can have a crushing effect on the Steamship Authority’s 
economics as well as that of every Falmouth business and area 
employment. 

For the Steamship Authority, such a dismal year (if it comes) would fall at 
the very time in the Authority’s 20-year history when it requires income the 
most because long-postponed major capital projects must be undertaken 
this year. 

Some $4 million must be spent to modernize the 25-year-old S/S 
Naushon, turn it into a diesel-engined vessel capable of year-round service, 
otherwise it remains idle nine months of the year and remains six times 
more costly to operate than any other vessel in the fleet. 

Some $3 million must be spent to give Nantucket the safe, two-slip 
landing facility that island’s people need and deserve. (Should something 
disastrous happen to the island’s one aged ship, no boats could dock with 
supplies for the island). 

And some $3 million more must be spent at Vineyard Haven, on Martha’s 
Vineyard, for precisely the same facilities as needed at Nantucket. 

There’s a clear indication that Federal help will be forthcoming for the 
Nantucket project because that island’s people rallied in support of the 
Authority’s request for Federal aid. 

Tragically, Martha’s Vineyard failed to realize the need at Vineyard 
Haven. There, an outcry from a few against Steamship Authority plans at 
Vineyard Haven eliminated an opportunity to get from Washington the $3 
million that must be spent on Vineyard Haven--which means the Authority 
must finance the project itself by borrowing that $3 million, another $4 
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million for the Naushon and another million or so for other necessary work. 

To borrow $8 million or so at today’s high interest rates means having to 
repay about $20 million--an amount far greater than all bonds issued in the 
Steamship Authority’s 20-year history. 

Such are the worries Steamship Authority Members carry these days: 
persistently high inflation that drives up all operating costs; the need to 
modernize; and the fear that tourism may slump under the pressure of 
inflation. 

On assuming the chairmanship of the Authority this month (January 
1981), I found myself compelled to express, briefly, my feelings of the year 
ahead. There were no optimistic contradictions. 

But there was a pledge by the three Members to work in even closer 
harmony, to press for success through prudent management in the hope 
that whatever befalls the area’s ecomony this year, wise decisions will have 
been made in advance. 

I would like to see that harmony and spirit of cooperation broadened. | 
would like to see all island and all Cape selectmen and other public officials 
working together as never before--as we intend to do at the Authority. And 
together come up with the planning and spirit so necessary and demanded 
by the times.

PLANNING BOARD 


In 1980 the Planning Board met on 43 occasions. During the 27 regular 
Business Meetings, the Planning Board reviewed 73 Plans of Land, of 
which 69 were submitted as Approval Not Required and 4 were in need of 
Subdivision Approval. Again this year, an emphasis on combining 
previously non-conforming lots minimized the impact of the new lots. 
Although 66 new lots were created, 47 lots were eliminated through 
combining, for a net increase of only 19 new lots. There are now 8,413 
vacant lots in Falmouth, of which 1,095 are still subdividable. Major Plan 
Review was conducted on 10 proposed developments. 

The Board has been occupied with the creation of a Master Land Use Plan 
and revisions to the Zoning By-laws which should be ready for the 1981 
Annual Town Meeting. To accomplish this goal, and to encourage public 
participation, the Board has conducted meetings in all the villages. 

Other activities have included: participation in the Sewer Issue in an 
attempt to anticipate the changes which will likely result if a sewer is 
constructed; the adoption of new, highly detailed zoning maps; and 
numerous changes to the Zoning By-laws to make them more effective. 

The Board, with the support of the Board of Selectmen, has actively 
pursued, in court, enforcement of Zoning By-laws, and one case, North 
Landers Corporation v. Planning Board of Falmouth, has gone to the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court in defense of the Subdivision Rules 
and Regulations of the Town. 

Dewitt C. Jones, III was re-elected to a 5 year term. The positions of 
Planner/Administrator and secretary were made permanent positions. 
Mary Burns left the position of secretary which was subsequently filled by 
Linda Riffe.

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HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Historical Commission, established in May, 1979 and assigned the 
task of inventorying all of the town’s historical assets, has continued its 
work throughout this past year. Eleven regions throughout the town have 
been selected, each identified as a separate village and plans established to 
survey each region as a unique group. During this year the commission 
members have worked with some success within five of these regions but 
six areas still remain to be started. 

The Commission has been asked to review historical preservation impacts 
of sewering in Falmouth to make sure nothing significantly adversely 
affects the town’s historical assets. At the request of the Falmouth 
Industrial Park Committee, the Historical Commission is now undertaking a 
walk-over survey for any possible archeological sites that may exist in the 
proposed Industrial Park area. A preliminary report will be issued soon to 
the Industrial Park Committee indicating any sites found with the hope that 
these archeological sites will be left undistrubed. 

This year the Commission placed copies of three separate early town 
maps published during the years of 1858, 1880, and 1908 in the Falmouth 
Public Library for the use of the general public. These maps indicate the 
names of people who live in the homes shown on each map and we plan to 
use this information to further our investigation into who lived within each 
village and what type of industry or stores existed.

Five funeral directors were licensed by this board after approval by the 
State Board of Registration in Embalming and Funeral Directing. Three 
hundred thirty-eight (338) burial permits were issued during the year. 

A total of six premature babies born alive were reported to this 
department in 1980. Applicants requesting financial aid were referred to 
the Welfare Service to see if they were eligible for Medicaid. Medically 
needy families who are not eligible for Medicaid may still apply to the Board 
of Health. However, no financial assistance was requested from the Board 
of Health this past year. 

A supply of serums and vaccines are kept in the office under refrigeration 
and are available to the town doctors without cost. The Health Department 
is responsible for ordering all state supplied biologics for the doctors, the 
Falmouth Hospital and for the C.H.H.S. Clinics. 

The practice of conducting thorough and frequent inspections of all food 
service and drinking establishments in the town was maintained during 
1980. The Barnstable County Health Department provided assistance 
during the summer months. 

In September the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency contracted with 
the Cape Cod Planning and Economic Development Commission to work 
with the Town of Falmouth and to develop a proposed on-site sewage 
disposal system management plan for the town. The purpose of the plan is 
to provide the town with a comprehensive approach to the management of 
those on-site disposal systems which will not be in the recommended area 
for public sewering. 
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The Board of Health became the lead agency in the development of this 
plan. In this regard, a Board of Health Advisory Committee was formed 
consisting of the members of the Board of Health, the Health Agent, and 
the Chairman of the Sewer Advisory Committee.

HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Falmouth Housing Authority is a five-member board created in 1947 
by a vote of Town Meeting under the state law, Chapter 121, Section 3 as 
amended. Four members are elected by the voters of Falmouth for 
staggered five year terms; the fifth member is appointed by the Governor of 
the Commonwealth. The Housing Authority is located at 346 Gifford Street 
(Homeport), Falmouth. 

To oversee the housing needs and arrangements of Falmouth, and to 
decide which programs should be initiated, the Authority employs an 
Executive Director, an Administrative Assistant/Leasing Supervisor, and 
several clerical assistants.

HOMES FOR THE ELDERLY 
All apartments are occupied at the Choate Lane (Mayflower) (24), Salt 
Sea Lane (30), and Rose Morin Drive (Bayberry) (60), developments, a total 
of 114 units. There are 49 active applications on file. 
There are the following requirements determining eligibility for the 
apartments: 
1. Applicant must be 62 years or older. 
2. Applicant cannot have an annual income over $7,224 for a single 
person or $8,256 for a couple. 
3. Asset Limits for Admission: 
Total assets may not exceed one and a half times the net income of an 
applicant or a maximum of $15,000.00, whichever is greater. 


PROJECT 705 
25 houses have been acquired by the Housing Authority for 25 
low-income families. These houses are all occupied. 


FEDERAL HOUSING FOR THE ELDERLY 

The Department of Housing and Urban Development awarded the 
Falmouth Housing Authority 4.8 million dollars to build 80 units of elderly 
housing in the Town. 

The Authority selected a 5.2 acre site on Scranton Ave. and contracted 
with the firm of Stockard and Engler Inc. Planners and Ronald Axelrod, AIA 
both of Cambridge. 

The contract was awarded to the Low Bidder, John H. Fellouris Inc. for a 
construction amount of $3,690,900. Construction was started December 5, 
1980 and occupancy set for early 1982. 

The Authority was also awarded an additional 5.6 Million Dollars to build 
an additional 83 units of Elderly Housing. The same plans as the building 
now under construction. This groundbreaking is scheduled for early fall 
1981 with occupancy early in 1983. 


LEASED HOUSING 

The Authority administers a Leased Housing Program under the Chapter 
707 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth. Funds for this program are 
made available through the Department of Community Affairs. The Annual 
Contribution Contract for 1980 amounted to $281,749 covering 102 units for 
occupancy by low-income families of the Town. 

The Authority also administers a Leased Housing Program through the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development. This Leased Housing 
Program under Section 8 Housing Assistance Program of the United States 
Housing Act of 1974 provides $933,036.00 for subsidized units. 

A list of landlords and the amounts paid to each under these programs is 
available at the Selectmen’s office. 

Under this program, families whose incomes do not exceed 80 percent of 
the Median Income for Barnstable County would be eligible for housing 
assistance. The tenants are responsible for locating their own housing units 
and negotiating their own leases. Their contribution is 25 percent of their 
income for rent and utilities. 

There are in excess of 300 applications on file for rental assistance 
housing. 
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OTHER HOUSING 

Because many summer people choose to buy homes on Cape Cod, rent 
them in the winter and move here in the summer, reasonable rentals are 
exceedingly rare in Falmouth. This has led to a crisis for moderate as well 
as low income people. One apartment development exists in Falmouth, and 
is run by the United Church Homes. This is for senior citizens of moderate 
income and there is a waiting list. Other apartments and houses can be 
secured through local real estate dealers, and newspaper ads. 

The Authority appreciates the cooperation it has received from the 
various Town departments during the past year.

Included in the duties performed by the Department are many 
inspections, weighing commodities in stores, markets and inspecting 
peddler’s licenses. 

To enlighten the consumer on the sale of wood - as of September 9, 1979 
the State prohibits the sale or advertising of wood by the cord. Wood will be 
advertised and sold by the cubic foot, also a bill of sale must be presented to 
the consumer by the seller with the buyer’s name and address, also seller's 
name and address, plus amount of wood in cubic feet and total price. 
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For the consumer’s protection when wood is delivered we suggest 
measuring the wood before it is accepted and paid for.

BEACH COMMITTEE 


For beach enthusiasts, 1980 will be a season to remember. For the Beach 
Committee it will take a very long time to forget. The year 1980 proved to be 
one of the most profitable seasons ever. The total receipts recorded were 
$113,001.91 as compared to $94,745.27 for the previous year. 

William Sangster was appointed by the Committee as Superintendent of 
Beaches. Mr. Sangster immediately made positive recommendations to 
include highly qualified personnel who carried out their duties and 
responsibilities with utmost efficiency. Mr. Sangster was indeed, very 
conscientious and well experienced. He certainly demonstrated as 
Superintendent of Beaches that he can do the job and do it well. 

Selecting a Superintendent, purchasing a beach screening machine, and 
tractor were all challenges that were met with during the season. 

Emergency telephones were finally installed at all beaches, another step 
in an attempt to improve the safety. and efficiency of our beaches. 

The 1980 Windsurfer American Championships were held in August at 
Old Silver Beach. This regatta was well received by the community. The 
Regatta Committee was very pleased with the enthusiasm and support it 
received from our community. 

Porta-Johns were provided at Menauhant, Chapaquoit, and Woodneck 
Beaches. 

The Old Silver Beach bath house will take on a new look for the coming 
season. Major alterations are already in progress on the resident section 
bath house and will be completed prior to next season. 

Parking lots at all beaches will receive more attention in 1981 as regards 
repairs, white lines, and fences. 

The Old Silver Beach storage building will also receive minor alterations 
for the purpose of storing the newly purchased machines. 

Mass. Maritime Academy was chosen again as the site for the Annual 
Swim Meet for all beaches. This was the culmination of the combined 
efforts of all the swimming classes that were held at the beaches during the 
summer. Surf Drive Beach with Bill Clerkin, head guard, was again 
victorious. 

Our Committee would like to thank all who assisted us and especially 
thank our Superintendent and staff for a job well done.

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RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


Facilities at the Town Disposal Area on Thomas Landers Road include 
four open bins (for flattened steel and green, brown, and white glass), a 
small shelter for aluminum storage, a roll-off container for paper, and a 
storage shed for plastics. 

Two persons are employed: a driver (four hours a weekend), and an aide 
(one hour each weekday and three hours on Saturday). The Center is also 
manned by Committee members and volunteers on Saturdays. 

Monthly pickups are made in Woods Hole, West and North Falmouth and 
East Falmouth. To increase the volume of recyclables, an additional pick-up 
location (the Falmouth Plaza) has been added on every second Saturday. 
Miscellaneous projects (for example, pickups at the Falmouth Road Race) 
have also been continued. 

In general, markets for recyclable materials have improved in 1980. 
Demand for paper has been high, apparently due to development of export 
markets, construction of additional mills designed to process used 
newsprint and a general increase of newprint cost. Demand for plastics, 
glass and aluminum has also been good. If present trends continue, we feel 
that much higher rates of return will be possible than we have been able to 
realize in recent years. 

Perhaps the most noteworthy Committee project in 1980 was an autumn 
trial curbside pickup project funded by a grant from the Corporation for a 
Cleaner Commonwealth (CCC) and also supported by the Comprehensive 
Employment Training Act (CETA) Program (two employees) and the 
Falmouth DPW (truck and trailer). It involved an initial telephone/mail 
survey of a target area in Falmouth Center and East Falmouth, actual 
pickup work on Saturday afternoons, and a follow-up telephone survey to 
gather final information on participation levels and other information. Over 
55% of the residences initially contacted participated, and 11.5 tons of 
recycled materials were collected. The most valuable results appear to be 
the information we gained relative to the design and implementation of 
such projects which can be used in future work. In particular, weekly 
pickups do not appear to be ‘‘cost-effective’’ given present prices and 
marketing conditions, but bi-weekly or monthly pickups would be. 

A summary of materials collected and revenues obtained for Calendar 
Year 1980 is as follows:

Both total tonnage and total value increased in 1980 compared to 1979 
(88% and 134% respectively), reversing the downward trend observed in 
recent years. Total income for the year was $7,803.00. Expenses totalled 
$2,964.00, for a net profit to the Town of $4,839.00.

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HUMAN SERVICES COMMITTEE 


During 1980 the Human Services Committee continued its responsibility 
for overseeing the general operation of Falmouth Social Services as 
delegated by the Board of Selectmen. The services that have been provided 
to Falmouth citizens include both short and long term counseling for 
individuals, couples, families and groups; information and referral; and 
monitoring and evaluation of human service programs with whom the 
Human Services Committee contracts. These agencies include: Cape Cod 
Child Development, Nauset Workshop, Cape Cod Mental Health 
Association, Legal Services and Council on Alcoholism. 

Also during 1980, the Early Childbearing Program which provides 
individual and group counselling for adolescents who become pregnant, has 
continued to offer a network of supportive services in the community. The 
Friendly Visitor program, which is designed to provide companionship to 
elderly isolated people has been active throughout the year with Edith 
Bolton generously serving as Volunteer Coordinator and consulation 
provide by Falmouth Social Services staff. 

Support groups have met on a regular basis during the year including one 
for young mothers and another for parents of adolescents. 

The Human Services Committee will continue to attempt to anticipate, 
identify and be responsive to human service needs in the community.

BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


Joan Fuller resigned in August, and Elizabeth Bothner was appointed to 
replace her. The Board welcomes Mrs. Bothner with pleasure, along witha 
hearty ‘‘Thanks’’ to Mrs. Fuller for long and faithful service. 

The federal audit of the addition was completed. Vandalism and 
break-ins have been kept to a minimum by good security practices and 
alarm systems.

A curb 
barrier will be placed across each opening to discourage daily usage of 
vehicular traffic and provide more traffic control in this area.

There was no 
change in the hours at the East branch. Circulation continues steady there. 
Some structural repairs will be accomplished during 1981. Mrs. Lois Vidal 
resigned from the staff after nine years of excellent service.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


The three libraries circulated 311,911 items in 1980, a 12,000 increase 
over 1979. Reference questions averaged 40-50 per day. Services at 
Reference run the full range from recommending book titles to identifying 
corporate officers and checking end-of-year stock values. Financial, 
business and law resources are the most used sections of this department, 
necessitating constant updating of these expensive books. 

The Career Source room, established under a federal grant, provides 
resources for answering a wide range of questions on college, graduate 
school and vocational searches. 

A third popular section consists of all types of information on the town - 
deeds, building codes, sewer and flood plain information, plus historical 
and genealogical sources. 

The East Falmouth branch continues its active circulation supported 
considerably by retired persons in that area and by school visits. Regular 
meetings of local groups are held there. At the North Falmouth branch, 
summer use accounted for 41% of total year’s use. 

The Main Library provided meeting room space for many organizations. 
Library-sponsored lectures ranged from the practical, such as active and 
passive solar demonstrations, to the historic, such as ‘‘Railroading on Cape 
Cod’’. Other events were travelogs on Poland, Israel, Afghanistan, art slide 
lectures and parenting and investment seminars. 

Free passes to the Museum of Fine Arts and the New England Aquarium 
were borrowed by 75 persons. The library continued its art exhibits ending 
the year with Hudson River School drawings and Mass. Prison Art projects. 
A new and popular endeavor was the purchase and lending of sculpture.

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WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


During 1980, the circulation at the West Falmouth Library was 10,225, an 
increase of 1,182 over 1979. 

The library has again been the recipient of a grant from the 
Massachusetts Council on the Arts and Humanities under which a number 
of small press books and periodicals were received. 

The Arthur M. Hennessey Jr. Memorial Scholarship Award, which is 
administered by the library, was presented this year to Glenn Williamson. 
Glenn is attending Keene State College in Keene, New Hampshire. 

The Friends of the West Falmouth Library continue to run the adult 
progrms. In addition to their four bi-monthly meetings, they ‘also sponsor a 
Book Discussion Group, Bridge Clinic, and Needlework Guild. In 
November, the Glastonbury (Connecticut) Youth Services, under the 
auspices of the Friends, presented the musical ‘‘Pippin’’, which was very 
enthusiastically recieved. A committee from the Friends, the West 
Falmouth Self-Starters, and members of the community sponsored the 
Third Annual Yule House Tour. This event was a great success and is of 
tremendous benefit to the Library. 

During the summer, the Childrens Program presented 8 movies and 
Carolyn Aliski ran a summer play school. For two weeks in August, the 
Community Room was the site of a well attended Art Show run by Connie 
Jenkins. 65 children attended the Halloween parade and party in October » 
and a weekly story hour continued to be held during winter months. 

We are also pleased that the West Falmouth Pre-School continues to use 
our facilities and that a Brownie Troop also meets once a week during the 
school year. 

It is evident to the Board of Trustees, Librarian Shirley Harrison, and 
assistant Librarian Barbara Bullock-Wilson that the West Falmouth Library 
is continuing to meet the needs of the community and that the community, 
in turn, supports the library. We hope that this relationship continues for 
many more years.

WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


The Woods Hole Library continues to serve the local community by 
sponsoring many activities as well as supplying reading and reference 
material for local people. The circulation for 1980 was 14,463 books and 
magazines, an increase over last year. Due to the rising cost of books, only 
469 new books were added to the collection; this was fewer than last year. 

The library was visited every other week by the children of the Woods 
Hole School and the Woods Hole Child Center.

The library is partly financed by contributions from the 
town. Other funds come from membership dues that last year provided over 
$5,000.

FALMOUTH COUNCIL ON AGING 


The year 1980 marked the completion of 10 years since the formation of 
the Council on Aging by Town Meeting on October 14, 1970. The activities 
of the Council have grown from that early beginning to a point where it now 
plays a significant role in the daily lives of many of our Senior Citizens. 

The Senior Center has coordinated and presented a broad range of 
services, programs and activities during the year. These included Tax 
Seminars, Blue Cross - Blue Shield - Medicare - Medex counseling, Legal 
Services, Financial advice, Health Clinics and Blood Pressure monitoring, 
Friendly Visitors, Fuel Assistance Program, Meals on Wheels, and school 
lunch programs. In addition, the Center provided travel, trip and 
Humanities courses. Arts and Crafts classes are conducted in Pottery, 
Ceramics, Woodcarving, Handiwork, Sewing, Oil Painting and Macrame. 
Other activities include Dancersize, Cribbage, Bridge, Dances and the 10th 
Annual Picnic. 12,788 Seniors used the Center during the year and 271 new 
registrations brought the total enrollment to 3,502. The Council on Aging 
Mini Bus continued its vital service during the year as it carried 8,094 
persons and traveled 22,495 miles. The Council received donations of 1,493 
gallons of gas from 9 service station owners in support of this much needed 
service. 

The Council maintained close contact with local State and Federal 
agencies to keep abreast of the issues and problems affecting the elderly. 
Anna Lopes serves as a member of the Board of Directors of Elder Services 
of Cape Cod and the Islands. Col. Flagg is a member of the Massachusetts 
Association of Senior Center Directors. The Council maintains membership 
in CIRCA and CART and the Center is a volunteer station for the Elder 
Service Corps. Eileene Finnell was appointed to the Governor’s Advisory 
Council for the Elderly. 

The Council would like to express its appreciation to the many persons 
who have generously donated their time and talent in support of its goals. 
The Council could not present these programs without the volunteer effort 
it receives. The Council wishes to acknowledge this support and the 
financial savings it represents to the taxpayers of Falmouth. We wish to 
thank the Selectmen and the Finance Committee for their assistance and 
support of the goals of the Council.

VETERANS’ SERVICES

Vietnam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. The widows and 
dependent parents were assisted in preparing the necessary forms for 
pensions, burial allowance, Social Security claims and grave markers. 

Thirty-five markers have been applied for, all have been received and 
implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in local 
cemeteries, including the new Otis National Cemetery, have been taken 
care of during the year. 

Annual Income Questionnaires from the Veterans Administration Office 
were sent to Massachusetts Veterans under age 72 or in receipt of the 
improved pension plan, PL 95-588, or parents in receipt of DIC, widows and 
dependent children. This accounted for approximately one hundred and 
twenty-five income statements being filed by this office. 

This office has processed three Vietnam and two Korean Veterans’ 
applications for Massachusetts Bonus, and aided approximately four 
hundred sixty-five Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, 
on the job training, pensions, home loans, tax abatements, and many other 
benefits during the year. 

I wish to thank Vincent M. Inness, who retired in March, 1981 after 15 
years of dedicated service to the Town of Falmouth, for all his help.

UPPER CAPE COD REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Graduation of the Upper Cape Regional Class of 1980 took place on June 
1, 1980 at the Massachusetts Maritime Academy gymnasium. Of the 117 
students receiving their diplomas, 23% entered college or technical 
schools, 62% went directly into their trades, and 8% entered the military 
service, with 7% undecided as to what they wanted to pursue. 

Special awards presented at graduation included the Highest Scholastic 
Achievement Award to Rosemarie Andrade of Falmouth. Rosemarie and 
Gregory Lino, also of Falmouth, received the Massachusetts Vocational 
Association Presidential Certificate of Merit for outstanding performance 
and excellent craftsmanship in the vocational area which they have chosen. 

Through the generosity of many companies and local organizations, and 
the Upper Cape Regional Scholarship Fund, tools of the trade totaling 
approximately $3100.00 were awarded to students who excelled in their 
trades in each shop area. 

Our Licensed Practical Nurse Program held its eleventh commencement 
with twenty nurses receiving diplomas and pins. This present class brings a 
total number of graduates to 219, and 199 prior graduates have all 
successfully passed their State Exams.

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AFFIRMATIVE ACTION COMMITTEE 


This committee was formulated May 1979 by the Falmouth Board of 
Selectmen. 

May 5, 1980 - Proposal for Affirmative Action Program for Falmouth was 
drafted and submitted to the Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination. 

The policy of the Town of Falmouth as voted in April 1980 town meeting, 
is to assure equal opportunity in employment for all employees of the Town. 
The policy and practice of the Town of Falmouth shall conform to Title 
Seven of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 and to subsequent equal opportunity 
amendments and executive orders. 

A Census of Town employees was taken in October 1979 to find out the 
number and make up of people working for the Town of Falmouth - white, 
minority, men, women. There was a follow-up census taken in September of 
1980 of all departments. 

On November 19, 1980, all department heads or their appointees met at a 
Seminar in the Falmouth Public Library. The Seminar was well attended 
and it is my belief there was a good exchange of ideas. 

Without the co-operation of all these people no program can function. 

The Affirmative Action Committee will continue to strive to live up to the 
policy submitted.

FALMOUTH ARTS COUNCIL 


The following activities were carried out by the counsel: 

1) Organized a monthly meeting schedule. The council has met monthly 
on the first Tuesday of each month at 7:30 p.m. Plans were made at these 
meetings to administer Arts Lottery Funds. 

2) The council attended meetings with State Lottery administrators in 
Boston, Orleans and Yarmouth so as to be informed about the mechanics of 
the Arts Lottery. 

3) The council set up a mechanism to obtain an inventory of organizations 
and individuals who are active in the arts and humanities. 

4) The council set up a master schedule for public art events in the town. 
This schedule is resident in the main Falmouth library. 

5) The council published a brochure called “‘Falmouth Indoors’’ listing 
individuals and organizations having performances or art works for sale to 
the public. The location of these theaters, galleries, studios and stores were 
shown on a map of the town printed in the brochure. The brochure has gone 
through two editions. 

6) The council arranged for the publication in either The Enterprise or 
The Pennysaver of a monthly listing of happenings in the arts. This 
newspaper column is called ‘‘Arts Alive.’’ 

7) The council met with representatives of all major arts organizations in 
town to inform them of council activities and the Arts Lottery. Their advice

DATA PROCESSING COMMITTEE 


During 1979 a new philosphy in Data Processing had been established. 
The one job at a time, batch-type processing had been replaced with a 
time-sharing system that allows many users access to the computer 
simultaneously. 

This necessitated a large conversion effort that continued into the current 
year. 

To the extent possible, the Committee’s approach is to have each user 
department responsible for its own Data Processing functions. Data entry 
has been decentralized to the user department level, as well as the control 
over initiating application programs and printing the required reports. 

As departments were converted, and new applications added, it became 
apparent that the storage capacity was not sufficient for all user 
departments to have access to the computer at all times. 

Accordingly, the Committee recommended, and Town Meeting 
approved, the acquisition of an additional large disk storage device. 

This was installed in the Spring and has worked very well. All user 
departments are now ‘‘on-line’’ simultaneously. This addition also allows 
for expansion into other application areas. 

New applications were implemented during the year, and enhancements 
and modifications were made to existing systems and programs. 

The re-valuation mandated by the state necessitated extensive 
re-programming as well as new programs, to conform to the state 
requirements. 

The design and programming of a system for the Town Accountant has 
been started. This will be installed in the Spring of 1981 for parallel 
processing, and will be operational for the 1982 Fiscal Year (July 1, 1981).

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TOWN INSURANCE COMMITTEE 


The new Insurance Committee was created last year by the town 
meeting. 

Attendance of all members has been nearly 100% at all meetings, which 
are usually once a month. 

The committee has requested from the Finance Committee, a sum of 
$10,000.00 for the purpose of getting insurance specification sheets 
prepared professionally, to put the town insurance out to bid. This will be 
done before 1982. The savings to the town will far surpass the expense 
requested. 

The next year will be solely spent on finding a reliable company to do this 
work for the town. Unless the committee has a budget, our efforts will be 
wasted. At this time, the Selectmen and the committee have not decided 
whether or not the bidding will remain in town. Our bidding procedures 
have been approved by the Attorney General’s office, and we will be in 
constant touch with them. 

The committee would like to thank the Lawrence & Motta Company and 
the Paul Peters Agency for their willingness to help with questions of past 
accounts, and expenses against the town, which were valuable for us to use 
as references.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


1980 was a very busy and difficult year for the FINCOM. The 
complications of the Tax Cap Legislation added substantially to the normal 
job of reviewing Budgets, Articles and Transfer Requests, a process which 
involves untold hours of underlying work at the subcommittee level 
and necessitated no less than 29 meetings of the full Committee. 

The effects of wage adjustments, coupled with the national inflation rate, 
made it impractical to stay within the 4% Tax Cap limits, and the FINCOM 
was gratitied that Town Meeting voted the exact budget it presented and 
then unanimously approved its override recommendations. On the other 
hand, there were a number of Articles totaling $151,831 which were voted 
contrary to FINCOM recommendations. 

As the year came to a close, the infinitely more restrictive provisions of 
Proposition 22 became a prime concern in preparing the Budget for the 
1981-82 fiscal year. 

We welcome new members Charles G. Cacciola, Edward Marks, Jr. and 
Jean T. Mayo. We regretfully say farewell to Joseph A. Coppenrath, Olin J. 
Kelley and Martha W. Vaccaro, thanking them for their personal input in 
formulation of FINCOM recommendations which will continue to affect 
Town policy for years to come. We wish them much success in their future 
activities.

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PERSONNEL BOARD 


During the year 1980 the Personnel Board took action on 283 requests for 
step increases, resignations, appointments and reclassification of positions. 
The Board also established 3 new positions during the year. 

Contracts for two years were negotiated with the Falmouth Police 
Federation and the International Association of Firefighters, Local #1397. 

The Personnel Board, Board of Selectmen and Town employees 
participated in a complete evaluation of all positions covered by the 
American Federation of State, County and Municipal Employees, Town 
Hall Union Contract. A review of all positions in the Faimouth Public 
Libraries was also completed by the Personnel Board. 

During the year the Personnel Office has undertaken the responsibility for 
Employees’ Annual Increment and Sick Leave Buy-back. 

In addition to serving on their own subcommittees, the members of the 
Personnel Board continue to represent the Board on the Affirmative Action 
Committee and the Insurance Committee. 

The Board welcomes Mr. Malcolm Robertson, Jr., who was appointed to 
the Personnel Board in October to fill the vacancy of Mr. C. William 
Cooper.

RETIREMENT BOARD 


The Town of Falmouth Retirement System is in very much the same 
financial deficit position as the Federal Social Security System. The 
Retirement System is 95% unfunded and the 5% that is funded, is the 
employees’ contribution of 5% of each employee’s regular salary (excluding 
overtime) through January 1, 1975 and 7% withholding for those employees 
hired on or after January 1, 1975. Reviewing pension and related costs for 
the last twenty-five years and projecting a straight line estimate to the end 
of this century, it is forecast that annual costs shall reach the $5,000,000.00 
a year plateau on or before 1999-2000. 

There is an annuity investment fund in excess of 3.5 million dollars of 
which not a single cent may be used to reduce the annual appropriated cost 
of the town. This reserve fund is the property of the employees and 
represents an investment of their 5% and 7% withholdings over the years. 
Because the Town of Falmouth sees fit to appropriate only the exact amount 
estimated by the state actuaries, to fund the pension system for the 
succeeding year, there is no reserve fund to invest thereby reducing the 
unfunded pension debt that increases by normal economic factors each 
year. Asa simple rule of thumb, it may be said that each increase in pay 
for each employee represents a related increase in pension costs in the 
future. By the simple expediency of appropriating a percentage of an 
employee’s wages to be invested to provide the funding for that employee’s 
retirement, the cost of the system would be, to a great extent, provided for 
by earnings on investments. This sounds like a simplification of a serious 
problem but it is the only solution to the unfunded retirement pension 
problem. The other choice is to leave to the next generation an annual 
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pension debt that is likely to exceed the cost of any major town department 
in the fairly near future. Each year that is allowed to pass without corrective 
action being started, compounds the unfunded liability we leave to our 
heirs, the citizens of the year 2000.

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


The year began with Robert A. Berquist, Assistant Superintendent, 
serving as acting Superintendent, and the School Committee determined to 
complete the budget process before concentrating on the search for a new 
Superintendent. The budget development process occupied the Committee 
during the early part of the year. The process used proved to be effective as 
evidenced by a unanimous vote of approval at the annual Town Meeting. 

In January, Carolyn Blake resigned from the Committee. The Selectmen 
and School Committee meeting jointly voted unanimously to have Richard 
Gill, former School Committee member, fill the vacancy. The annual town 
elections resulted in three new committee members, Michael Crimmins, 
Donald Delinks, and Brenda Westgate. They filled the positions held by 
Robert Rabesa, Edward Westgate, and that which had been held by Mrs. 
Carolyn Blake. The reorganization of the Committee resulted in Mrs. 
Catherine Norton being re-elected Chairman, John Connolly as 
Vice-Chairman, and Dorothy Hahn as Secretary. 

Donald Johnson, who had served as Business Manager of the Falmouth 
Schools since 1967, resigned in January, 1980, to accept a position in 
another school district. The Committee elected Mr. Edward A. Sadowski to 
fill the position of Business Administrator effective March 1, 1980. 

The firm of Tandler and Malone was hired to conduct a financial and 
compliance audit. On completing the audit, their report closed with the 
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following: ‘“We were impressed by the financial controls and administrative 
efficiency in effect throughout the school system.’’ 

To provide “‘access to programs’’ for the handicapped, contracts were 
awarded for architectural services and construction. A special article for 
$180,000 was passed at the annual Town Meeting to provide the required 
financial resources. All major construction work has been completed. New 
access to programs and services for all students, and others who must enter 
the schools, is a reality. Compliance with Section 504 has been achieved. 

In keeping with a concern for quality education, the Committee, on the 
recommendation of the Administration, voted to increase minimum 
standards for high school graduation. Also adopted was a Basic Skills 
Improvement Plan which has been accepted and approved by the 
Department of Education. 

In June, Conrad Rossello, Director of Music, and Alice Andrews, 
Cafeteria Manager of the Lawrence School, retired. Mr. Rossello devoted 
29 years of service to the Falmouth Schools and Mrs. Andrews, 33 years. 

On June 24, 1980, the Committee unanimously voted to employ Robert V. 
Antonucci, Superintendent of Schools, effective July 23, 1980. 

A plan to reorganize administrative and curriculum services was adopted 
by the Committee. The plan had been in the planning stages for many 
months and is intended to provide more efficient services to staff and 
students. After consultation with the Falmouth Educators’ Association, the 
plan was implemented in September. 

The new school year brought with it a sense of pride and spirit for the 
public schools. Efforts were made to develop a management plan for the 
administration of the schools calling for community and staff involvement. 
Goals and objectives were developed by each administrator and are 
intended to ‘‘set the course’’ for quality education during the 1981-1982 
school year. 

Many of our students continue to bring honor and glory upon themselves 
and the community. Space makes it impossible to list the many 
accomplishments made by individuals and groups in academics, athletics 
and other extra-curricular activities. We are proud of the students, continue 
to support their many endeavors, and offer them our sincere 
congratulations for their efforts. 

I would like to express my sincere appreciation to the food service 
personnel, custodians, teachers’ aides, bus drivers, health personnel, 
maintenance men, secretaries, administrators, community residents, 
parents, and other town officials and workers for their efforts in providing 
Falmouth students with a quality educational program. 

Having good schools is so important to a community. Only with your 
support and assistance can we continue to perform in an effective manner. 
Community involvement is encouraged and supported. The community 
deserves schools and programs of the highest quality and we will do 
everything in our power to insure this is accomplished.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Enclosed herewith is the twentieth annual report of the Falmouth 
Department of Public Works. This report covers the operations of the 
department for the calendar year 1980, except that certain financial and 
statistical information of the various divisions coincides with the budget 
year beginning July 1, 1979 and ending June 30, 1980. This report includes 
the individual reports of the Director; Water and Sewer Division; Highway 
Division; Tree Warden; Park .and School Grounds Division and the 
Administration and Engineering Section. 

During 1980, Mr. Manuel Rapoza was reelected as Commissioner of the 
Division, Tree Warden, Parks and School Grounds Division and the 
Administration and Engineering Section. 

During 1980, Mr. Manuel Rapoza was reelected as Commissioner of the 
Department of Public Works at the Annual Town election in April. Mr. 
Rapoza, although not the senior member of the Board of Public Works, was 
one of the original founders of the department back in the early sixties and 
served in the capacity as expert advisor to the Board of Public Works for a 
number of years before becoming a Commissioner. The town is indeed 
fortunate to have such a dedicated person as Mr. Rapoza who has served on 
many town committees in addition to the Public Works Department over the 
years. Among these committees that Mr. Rapoza has worked on have been 
school building needs, the sewer study committees, fire station building 
needs committees and other that over the years are really too numerous to 
mention. Mr. Rapoza is indeed an unusual public servant who has served 
his town well. 

Mrs. Gay Clough was once again appointed by the Board of Public Works 
in 1980 to serve as the board’s official representative to the town’s recycling 
committee. The board is once again grateful to Mrs. Clough for her 
continued effort and help to the town on this important committee. 
issue. In 1980, the town continued to complete the so called facilities plan at 
the town’s cost through the firm of Camp, Dresser & McKee, Inc. Also 
being done concurrently in an environmental impact study that is being 
done by the Federal Government through the E.P.A. This environmental 
impact study is being done by the firm of C.E. Maguire of Boston and will 
continue and be completed at the same time as the facilities plan. It appears 
as 1980 draws to a close that these sewer studies should be completed early 
in 1981. 


On February 26, 1980, Mr. Grover B. Cole, the General Foreman and 
head of the Highway Division of the Department of Public Works died 
suddenly. Mr. Cole had been a member of the department for 32 years. Mr. 
Cole began as a laborer in the department and worked up through the ranks 
becoming a machine operator and finally head of the Highway Department 
in which capacity he served until his death on February 26th. Mr. Cole is 
sorely missed by his fellow employees who erected a stone monument in 
front of the public works garage on Gifford Street in his honor. 


On March 24, 1980, Miss Esther Tsiknas died suddenly in an automobile 
accident. Miss Tsiknas served with the town for 32 years beginning as 
secretary to the town’s highway surveyor prior to the formation of the 
Department of Public Works. After the formation of the Department of 
Public Works, Miss Tsiknas served as the Director’s secretary and the 
Board secretary until her sudden death on March 24th. Miss Tsiknas was a 
good and faithful servant to the Board of Public Works, but is best known 
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for her active role in local town politics, particularly her role in the 
republican town committee in which she was very active over many years. 

On July 1, 1980, Joseph ‘‘Fudgie’’ Figuerido retired as division head of 
the Tree Warden, Parks and School Grounds Division after 25 years with 
the town. Mr. Figuerido began full time employment with the town as Town 
Forester in 1955. In 1962 he became Tree Warden and in 1969 after the Park 
Division and Tree Warden’s department were combined and the duties of 
maintaining school grounds were added, he became head of the Tree 
Warden, Parks and School Grounds Division. Mr. Figuerido was a graduate 
of Stockbridge Agricultural School. In addition to his town work, he has 
been very active in the Falmouth Chamber of Commerce and the Teaticket 
Improvement Society, both of which he has served as president. Over the 
years he has proved himself to be extremely knowledgeable in arboriculture 
and horticulture and has diagnosed many tree and plant problems for the 
town and its citizens. Fortunately ‘‘Fudgie’s’’ service to the town did not 
end with his retirement as he continues to serve on town committees, as an 
active town meeting member and on various business groups. 

The Board of the Department of Public Works wishes to take this 
opportunity to thank the various town departments and committees, our 
own Public Works personnel, the Board of Selectmen and the people of 
Falmouth for their cooperation and assistance during 1980.

One very minor storm occurred on February 7-8, 1980. This was the only 
time that the snow plows had to be called out and the accumulation was 
about 2 to 3 inches. As a result of this being the only snow storm for the 
year, the hired snow plow units worked less than the thirty hour minimum 
guarantee and received the difference between the money worked and the 
thirty hours guaranteed. This is the second year in a row that the town has 
had so little snow we have actually paid on this snow plow guarantee. 

Sanding of icy streets during the 79-80 winter was carried on at a normal 
rate as compared with previous years. In the sanding of icy streets we do 
not used hired equipment and therefore this work reflects only the use of 
the town’s machines and manpower. 


BRIDGES 


The Chapoquoit Island bridge was repaired in 1980 at a cost of 
approximately $37,000. This work was done by the John W. Eagan 
Company of West Newton, Mass. The work included sand blasting and 
painting of the exposed steel and repair to the Portland cement concrete 
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abutments and other concrete areas by the use of gunite process. This 
bridge is now considered to be in good condition once again. 

All of the bridges in Falmouth now appear to be in reasonable condition 
with the exception of the Great Pond Bridge. This bridge is being designed 
by the state or by engineers hired by the state and hopefully will be 
replaced in 1981 under the state’s sub-standard bridge program. 

Bridge Inspection Mandates - The town, at the Annual Town Meeting in 
1980, appropriated $11,000 to hire engineers for the purpose of rating our 
bridges. However, during the year the State Department of Public Works 
informed the town that their department would rate all of our bridges and 
for this reason the money will be returned to the town treasury. 


TOWN DISPOSAL AREA 


The Town Disposal Area in 1980 was contract-operated as far as the day 
to day operation of handling and covering the refuse. There was no final 
covering done inasmuch as none of the areas were completed to final grade. 
Septage, from the town, is being disposed of in the septage handling facility 
under a special state permit which was renewed in February 1980 and the 
permit now extends to the town the right to use this system of septage 
disposal until February 25, 1982. This permit was granted by state 
Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. It is proposed to: 
include the handling of septage waste in any new sewage disposal plant that 
the town might build in the future. This method, however, does seem to be 
satisfactory and the town’s intermediate method of disposal appears to be 
a reasonably good one. 


CEMETERIES 


Normal maintenance work was done on the Old Town Cemetery off Mill 
Road and the East End Meeting House Cemetery in Hatchville, the two 
cemeteries under the care of the D.P.W. Only normal grass maintenance 
and minor corrective work was done on these two cemeteries during 1980 
since the town was no longer able to provide the man hours that we’ ve had 
in the past few years to do the extra work such as repairs to gravestones and 
the like. In the past years, the town has had a C.E.T.A. crew working in 
these cemeteries and extensive rehabilitation work was done in both areas. 


FALMOUTH SEWER STUDY 


For a complete summary of this continuing series of studies, begin by 
referring to my Annual Report of 1972 and continue through this report of 
1980. é; 

At the end of 1980 the facilities plan, being done by the firm of Camp, 
Dresser & McKee, Inc. at the expense of the town and the environmental 
impact statement being done by the firm of C.E. Maguire, cost of which is 
being paid for by the United States Environmental Protection Agency is still 
in progress. There is also a Public Participation Coordinator also being paid 
for the U.S.E.P.A. who has been available to the public here in the town 
hall in Falmouth and whose duty it has been to distribute information and 
to insure that all parties are properly informed in sewer matters. Since there 
is such a great volume of material being issued and published and 
distributed, it isnot parctical for us toreport on this in this report other than 
to say that both the environmental impact study and the so called facilities 
plan should be completed the early part of 1981. The town will be able to 
determine some direction to the sewer issue at that time.

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The assessors’ maps were brought up to date as of December 31, 1979 
and a good start has been made on plotting 1980 transfers and subdivisions. 

In addition to the above, numerous questions and requests by other 
departments, committees, and individuals have been answered and/or 
complied with. Most notable of these are the numerous inspections by this 
office for the Planning Board so that roads and drainage in new subdivisions 
conform to town regulations. This division has continued a program to 
define old road layouts which were not previously bounded out and 
replacing those bounds on defined layouts which have been destroyed or 
not set. 

During the year on a daily basis, information is provided to surveyors and 
engineers on road layouts, subdivision plans, topographic maps and bench 
marks for their use in preparing subdivision and plot plans for building 
permits. In addition, there are numerous calls from banks, insurance 
companies and lawyers, etc. for information on flood plain data. 


HIGHWAY AND BRIDGE DIVISION 
Joseph S. Pine, Jr., General Foreman 


This report is as complete as possible. Due to the untimely death of Mr. 
Grover B. Cole, the former division head, all records from January 1 to 
June 1 were not available in their entirety. 

| would briefly like to pay tribute to Mr. Grover B. Cole who died 
February 26, 1980. Grover, who was an extremely loyal employee of the 
Town of Falmouth, gave unselfishly of his time to his job and should be 
remembered for his many years of service to the town. 

During 1980, the Highway Division took on a record amount of road 
building projects and through the cooperation of all the other D.P.W. 
divisions, the projects were completed before the end of the year, with the 
exception of a few areas to be reseeded in the Spring. 

This year the emphasis was on road construction, but with the advent of 
Proposition 2% and all its ramifications, the primary purpose of the 
division will be in the maintenance areas of roadwork. Hopefully the 
funding in our budget for materials, etc. will not run out before the projects 
are completed. : 

This year, the division became involved in a number of projects with 
other town departments such as the Beach Committee, Conservation, Fire, 
Police, Selectmen, School Department and Shellfish Warden which in the 
future may have to be curtailed due to drastic budgetary cutbacks. 

During the calendar year 1980 there was only one storm which required 
plowing and many times requiring only the sanders to be utilized. Possibly, 
we will now be allowed to operate with a more realistic snow and ice 
removal budget, maybe incorporating an account where funds remaining 
from one year could be carried over the next, and a ceiling could be set as to 
how high this could accumulate. Nevertheless, something must be done 
with the snow budget if the Highway Division is to function properly in 
regards to snow and ice control and also stay within the guidelines 
mandated by Proposition 21. 


New Equipment 

The division has received two new six cylinder pickup trucks, replacing 
vehicles which were deteriorating and not very gas efficient. A new diesel 
powered 32,000 GVW dump truck has not been delivered at this time, 
however we are looking forward to its arrival as it will be the first diesel in 
our fleet of trucks.

TREE WARDEN, PARKS & SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 


By Walter E. Shaw, Jr., Tree Warden 


The following is a summary of the activities of the Tree Warden, Parks 
and School Grounds Division during the past year. 

Dutch Elm Disease: The battle continued this year to arrest the spread of 
Dutch elm disease throughout the town. Sixty-two samples were taken 
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from elms suspected of having the disease. These samples were sent to the 
Shade Tree Laboratory in Amherst. Thirty samples came back positive and 
thirty-two samples indicated no Dutch elm disease present. The vast 
majority of infected trees were found on private property. This would 
indicate that the spraying, pruning, and related treatments done by the 
Tree Division crews helps to preserve the magnificant elms on public 
property throughout the town. To date, there has been no accepted cure for 
Dutch elm disease. We can only hope that through continued research a 
cure can be found before the total eradication of the American elm occurs.

Spray Program: The following sprays were applied again this year: 

Dormant elm bark beetle - April and May 

Fruit spray for Tent Caterpillars - May and June 

Elm leaf spray - two generations - June and July | 

Selected spot sprays - Japanese beetles, pine looper, Nantucket tip moth, 
fall web worm, poison ivy. 


Falmouth has been extremely lucky inasmuch as it hasn’t experienced 
the infestation and related defoliation of the Gypsy moth. The state has; 
reported close to one million acres were defoliated by this insect in 1980. 
We will continue our spray program in the hope that destructive insect 
pests can be controlled. 

Tree Planting: This year again showed a decrease in the number of street 
trees planted. Escalating costs of nursery stock was the major reason. Of 
the sixty-one trees planted this year, sixteen were planted on private 
property and forty-five were planted on Town property. 

The tree nursery is coming along well. Soil improvements, root pruning, 
and general tree pruning to improve form were done. In time the results of 
these efforts will be realized and more trees will be available for planting.

Tree Division: Normal operations continued again this year such as 
pruning, tree removals, spraying, planting, staking and mulching of newly 
planted trees. This summer’s drought put a tremendous strain on young 
trees. This necessitated constant watering and liquid feeding of new trees. 
We are anxiously awaiting the arrival of the new aerial bucket truck which 
will increase our capabilities for tree work. 
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Park Division: A number of construction projects were done this year. 
Telephone poles were installed along Central Park, Nye Park and Goodwill 
Park in an effort to control vandalism and off-street parking by cars. 
Unsightly boulders were removed from Swift Playground and replaced by a 
telephone pole fence. The parking lot was also enlarged. 

Resurfacing of tennis courts, to improve the playing surface, was 
completed at West Falmouth, North Falmouth and the High School courts. 

Normal maintenance continued such as irrigation, litter control, mowing, 
and work on athletic and recreational facilities. This year the Park Division 
is proud that it contributed to the Commodore’s baseball championship. 

School Grounds Improvement: A number of large construction projects 
were undertaken this year. The High School and Lawrence School running 
tracks were resurfaced and relined. A roadway to the field house, masonry 
repairs and three handicap ramps were constructed at the High School. 

A new soccer field at the High School has been started and scheduled to 
be completed in the spring of 1981. 

Chain link fence was installed along the roadway to the Morse Pond 
School. The visitors’ benches at Fuller Field were secured to a new concrete 
pad. Many minor and regular maintenance projects were completed such as 
snow removal, loaming and seeding, mowing of athletic fields, rubbish 
pickup, mulching of flower beds and restriping of parking lots and entrance 
roadways. 

C.E.T.A. Program: The division staff was aided by five employees 
assigned by the Comprehensive Employment Training Act. They were 
assigned projects at the tree nursery and the town forest. Using a 
management plan written by the Soil Conservation Service, the crew 
performed forestry operations such as pruning, harvesting and planting of 
forest trees, opening of forest fire access roads and general forest stand 
improvement. 

This crew was an invaluable help to the Park Division during our 
manpower shortage caused by budget cuts. Without the help, many of the 
accomplishments, previously mentioned in this report, could not have been 
completed. 

The year 1980 marked the loss of two invaluable people associated with 
this division. 

R. Norman Wright, Chairman and long time member of the Tree Planting 
Committee died last Fall. His untiring efforts and enthusiasm coupled with: 
his insatiable desire to beautify the Town of Falmouth with street trees will 
be sorely missed. 

In June, Joseph ‘‘Fudgie’’ Figuerido retired as Tree Warden and 
Superintendent of this Division. His many accomplishments and innovative 
ideas, during this twenty-five years of service to the town, will be a 
constant reminder of his dedication to his job and love of the Town of 
Falmouth. 

These two men will be a constant inspiration as | now assume the 
responsibilities as the new Division Superintendent. | bring to the town 
background of forestry and landscape architecture. | am looking forward to 
a long and productive future filled with many new ideas and 
accomplishments. 


WATER AND SEWER DIVISION

Water distribution system expansion continued during 1980 with a total 
of four (4) miles of new water mains and thirty-three (33) fire hydrants 
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added to the system.

The Ashumet Well remains out-of-service in accordance with orders from 
the State Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. 

The Fresh Pond Well was completed and placed in service on December 
16, 1980. 

During the summer of 1980 the water level in Long Pond dropped to a 
level of minus 46 3/4 inches. Mandatory water restrictions were in effect 
from August through September. 

During May and June (1980) concurrent failures of pumping equipment 
at the Woods Hole Sewage Pumping Station resulted in emergency repairs 
and a rebuilding of both pumping units. 

At the peak of the water consumption period in August, the cooling 
system failed on the D4 engine at the Long Pond Pumping Station and also 
required emergency repairs. 

On November 4, 1980, Proposition 212 was voted into law by the voters in 
Massachusetts. This legislation will impact on all town activities and will 
result in substantive reductions in the available funds for water system 
expansion and system reinforcement.

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BOARD OF HEALTH 


There were 3 premature births reported to the Health Department 
during 1981. No financial assistance for the care and hospitalization of 
these infants was requested by the parents. (MGL C111, S67C) 


A supply of serums and vaccines, supplied by the State at no cost, 
are maintained in the Health Department. These Biologics are supplied, 
on request, to local physicians, Falmouth Hospital, C.H.H.S. Clinics and 
the Falmouth School Department nursing staff. 


Thorough inspections of all food service and drinking establishments 
were conducted. The Barnstable County Health Department assisted in 
these inspections. 


During the year a $12.00 fee for the testing of prurate well water was 
instituted by Barnstable County. The testing of water requested by the 
town is performed at no charge. 


The Board of Health purchased additional flu vaccine to augment 
that which was supplied by the state. The state supplied only 75% of 
1980’s quota to the town. 


The fees for licenses and permits issued by the Health Department 
were raised during 1981. This resulted in an increase of revenue of 
$19,600.50 more than that received in 1980.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING HELD ON APRIL 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 & 13, 1981 
ANNUAL TOWN ELECTION HELD ON APRIL 14, 1981 


In accordance with the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers of the Town of Falmouth, met at the Memorial Auditorium, 
Lawrence School in Falmouth, Massachusetts on April 6, 1981, at 7:00 
o’clock p.m. to act on the Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were:

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The officers in attendance were Elmer F. White and James Lino. 


Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer for the dura- 
tion of the meeting.

For buildings or structures occupied in whole or in part 
for residential purposes and containing not less than three nor more 
than five dwelling units, an approved smoke detector shall be installed 
in each dwelling unit outside each separate sleeping area and in all 
common hallways of said residential building or structure. 


The head of the Fire Department shall enforce the provisions of 
this section. The provisions of Section thirty shall not apply to this 
section, or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the 
Fire Chief.

General Laws Chapter 148, Section 26C applies to the following type 
buildings, erected prior to January 1, 1975, and which are not regulated 
by Chapter 148, Section 26A and Section 26B. 


DEFINITIONS: 


a. Hotels (including motels) — any building containing six (6) or more 
guest rooms intended or designed to be used, or which are used, rented, 
or hired out to be occupied or which are occupied for sleeping pur- 
poses by guest. 

b. Family Hotel — a building or portion thereof containing six (6) or 
more guest rooms which are used, rented, or hired out to be occupied 
or which are occupied for sleeping purposes and having cooking fa- 
cilities limited to a common kitchen serving a common dining room. 

c. Lodging House — any building or portion thereof arranged or used 
for lodging by more than three (3) lodgers or boarders and where 
cooking or sanitary facilities may be provided. 

d. Boarding House — a building arranged or used for lodging, with or 
without meals for compensation by more than three (3) lodgers or 
boarders. 
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e. Apartment House — (including condominiums) any building or portion 
thereof containing four (4) or more dwelling units. 

f. Dwelling Unit — a single unit providing complete, independent living 
facilities for one (1) or more persons including permanent provisions 
for living, sleeping, cooking and sanitation. 

g. Separate sleeping area — the area or areas of the family living unit 
in which the bedrooms (or sleeping rooms) separated by other used 
areas, such as kitchens or living rooms (but not bathrooms), shall be 
considered as separate sleeping areas for the purposes of this standard. 

h. Corridors, lobbies and exitway discharge: all lobbies, common corri- 
dors, hallways and exitway access and discharge routes, shall be pro- 
vided with approved smoke detectors with no more than a thirty (30) 
foot spacing between detectors. 

i. Inside dwelling unit entrance doorways: all dwelling unit doorways 
to corridors or hallways shall be provided with an approved heat de- 
tector located not more than six (6) feet inside the doorway and in 
conformance with the requirements of NF/PA 72E as listed in Appen- 
dix 1. 

j. Other rooms: all rooms one hundred (100) square feet in area or 
more, not in dwelling units, shall be equipped with approved heat 
detectors or smoke detectors located in accordance with the require- 
ments of their listing and in conformance with NF/PA 72E in Appen- 
dix 1. 

k. Any building subject to Section 26C that is completely protected by 
an approved automatic sprinkler system must also install smoke de- 
tectors in dwelling units of A.C. current and hallway smoke detectors 
connected to hallway audio and visual horns. 

1. Manual Pull Stations: where required, manual pull stations shall be 
located on the corridor side of, and within six (6) feet of each entrance 
to an exitway. Manual pull-stations shall be connected to the building 
fire alarm system in conformance with NF/PA 724A as listed in Appen- 
dix 

m. Zones: Where required, each floor, level or story shall be separately 
zoned. The length of any zone on any floor, level or story shall not 
exceed two hundred (200) feet in any direction. 

n. Automatic Fire Department Notification: Where required to provide 
automatic Fire Department notification the system shall be connected 
to the Fire Department alarm headquarters if so directed by the head 
of the local Fire Department, in conformance with NF/PA 72B, NF/PA 
72C, or NF/PA 71 as listed in Appendix 1. 


APPROVED DEVICES: 


Approved single or multiple station smoke detectors shall be located 
within each dwelling unit to comply with the following minimum require- 
ments. 


MINIMUM NUMBER OF DETECTORS: 


a. One (1) approved smoke detector shall be located outside of each 
separate sleeping area, in accordance with the definition for “Separate 
sleeping area” as defined in NF/PA 101 as listed in Appendix 1. 

b. In dwelling units twelve hundred (1200) square feet or more in area, 
at least one (1) permanently wired multiple station smoke detector 
shall be provided for each twelve hundred (1200) square feet or area 
or part thereof. 
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One (1) approved smoke detector shall be located on the ceiling near 
the base of, but not within each stairway. 


. A smoke detector shall not be required to be located in or within six 


(6) feet of a kitchen, cooking area or garage. (This provision does 
not preclude installation in these areas). 

Single station and multiple station smoke detection devices; smoke 
detectors of single station and multiple station types shall meet the 
requirements of U.L. 217 and be listed or approved by a nationally 
recognized fire testing laboratory and shall include smoldering fire 
test. 

Smoke detectors, other than single or multiple station devices shall 
meet with requirements of U.L. 268 and be listed and approved by a 
nationally recognized fire testing laboratory and shall include the 
smoldering fire test. 

All heat detectors shall be listed and approved by nationally recog- 
nized fire testing laboratory. Heat detectors shall be installed in 
accordance with spacing limits specified in said definition. 

All other alarm equipment used in this section shall be listed or 
approved by nationally recognized fire testing laboratory. 


SPECIAL PROVISIONS: 
big 


The head of the Fire Department shall require that the type of smoke 
detectors installed are of approved type. It shall be the responsibility 
of the owner or his representative to ensure that all smoke detectors 
are maintained in accordance with manufacturer’s instructions. 
Where there are two or more stories and an interior.corridor is an 
enclosed corridor, this public area shall be protected by interconnected 
smoke detectors and ties into a supervisory panel. 

It shall be the responsibility of the owner to properly maintain the 
system. 

In addition all systems connected to a Fire Department shall be tested 
in accordance with arrangements and advance notice as required by 
the head of the Fire Department. 

Three sets of drawings and specifications shall be submitted to the 
Fire Department for distribution and approval prior to any installa- 
tion. One set is to remain with the Fire Prevention Office.

HELD ON FEBRUARY 26, 1981 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting pub- 
lished and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town 
of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence 
School on February 26, 1981, at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the articles 
contained therein.

was sworn as the stenographer for the meeting on February 26, 1981. 


The meeting was called to order at 8:01 o’clock p.m. by the Moderator 
George H. Lebherz, Jr. 
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The Town Meeting: Members present were counted with 185 members 
announced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum being 127. 


The invocation was offered by the Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men, Doctor William D. Jones, DVM.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


HELD ON SEPTEMBER 9 & 10, 1981 

In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting pub- 
lished and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town 
of Falmouth, Massachusetts, met at the Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence 
School on September 9, 1981, at 7:30 o’clock p.m. to act on the articles 
contained therein. 

The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: 

Arthur T. Henderson Eugene C. Phillips Richard U. Palmer 

The officer in attendance was Elmer F. White. Harvey F. Glennon 
was sworn as the stenographer for the meetings on September 9 & 10, 
1981. 

The meeting was called to order at 7:55 o’clock p.m. by the Moderator 
George H. Lebherz, Jr. 

The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 200 members 
announced as present and a quorum declared, the necessary number to 
constitute a quorum being 127. 

The invocation was offered by Leonard A. Ballentine.

To insure the continuance of a compatible environment for primarily 
high technology industries to operate at the industrial park, to sustain a 
good business environment, to retain the integrity of the master plan for 
the technology park, and to insure that property values will be main- 
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tained or increased by suitable development and use, the following 
covenants have been established and are to be included in any deed run- 
ning from the Town of Falmouth to the Town of Falmouth Economic 
Development and Industrial Corporation and in any deed from said 
corporation to third parties. 

Permissible Land Use 

1. In addition to all applicable codes, ordinances, bylaws and regu- 
lations of the Town of Falmouth, the Economic Development & Industrial 
Corporation (EDIC) will only approve those business activities that con- 
form to the following criteria. 

a. Plants for the manufacture, light fabrication, processing, 
conversion, alteration, finishing, assembly, wholesale dis- 
tribution, and storage of products. 

b. Research, experimental, or testing laboratories. 

c. Administrative and office activities. 

2. No parcel shall be used or occupied so as to create a hazardous, 
unsanitary, or objectionable condition affecting adjacent properties, 
whether through danger of fire or explosion, noise, vibration, dust, waste, 
smoke, fumes, odor, lighting, or any other cause. 

Building Regulations 

1. Minimum lot size, 80,000 square feet; minimum frontage on an 
approved way, 200 feet; maximum height of building, 35 feet; maximum 
percent of lot coverage, including accessory buildings, 30 percent; mini- 
mum percent of lot coverage, including accessory buildings, 5 percent; 
minimum setback dimensions from property lines to building line in feet 
as follows: front required minimum, 60 feet; each side, 50 feet; rear 
required minimum, 40 feet. 

The building line is defined as the outer face of the wall enclosing 
the building or supporting the roof. Gutters, cornices, roof overhang, 
steps, platforms, open porches, and balconies projecting not, more than 
sixteen (16) feet would be permitted. 

The maximum percent of lot coverage for combined building and 
paving shall be 65 percent. The area for the percent of lot coverage will 
be computed from the out-to-out dimensions of the foundations, porches, 
platforms, balconies, etc. Enclosed areas and accessory buildings such as 
pump houses, sheds, and garages would be included. Enclosed areas are 
computed from the out-to-out dimensions of the walls, or fences, or the 
centerline of screen planting. Paving areas are computed from the out- 
to-out dimensions of where the paving meets adjoining buildings or grass 
areas. 

2. Ground within the setback areas, with the exception of walks and 
driveways, will be appropriately landscaped and. shrubbed. 

3. Storage of bulk materials, such as coal, wood pulp, etc. shall be 
completely within a building or other space completely enclosed with a 
solid floor and walls at least 12 feet high. Other outside storage of ma- 
terials (either raw or manufactured), equipment, drums, transformers, 
etc., will be screened from the public view. 

4. Fences, walls, or plantings used for screening purposes shall be 
located on the property line of any parcel being fenced. The size, ma- 
terials, and location of such fences shall be subject to the prior approval 
of the Falmouth Fence Viewer. 

5. All roads, drives, parking areas, and outdoor storage areas shall 
be paved. There shall not be more than two (2) access roads per 200 
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feet of frontage and with an aggregate width of entrances at the street 
line of 75 feet or less. These access roads and driveways shall be located 
not less than 30 feet from street lines when parallel to the street and 
not less than 15 feet from abutting property. 

Design Guidelines 

Note: In the case of conflict between the following guidelines and 
any applicable codes, ordinances, or regulations of the Town of Falmouth, 
or of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the more stringent restrictions 
shall take precedence. 

1. Building design shall take advantage of the topography and shall 
reflect the character, scale, and purpose of the area of which it is a 
part. All buildings shall be designed with due consideration for existing 
and proposed neighboring structures. Exterior materials shall be perma- 
nent type, of good quality, and of either finished concrete, finished ma- 
sonry, or masonry units such as stone veneer, face brick, structural 
facing tile, or ceramic tile; factory-assembled panel units with painted 
metal surfaces; glass or plastics; factory-painted, pre-formed metal siding 
and panel systems; wood when used for trim or in the form of factory 
finished weather-proof panels; or other aesthetic materials. Exterior 
lighting used to light doors, entrances, plazas, parking areas, and open 
spaces shall be located and shielded so as to prevent glare to adjacent 
properties. All buildings shall be designed with provisions for handi- 
capped persons, enabling them to enter and travel about the building 
without undue obstruction. 

2. Maintenance of buildings shall be sufficient to keep them in 
clean, safe, sanitary, and attractive condition. Suitable refuse storage and 
disposal facilities shall be provided, enclosed, and properly maintained. 
Site Layout 

1. Overall arrangement of buildings, open spaces, parking and load- 
ing areas, and landscaping shall be designed to provide an attractive 
appearance and shall be developed as an integral part of an overall site 
design which facilitates the orderly circulation of traffic within the 
project. Vehicular access to a parcel shall be guided by the Internal 
Traffic Plan developed by site engineers. A parcel may only be subdivided 
with the consent of the Falmouth EDIC. 

2. Landscaping shall be provided for all land not improved with 
buildings or pavement, unless the Falmouth EDIC approves the natural 
State of the land as acceptable in appearance. Roads, streets, service and 
parking areas, and open spaces shall be functionally landscaped as an 
integral part of a coordinated landscape design for the overall park area. 
Trees, shrubs, and other plantings shall be maintained in a growing and 
attractive condition. Plantings in all parking areas shall conform with 
the requirements of Section 5257 of the Falmouth Zoning Bylaws. 

3. Screening shall be provided for utility appurtenances such as 
transformers and bottled gas tanks which are located at ground level, 
in the form of evergreen plantings or other landscaping. Outside storage 
is prohibited, if visible. Screening shall aiso be provided along open space 
boundaries and project area boundaries. Utility lines must be constructed 
underground. 


Parking and Loading Standards 

1. On-street parking is prohibited. 

2. Off-street parking shall include a minimum of one automobile 
space for every 1.3 employees working on the largest shift, capable of 
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expansion to one space for each 300 square feet of gross floor area. Such 
areas must be located to the side or rear of buildings and be safely and 
conveniently accessible to employees. 

3. Employees and company parking areas shall be located not less 
than 60 feet from any street line and not less than 5 feet from abutting 
property on any lot on which a building is situated. A lot used exclu- 
sively for parking must have a grass strip not less than 5 feet wide on 
all sides, except that side which borders on a street, in which case the 
landscaped open space must be at least 60 feet wide. 

4. Visitor and executive parking not to exceed a ratio of one (1) 
car per fifteen (15) feet of building frontage may be constructed at the 
main entrance to the building. 

5. Loading spaces must be provided at a minimum of one space for 
the first 10,000 square feet of gross floor area and one space for the next 
25,000 square feet of additional floor area. Other additional loading 
Spaces shall be at the discretion of the company using the facility. Load- 
ing spaces must also be located to the side or rear of the building, in an 
area separate from the designated parking area. Loading space must be 
at least 12 feet wide and 50 feet long for each space. 

6. Both parking and loading areas shall be serviced by an access 
driveway of at least 18 feet in width. Both areas shall be paved with 
asphalt and provided with adequate drainage. No parking will be per- 
mitted in the access driveway. 

Sign Regulations 


1. The size, style, construction, location, and installation of all signs 
must be approved by the Falmouth EDIC. 

2. Signs shall be directly related to the principal use of the parcel 
upon which they are located, except for a small number of directional 
signs, and announcement signs for the park and its occupants located 
at major entrances to the park. All signs shall be a harmonious com- 
plement to the property on which they are located, and to the industrial 
park as a whole. 

3. One free-standing sign of no more than 16 square feet in area is 
permitted within the first 50 feet on each separate use parcel. Letters 
may not be over 12 inches in height. Additional signs may be attached 
flat against the wall of a building, provided that they do not exceed one 
square foot in area for each linear foot of horizontal length of facade on 
which they are mounted. 

4. No moving signs, flashing signs, animated signs, signs with travel- 
ing lights, roof signs, billboards, or signs that interfere with traffic lights 
or signs will be permitted. Signs may not be painted on buildings. Bea- 
cons and flashing lights will only be permitted if their use is deemed 
necessary for public safety. 

5. One unlighted, temporary sign of an owner, lessee, contractor, 
subcontractor, architect, or engineer may be erected during the period of 
construction only, and it shall not violate any of the above conditions 
governing free-standing signs.

The Board of Appeals shall insure, through the use of appro- 
priate engineering data, that there shall be no adverse impacts on the 
neighborhood, in terms of television interference, ice throw, prop 
throw, noise, etc. There shall be a rebuttable presumption that noise 
from the windmill, in excess of Forty (40) dba, as measured at the 
property line, shall be excessive. 

6830. All the wires running from a windmill to any structure shall 
be underground. 

6840. All windmills shall require a use permit to be in operation. 
No use permit shall be issued before an inspection and certification 
of compliance is accomplished by a Professional Engineer, nor before 
a determination by the Building Commissioner that all the conditions 
of the Zoning By-law and any special permit have been met. All 
Windmills shall require an annual inspection by a Professional Engi- 
neer, and any windmill which fails to undergo such an inspection 
shall be deemed to be in violation of the Zoning By-laws and the 
special permit. The Building Commissioner shall require immediate 
corrective action on any noted deficiency. Failure to comply with 
the directions of the Building Commissioner shall be deemed to be a 
violation of the Zoning By-laws and the special permit. 

6850. The Board of Appeals shall insure that any windmill per- 
mitted to be constructed shall be protected from unlawful access. 

6860. To insure compliance with the conditions of this By-law and 
the special permit, the petitioner shall be required to post a cash 
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deposit or surety bond, in form acceptable to the Town Treasurer, 

in an amount sufficient to meet the cost of any required demolition.” 
Or do or take any other action in this matter. 

On request of the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by the members assem- 
bled. The recommendation was for adoption of Article 50 for the follow- 
ing reason: 

As a result of valuable input at this public hearing the Planning 
Board has revised the proposal to make the inspection less burdensome 
and eliminate the bond requirement. There were also some minor clari- 
fications of the By-law. This By-law represents a balanced effort to 
allow windmills while protecting the neighborhood. 


VOTED, that the Town does amend the Zoning By-law and so record 
on the Zoning Map, as it pertains to Windmills, as follows: 

1. Define Windmill by amending Article II of the Zoning By-laws 
to include the following: “Windmill: Any device which converts wind 
energy to mechanical or electrical energy.” 

2. Create the following sections which will generally allow windmills 
throughout the Town, by special permit from the Board of Appeals: 
2315.g)5; 3325.g)5; 3335.¢)5; 3345.¢)5; 3355.f)6; 3366.a)10; 3376.1)4; and 
3386.g) 5. 

3. The contents of each of the above sections shall be as follows, 
the purpose of which is to refer the applicant to the appropriate section 
describing the criteria: “Windmills. (see Section 6800)” 

4. Create Section 6800., the purpose of which is to provide the cri- 
teria by which the Board of Appeals shall judge each application, as 
follows: 

6800. WINDMILLS, Any petitioner whose lot is totally in conform- 
ance with the dimensional requirements of the Zoning By-laws, at 
the time of the application, may apply to the Board of Appeals for 
a special permit to allow the construction and operation of a wind- 
mill. In addition to the criteria listed in Section 7350, the Board of 
Appeals shall consider and implement the following: 

6810. On the lot of the petitioner there shall be an area sufficient 
so that a circle, the center of which shall be located at the center 
point of the base of the tower, and the radius of which shall be no 
less than the height of the tower, as measured from the base of the 
tower to the uppermost tip of the blade, or the tower, whichever 
is greater, plus 10 feet, may be drawn and be completely within the 
petitioner’s lot. 

6820. The Board of Appeals shall insure, through the use of appro- 
priate engineering data, that there shall be no adverse impacts on 
the neighborhood, in terms of television interference, ice throw, prop 
throw, noise, etc. There shall be a rebuttable presumption that noise 
from the windmill, in excess of 40 dba, as measured at the property 
line, shall be excessive. 

6830. All the wires running from a windmill to any structure shall 
be underground. 

6840. All windmills shall require a use permit to be in operation. 
No use permit shall be issued before an inspection and certification 
of compliance is accomplished by a Registered Professional Engineer 
with a mechanical or structural background, nor before a deter- 
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mination by the Building Commissioner that all the conditions of the 
Zoning By-law and any special permit have been met. All windmills 
shall require a biennial inspection by a Registered Professional Engi- 
neer with a mechanical or structural background, and any windmill 
which fails to undergo such an inspection shall be deemed to be in 
violation of the Zoning By-laws and the special permit. The Build- 
ing Commissioner shall require immediate corrective action on any 
noted deficiency. Failure to comply shall be deemed to be a violation 
of the Zoning By-laws and the special permit. 

6850. The Board of Appeals shall insure that any windmill per- 
mitted to be constructed shall be protected from unlawful access. 


By a counted vote, 112 voting in favor, 17 voting against, the motion 
prevailed by the necessary two-thirds (2/3), a quorum being present. 


This vote passed on September 10. 


The time being 11:32 p.m., and the quorum being challenged, it was 
determined by a counted show of hands that the actual number of town 
meeting members present was 138, the quorum being 127. 


ARTICLE 51. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law and so record on the Zoning Map, as it pertains to parking 
within a Business I District, as follows: 

(Add to Section 5251. LOCATION. the following) “In a Busi- 
ness 1 District there shall be no parking or vehicular use-access 
within any front or side yard.”, or do or take any other action in 
this matter. 

On request of the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board submitted an official report of its recommen- 
dation to the meeting and said report was read by the members assembled. 
The recommendation was for adoption of Article 51 for the following 
reason: 

This article will allow the Town to insure that the Downtown, and 
part of Woods Hole, will retain the pleasant, pedestrian orientation, and 
visual attractiveness it presently has. 


VOTED, that the Town does adopt Article 51 as printed. 
By a counted vote, 115 voting in favor, 7 voting against, the motion 
prevailed by the necessary two-thirds (2/3), &@ quorum being present. 


This vote passed on September 10.

RETIREMENT BOARD 


The Town of Falmouth Retirement System had a productive year 
in 1981 in that policies were established which provide for more efficient 
management of the system and the dollars expended by the board to 
administer and fund retirements of town employees. A major step was 
the engagement of Attorney Francis Glynn of Brighton, Massachusetts, 
@ specialist in retirement law. Attorney Glynn represents this board at 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts appeals hearings requested by those 
individuals denied disability retirements by the Falmouth Retirement 
Board. In addition the investment of retirement annuity funds to the 
extent of approximately $3,500,000.00 is intrusted to the investment firms 
of Tucker, Anthony & R. L. Day, Inc. and Moseley, Hallgarten Ester- 
brook & Weeden, Inc. Other professional assistance is contracted as 
needed. Great appreciation is expressed to the Falmouth Hospital Medi- 
cal Staff who provide to a great extent the members of the medical 
panels required to conduct the physical and mental examinations often 
required. The board also expresses their appreciation to the Falmouth 
Finance Committee and to town counsel Edward W. Farrell for support 
provided.

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FALMOUTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Police Department handled over 18,000 complaints 
and over 28,000 service calls during 1981. The number of noise com- 
plaints decreased from last year. 


Accidents investigated remains about the same as last year as does 
the number of fatal accidents. 


The number of persons arrested is down but the amount of court 
work is up by 450 cases. 


The Department extends its gratitude to the members of the Fal- 
mouth Police Auxiliary for the assistance provided at road races, parades 
and other functions during the year. We congratulate them on their 
attendance at meetings and the exceedingly interesting and informative 
programs that they have conducted. 


Our K-9 Program has proven to be very effective and productive. 
Officer Rufino Gonsalves and his dog Raker have received many awards 
in local, regional and national competitions during the year by excellence 
in training and obedience. 


The remodeling of the Police Station is progressing nicely. The 
work is being done by Officer Arthur Monteiro with the assistance of 
other off-duty Police Officers. 


The following eight Police Officers, Cheryl Atherton, David Braga, 
Joseph Catanese, Edward Dunne, Stephen O’Neil, Mark Patton, Paul 
Robidoux and Gary Wemett, received permanent Civil Service appoint- 
ments during the year and are assigned to duty after having graduated 
from the Barnstable Police Academy.

CIVIL DEFENSE 


Falmouth Civil Defense meets the first Monday of every month at 
the EOC (Emergency Operations Center), located in the Town Hall. The 
public is invited to attend these meetings. More help is needed in all 
phases of Civil Defense; especially volunteers becoming shelter managers. 


The Civil Defense van made 48 runs this year in support of the Fire 
Department, mutual aid, and various other civic events. 


This year radio antennas were installed on Falmouth Hospital and 
one will be installed at the North Falmouth School. I intend to have 
radio antennas installed at Lawrence School and Teaticket School. These 
are the primary storm shelters, and this will enable any shelter to talk 
directly to Falmouth Hospital in the event of any medical problems until 
the arrival of the rescue squad. 


The Falmouth Amateur Radio Association will be conducting classes 
in amateur radio for the general public during 1982. The Falmouth Civil 
Defense will also be conducting classes in CPR, First Aid, shelter manage- 
ment, and radiological monitoring to the general public. Thirty-six 
people were trained in CPR, First Aid, this last year, 
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This year the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency released the 200 
bed disaster hospital to the Town of Falmouth to do with as we pleased. 
Most of the equipment was given to Falmouth Hospital and some to the 
Army National Guard. One 15 Kw and one 2.5 Kw generator, 200 cots 
and blankets must be kept in Falmouth for our own use first, and if not 
needed, it may be requested by another town or city for their use in 
case of an emergency situation. I have requested of the Finance Com- 
mittee, a sum of money to purchase a tandem axle trailer to mount the 
15 Kw generator with electrical cords and flood lights. 


In closing, I would like to thank the members of the Falmouth 
Amateur Radio Association, the Falmouth Citizens Radio League, Board 
of Selectmen, and the general public for their cooperation.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
FIRE DEPARTMENT FOR 1981 


On November 20, 1981 the Suffolk County Medical Examiner’s Office 
notified us that a Falmouth resident had died of burns received in 
Falmouth. 

Fire broke out in the boiler room of the East Falmouth Elementary 
School on October 29, 1981. One sprinkler head operated, activating the 
school fire alarm box and extinguishing the fire by the time the engine 
from Station #5 arrived two minutes later. The damage was held to an 
estimated $750.00. 

Several severe house fires occurred during the year and the occupants 
of two were burned sufficiently to require medical attention. These 
burns were received while the occupants were trying to fight the fire. 


An analysis of 22 serious structure fires during 1981 revealed: 


1. The replacement value of the structures to be $1,818,300 
2. The estimated loss to the structures 601,400 
3. A net saving assuming total loss if there had been no 

fire department action 1,216,900 


4. Nine of these fires were arson or of a definitely sus- 
picious nature and represent slightly more than 
57% of the above loss 344,900 


During 1981 the Fire Department started making use of the town 
computer equipment under a program developed by Deputy Chief Amaral 
and Edward Manter, Systems Analyst. Presently data regarding incidents 
handled is being entered to form the base for future use in determining 
the most efficient utilization of current fire and rescue apparatus and 
equipment. The department is requesting a computer, terminal to expand 
this use and also develop programs for dispatching equipment, fire alarm 
and mechanic inventory and possibly ambulance billing. It is anticipated 
that the use of the computer will improve the efficiency of the fire de- 
partment operation.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FOREST WARDEN 
FOR 1981 


The Falmouth Fire Department under the direction of the Forest 
Warden responded to a total of 139 calls for grass or brush fires and for 
open air burning authorized and unauthorized. 

The town’s two brush trucks and the Barnstable County brush 
breaker under our supervision are all in excellent shape. 

Open air burning is permitted only from January 15 through May 1 
of each year by the Department of Environmental Quality Engineering, 
if a permit is granted by the local Forest Warden. During this period 
the Forest Warden may issue the permit if fire conditions warrant and 
if the material to be burned is allowed under the open air burning regu- 
lations. During this period permits will only be issued between 10:00 
A.M. and 4:00 P.M.

REPORT OF THE AMBULANCE COMMITTEE 


In an effort to decrease overtime, Chief Rogers has the engine at 
the nearest outlying fire station to the rescue call respond to the scene, 
as there is oxygen on each engine. The ambulance also responds, and 
unless it is a bona-fide priority 1, no additional manpower is necessary. 

The state Board of Regulations is attempting to mandate rules that 
would be financially impossible to the Town to fulfill if they were im- 
plemented — such as two paramedics, and one EMT to travel to each 
rescue. 

Rescue 39, the ambulanee purchased in 1979, has been plagued with 
mechanical problems. In view of this, and of the age, and amount of 
use of both vehicles, the Ambulance Committee has submitted an article 
for 1982 Town Meeting requesting a third rescue vehicle as a backup. The 
estimated cost of a duplicate vehicle is $67,000. 

Our appreciation is extended to the call-fire-men, who continue to 
support the Rescue Service, and who take some of the strain off of our 
excellent full-time EMT's, and Paramedics. 

The Ambulance Committee’s goals for 1982 are a third ambulance, 
and to keep a close eye towards passage of realistic state rules and regu- 
lations that enable the Rescue system in Falmouth to continue the 
excellent care and service that the people in the Town of Falmouth cur- 
rently experience.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
ANNUAL REPORT 


Enclosed herewith is the 21st annual report of the Falmouth Depart- 
ment of Public Works. This report covers the operations of this depart- 
ment for the calendar year 1981 except that certain financial and statisti- 
cal information of the various divisions coincide with the budget year 
beginning July 1, 1980 and ending June 30, 1981. This report includes the 
individual reports of the Director, Water and Sewer Division, Highway 
Division, Tree Warden, Parks and School Grounds Division, and the Ad- 
ministration /Engineering Section. 


On September 9, 1981 at a Special Town Meeting, the Town of Fal- 
mouth voted to design and construct a sewer waste water treatment 
facility involving a combined spray irrigation and infiltration percula- 
tion system of effluent disposal at the town’s industrial park site. Also 
voted was the construction of a sewer collection system for areas in the 
center of the Town of Falmouth and a small sewerage system for the 
new Silver Beach area. Total authorization in the amount of $5,500,000 
was voted for this purpose and as of this time, the town has entered into 
a contract with Camp, Dresser and McKee Inc. of Boston to design these 
facilities. 

1981 was also the year of reduction in forces with 8 permanent posi- 
tions and two summer laborers being lost to the Department of Public 
Works various divisions. Four of these positions were lost to the High- 
way Division, two positions to the Tree Warden, Parks and School 
Grounds Division, two positions in the Administration and Engineering 
Section and two summer laborers in the Water Division. The loss of 
these positions coinciding with the drastic reduction in street and water 
construction work had a balancing effect on the laborer force; however, 
the long term effect is not yet apparent.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 


By NATHAN S. ELLIS, P.E. 


This annual report covers the calendar year 1981 and coincides with 
the budget year only where indicated. In addition, the Water and Sewer 
Division’s financial report coincides with the budget year beginning July 
1, 1980 and ending June 30, 1981. 


1981 began a period of reduced expenditures involving cuts in per- 
sonnel and capital projects. For the first time in a number of years, the 
Town voted not to spend money on betterment streets, betterment water 
main extensions, new sidewalks and school grounds projects. This re- 
duction in work load coincided with reduction in personnel in the various 
divisions, reducing the Department’s overall capability in constructing 
and maintaining the Town’s facilities. The loss of Engineering personnel 
also reduced the Department’s capability in construction by private con- 
tract. Some of the personnel eliminated will have to be replaced if the 
Town returns to voting normal capital improvements unless private 
engineering companies are used for more of the contract document work. 


SEWERS 

On September 9, 1981, under Article 4 of a Special Town Meeting, the 
Town voted to authorize the expenditure of $5,500,000 as the Town’s 
share to design and construct a sewer system for certain areas near the 
center of Falmouth in accordance with the provisions of Public Law 
92-500 and 95-217. This includes the following: : 

1. The design and construction of a sewerage collection system for 
areas 1, 2, 3, 11, 12, 14, 16, 28 and 29, as voted by the Board of Public 
works on August 26, 1980, and as defined in the Wastewater Facilities Plan. 

2. The design and construction of a wastewater treatment facility 
with a combination spray irrigation and infiltration-percolation system 
of effluent disposal at the Town Industrial Park Site. 

3. The design and construction of a cluster sewerage system for the 
New Silver Beach area. 

4. Other provisions included in the wastewater facilities plan as pre- 
sented to the Town. 

In November, the Board of Public Works entered into a contract with 
Camp, Dresser and McKee, Inc., engineers for design services related to 
this project. 


SNOW AND ICE CONTROL 

During the budget period ending June 30, 1981, plowable snow storms 
Occurred on January 2 (6”), January 7 (3”), January 10 (4”), January 17 
(10”). 

The budget for the period ending June 30, 1981 was $65,000, which 
money includes overtime, labor, materials and contract plowing. An 
additional $50,000 was appropriated during the period bringing the total 
to $115,000. The Town has budgeted sufficient funds for snow and ice 
control for only about three light storms and moderate sandings opera- 
tions. This low budget is not realistic as the Department is almost cer- 
tain to overrun its available funds every year unless conditions are 
extremely mild. 

On December 6 and 7, the Town received five inches of snow. This 
is very early for Falmouth to receive its first plowable snow storm and 
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the budget effect is to go into the normally more severe January and 
February periods with depleted funds (budget year ends June 30, 1982). 


CEMETERIES 

Normal maintenance and cleanup work was done on the Old Town 
Cemetery off Mill Road and the East End Meeting House Cemetery in 
Hatchville. Only normal grass maintenance and minor corrective work 
was done on these two cemeteries during 1981. 


The Town hires two summer workers to maintain these cemeteries. 
Since the summer workers are not available until late in May, it is not 
possible to do as good a job on the areas as we would like by Memorial 
Day, however, the cemeteries are kept in good condition from mid-June 
until Labor Day. 


TOWN DISPOSAL AREA 

The Town Disposal Area’s day-to-day operation was contract oper- 
ated in 1981. No final covering was completed on any area during the 
year. 

A new contractor, Francesco Excavation, Inc., began working at the 
Disposal Area on October 1, 1981, replacing D.E.K., Inc., who held the 
contract for the previous four years. 


Cover material at the site for day-to-day operations is expected to 
run out near the end of the present two-year contract. I expect the cost 
of operating the Disposal Area to increase considerably when the on-site 
available cover material is depleted and the Town must pay to haul in 
material from outside sources. 


The septage facility located at the Disposal Area is operating satis- 
factorily at almost no cost to the Town. Liquid from lagoons reached the 
filter beds for the first time in 1981. At the end of the year only two 
of the beds have been used and neither has yet required cleaning. Ac- 
cording to our records, only 5,300,000 gallons of septage was brought into 
the Disposal Area during 1981. This represents a high of 973,500 gallons 
for August to a low of 183,000 gallons for February and is much lower 
than the 39,600 gallons per day allowable under the permit. 


ENGINEERING DIVISION

The assessors’ maps were brought up to date as of December 31, 1980 
and a good start has been made on plotting 1981 transfers and sub- 
divisions. 

In addition to the above, numerous questions and requests by other 
departments, committees, and individuals have been answered and/or 
complied with. Most notable of these are the numerous inspections by 
this office for the Planning Board so that roads and drainage in new 
subdivisions conform to town regulations. The Planning Board budget 
did not include monies for an Engineering consultant this year thus 
putting a further burden on this section. This division has continued a 
program to define old road layouts which were not previously bounded 
out and replacing those bounds on defined layouts which have been 
destroyed or not set. 


During the year on a daily basis, information is provided to sur- 
veyors and engineers on road layouts, subdivision plans, topographic 
maps and bench marks for their use in preparing subdivision and plot 
plans for building permits. In addition, there are numerous calls from 
banks, insurance companies and lawyers, etc. for information on flood 
plain data. 


ANNUAL REPORT 
HIGHWAY & BRIDGE DIVISION 


By JOSEPH S. PINE, JR., Highway Superintendent 


During the past year the Highway Division aided the Fire Depart- 
ment, School Department,. Beach Committee, Recreation Department, 
Waterways Committee, Conservation Department, Registrar of Voters, 
Police Department, Recycling Committee, Selectmen and Library. In 
addition, the Highway Division had a good reciprocal working arrange- 
ment with the other Divisions of the Department of Public Works. 


The past year was a year for higher than average Snow & Ice Con- 
trol expenses, a year during which we almost doubled the appropriated 
budget. In comparison to other towns in Barnstable County, Falmouth 
is at the bottom in terms of equipment and money available for handling 
snow and ice removal. Most towns can finish all their sanding in about 
four hours, where it takes us ten to twelve hours. We-need at least 
two more sanders to effectively reduce the amount of time required to 
sand the roads. 


In an effort to battle the high cost of fuel, the Highway Division has 
converted nine trucks to run on propane. In the short time we have been 
using these propane equipped vehicles, the drivers have experienced a 
dramatic increase in the performance of the trucks. With the savings 
in fuel and maintenance costs, we predict we will justify the cost of the 
conversion within a year. This is an excellent return on funds spent. 
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In our road maintenance program, we used a new method of crack 
filling in the Town of Falmouth. It involves routing out the cracks; 
cleaning with compressed air; then filling the cracks with a hot pour 
rubber asphalt material. I feel this is the most cost-effective solution 
for some of our maintenance problems. 


We received no new vehicles this past year. This is a poor trend 
to begin, as we may find that there will have to be numerous replace- 


ments all at once at a later time.

Spray Program: The following sprays were applied to the street 
trees and park areas this year: 

Dormant oil spray — early April for elm bark beetle 

Foliar spray — May and June for tent caterpillar and gypsy moth 


Selected spot foliar sprays — August and September for Japanese 
beetle, pine looper, Nantucket pine tip moth, fall web worm and 
poison ivy. 


Falmouth once again escaped the ravaging gypsy moth. Only a few 
small areas around Teaticket Path, Maravista, Great Harbors and Oyster 
Pond Road were noted. The total area affected was only about 100 acres 
compared to the thousands of acres affected in surrounding towns. 

Total acreage defoliated state wide was 2,826,095 acres, a record year 
for forest and shade tree defoliation. We will continue our selected spray 
program and keep abreast of new methods to control this pest. 


Tree planting: This year showed a staggering increase in vandalism 
and damage related to newly planted trees town wide. Twenty-five 
young newly planted trees were destroyed by reckless drivers or wanton 
vandalism. This figure represents approximately 50 percent of the total 
newly planted trees. Hopefully, this type of destruction will cease and 
our tree planting program can continue uninterrupted.

Tree Section: Routine operations continued again this year such as 
pruning, tree removals, spraying, stump grinding, planting and care of 
new trees. This year we began the first stage of a forest stand improve- 
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ment program in the town forest. Approximately 7,000 board feet of 
Norway spruce and 1,000 board feet of pitch pine were harvested. This 
lumber was milled and will be used by the D.P.W. in its various con- 
struction projects. A fire road was completed with the help of the High- 
way Division which was the final step in encircling Long Pond and pro- 
viding better access for fire apparatus and maintenance vehicles. The 20 
cords of hardwood generated by the cutting was sold at auction for a 
little over $60.00 a cord. This represents the first of future revenues that 
can be returned to the town by our forestry operation. 


Park Section: The following construction projects were undertaken 
during the past year. Construction of the High School soccer field was 
completed including the extension to the field of the irrigation system. 
Resurfacing, crack sealing, and relining of the tennis court fence at 
Woods Hole Park and the Lawrence School. Repair of the tennis court 
fence at Woods Hole Park. Resurface and relined the High School out- 
door basketball court. Reconstructed the Teaticket School baseball dia- 
mond. Installed 30 foot screen in the outfield at Fonseca Park to contain 
fly balls. Resodded and renovated turf in front of the Town Hall. Fi- 
nally, in cooperation with the Falmouth Beautification Council, we com- 
pleted work on the Oak Crest Park in Falmouth Heights. 


School Grounds Improvement: Work was confined to normal routine 
maintenance of existing recreational structures, athletic fields and school 
grounds. 


Routine maintenance to all parks and public grounds continued stich 
as trimming of shrubs and flower beds, mowing, trimming, fertilizing and 
liming of all turf area. Loaming, seeding, grading, and refurbishing of 
baseball diamonds. 

This year I would like to thank the generous help of the Highway, 
Water and Engineering Divisions whose invaluable help and assistance 
was very much appreciated. Finally, I especially want to acknowledge 
the tremendous hard work and dedication of my staff who have worked 
untiringly despite staff cuts to provide the citizens of Falmouth and our 
summer residents with the best recreational and park areas possible.

The Falmouth water system continued expanding during 1981 with 
a total of 3.8 miles of new water mains and 33 additional fire hydrants. 
Another 310 water service connections were installed by contractors 
and by Town crews. 


The Ashumet Well remains out of service in accordance with orders 
from the State Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. 


The Fresh Pond Well operated throughout the year providing an 
additional water supply to augment the Long Pond facilities. 


During 1981 the rainfall conditions and continued water shortage 
resulted in voluntary water restrictions throughout the summer months. 


At a Special Town Meeting on September 9, 1981 the Town voted 
to proceed with the design of a $30,000,000 sewerage system including a 
collection system, pumping stations, and a land disposal wastewater 
treatment facility at the Industrial Park site. 
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During October the Boston engineering firm of Camp Dresser and 
McKee commenced the Step 2 design phase for the sewerage system. 
This work is scheduled for completion arly in 1983.

PLANNING BOARD 


In 1981 the Planning Board met on 49 occasions. During the 23 
Regular Business Meetings, the Planning Board reviewed 123 Plans of 
Land, of which 98 were submitted as Approval Not Required, 15 were 
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Preliminary Plans and 10 required Subdivision Approval. This represents 
an increase of 68% over last year. Likewise, while 58 lots were elimi- 
nated through combining, 137 new lots were created, for a net increase 
of 79. Major Plan Review occurred on 9 proposed developments. 


The Planning Board proposed a record number of articles (57) for 
the Annual Town Meeting, and 19 more articles were proposed by indi- 
vidual citizens. The most important result of the Town Meeting was 
the adoption of the Master Plan Policy Statement, as a statement for 
planning goals for the Town. We believe that Falmouth is the only 
town to ever bring this sort of policy statement to a Town Meeting. 
Major changes to the Zoning By-Laws and the Zoning Map also oc- 
curred as a result of this meeting. 


At the close of the year several new, large subdivisions were sub- 
mitted, including the proposed development of Washburns Island. These 
recent submissions, in addition to those plans noted above, suggest 
renewed development activity for Falmouth.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Historical Commission with its task of inventorying the town’s 
Historical Assets has continued to move forward on areas in Woods Hole, 
Sippewissett, North Falmouth and Falmouth Village. 


Historic Properties Survey Inventory Forms have been completed 
on fifty properties with approximately another 50 nearly completed. The 
Commission has actively participated in designating areas of archeological 
significance in the Falmouth Industrial Park area and in the region of 
the Falmouth Wastewater Collection and Treatment Facilities. 


The Woods Hole School circa 1852 possibly the oldest continuously 
operating school building in Massachusetts will have its National Register 
Nomination Form completed within the month and sent to the Massachu- 
setts Historical Commission for approval and nomination to the National 
Register. 


The most recent decision to develop Washburn Island has led the 
Commission to review its concerns about the island’s Historic and Cul- 
tural Resources and making sure that these are protected if develop- 
ment does eventually take place. 


Other actions taken by the Commission during 1981 were the sub- 
mission of a report to the State Archaeologist on Falmouth’s Prehistoric 
Archaeological sites. A Historic Structure Survey Form was prepared 
for the Village Pound in West Falmouth and a Victorian Gothic House 
in Falmouth Heights. The elimination of the Woods Hole Candle House 
as a potential National Register Nomination became obvious with the 
many structural changes being undertaken. Talks were initiated be- 
tween the Commission, Planning Board and Historical District Commis- 
sion to see how extensions in the Falmouth Historic Districts could be 
developed.

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REPORT OF 
HISTORICAL DISTRICTS COMMISSION 


At the first meeting of the year new officers were elected and it was 
agreed that a regular monthly date for meetings should be established, 
rather than holding meetings on request as had been the practice. 


Sixteen meetings were held in 1981, eleven of them on the first 
Wednesday of the month. 


Thirty-four applications for a Certificate of Appropriateness were 
reviewed and 32 were granted as described or with stipulated modifica- 
tions. One of these was granted for unacceptable work, only in lieu of 
a hardship certificate for which there is no provision in the legislation. 
One application was deemed to require no certificate. The 34th was an 
application for approval of inappropriate work, already near completion, 
the demolition of which would have caused extreme financial hardship. 
Refusal of the Commission to act on the application permitted a Con- 
structive Certificate of Appropriateness to be issued by the Town Clerk 
after a waiting period of 60 days. 


Six applications were for work already completed without applica- 
tions to the Commission. Three of these were done with building permits 
and the others did not require one. One structure was demolished with 
a demolition permit, for which no application was filed. It is impossible 
to estimate how many violations have escaped notice of the Commission.

BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


During 1980 budget constraints forced by Proposition 2% have had 
the following impact on the library system. With reluctance the trustees 
imposed a 17% reduction in the budget, a 32% reduction in hours at 
the Main Library and a 30-40% reduction in hours at the East Falmouth 
and North Falmouth branches. Energy conservation measures were im- 
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plemented by lowering the reading room ceiling, adding fluorescent lights 
and storm windows at the East Falmouth branch and adjusting the heat- 
ing system and lighting at the Main Library. 


A malfunction in the Main Library septic system was corrected by 
the DPW. Structural repairs to the East Falmouth branch basement 
have been completed. Security at the three libraries continues to be a 
problem. There is a need to correct vulnerable entry locations. 


The trustees awarded scholarships to Christopher Josephs, Tricia 
Madden, and Joan O’Connell. We wish them every success in their col- 
lege careers. 


Building maintenance and upkeep, evaluation of the North Falmouth 
branch’s heating system, and additional energy conservation measures 
will be of major importance in 1982.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


In this year of Proposition 2%, the library operated as a full-service 
community and regional library despite the reduction in hours which 
was necessitated by a staff loss equivalent to eight full-time winter 
positions and eleven full-time summer positions on July 1, 1981. Some 
subsequent staff funding in September partially alleviated bottlenecks 
at the main library. The staff/hours loss resulted in a compression of 
circulation and reference business into five days per week instead of six. 


Final circulation was 299,122 items, a decrease of 6,000 over 1980. 
This was partially accounted for by the temporary closing of the North 
brance in December due to a faulty furnace, and the fact that some 
evening and Saturday hours had been suspended in all three libraries, 
as well as daytime hours. 


An increase of in-house and telephone use was observed by spot 
checks. For example, during one day in August 996 persons were re- 
corded as using the Main Library. 


Reference questions increased from 12,200 in 1980 to 13,000 in 1981. 
New reference sources included the Boston Public Library book catalog 
in machine-readable format, the Boston Globe on microfilm, an ex- 
panded business section with additional Value-Line and Moody reports, 
the Dodge bid reports, and Donoghue’s “Moneyletter”, and the Maga- 
zine Index of current magazine topics. 


The library’s meeting rooms continue to be a forum for diverse 
community programs and such events as the career workshop and 
genealogy seminars. Sixty-nine Falmouth residents used the free 
tickets to the Museum of Fine Arts and the New England Aquarium. 


Preschool story hours continued at the Main and East libraries, as 
well as regular and frequent school class visits. Programs included 
guest storytelling, creative movement sessions, summer reading events 
and various contests. The meeting room at East is used regularly by 
4 or 5 organizations. 


Increased reference resources for student/school projects and a 


summer circulation equal to 1980 season despite decreased hours was 
the notable report from the North branch. 
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The librarian to the homebound delivered 1,997 books and other 
materials to nursing home patients and 2,907 items to individual shut-ins. 
Included were 660 talking books, 100 magazines and 181 cassettes. There 
were 72 active borrowers at the year’s end. In addition, the collection 
at United Church homes showed a circulation of 1,151 with 127 books 
on deposit there. 


Approximately 15 volunteers each work 3 to 6 hours per week on 
book mending, filing and shelving books. 


The library purchased 4,653 books, 213 records and 241 reels of 
microfilm. 12% of the books added to the collection were children’s 
books. Over 200 gift paperbacks were accepted. Other purchases were 
258 reference books and 239 large-print ones. The ratio of fiction to 
non-fiction purchases was roughly 35% to 65%. 


There were more new registrations in 1981 than in any other year 
in the library’s history —- 2,816. After withdrawals of 666, a net gain of 
2,150 resulted. A partial breakdown showed 1,576 new adult borrowers, 
433 persons from other towns on the Cape, 138 persons from off-Cape 
Massachusetts municipalities, 180 non-Massachusetts residents (e.g. tem- 
porary summer renters), and 16 new homebound people. 


875 titles were supplied to Falmouth residents from inter-library 
loan borrowing from other libraries. Total requests received from Cape 
and Islands libraries was 8,563. Regional library trends promote shar- 
ing of resources and inter-library cooperation between different types 
of libraries; future developments in automation are dependent upon this 
concept of interdependence.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY, INC. 


During the year 1981 the circulation at the West Falmouth Library 
was 11,587, an increase of 1,362 over 1980 and our highest figure in 19 
years. There are 719 current registrations. 


We have added 438 new titles to the collection during the year and 
have processed 480 inter-library loan requests. The librarian’s desk log 
shows that the librarians are answering a wide range of reference 
questions. 


During the fall, the librarians began a systematic weeding of the 
non-fiction holdings, using guidelines published by the American Library 
Association. 


While not reducing our total public hours, we have rescheduled 
our winter hours on Mondays and Fridays to fall almost entirely within 
daylight hours in order to reduce somewhat the cost of personnel, heat, 
and lights. 

The Arthur M. Hennessey, Jr., Memorial Scholarship Award, which 
is administered by the Library, was presented to Christopher Cooper. 
He is attending Michigan State University. 

The Friends of the West Falmouth Library continue to run the 
adult programs. In addition to their four bi-monthly meetings, they 
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also sponsor a Book Discussion Group, Bridge Clinic, and Needlework 
Guild. 

There were two very successful fund raising efforts made this year 
by the Friends, the West Falmouth Self Starters, and members of the 
Community. The first was a book sale held in July and the second was 
the Fourth Annual Yule House Tour which was held in December. The 
Library gained great benefit from these efforts and is grateful to the 
many people who were involved. 


During the summer, there were movies for the children and an 
interesting and well received Art Show of works done by West Falmouth 
Artists. Carolyn Aliski has also run several crafts programs for children 
during the year. 

We are also pleased that the West Falmouth PreSchool continues to 
use our facilities. 

It is evident to the Board of Trustees that without the help of our 
librarian Shirley Harrison, Assistant Librarian Barbara Bullock-Wilson, 
and the many volunteers who help with fund raising and the typing 
and mending chores in the Library that we would not be able to meet 
the needs of the community as well as we do. We are very grateful to 
them all.

WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


During the year 1981 the circulation of books and magazines totaled 
15,040. This was a considerable increase over last year. The number of 
new books added was 574. Some of the income for the library comes 
from the town, but a great portion of it comes from donations from 
members and this year the membership increased. The library board 
raised the remainder of the necessary funds by holding a series of 
Chamber Music Concerts in the library, a Spring plant sale, and several 
book sales, all of which were highly successful. As a benefit to the 
community there has been a regular program of films, slide shows, 
poetry readings and a family Christmas party. The children of the 
Woods Hole School and the Woods Hole Child Center come regularly 
to the library for stories and to borrow books. The Children’s School 
of Science library is housed in the library and is used during the summer 
when the school is in session. These books are available to regular 
members at other times. 


The Historical Committee of the library arranged an exhibit on the 
industries of Woods Hole for Bradley House for the summer months. 
This was highly patronized by local people and tourists. This committee 
also arranges for “Conversations” once a month in the library. An in- 
dividual familiar with local events or history is the speaker. These 
Conversations are taped for future reference. The Committee is at 
present writing a local history to be published some time in the future. 


The Library received a large inheritance from the Thomas G. Rat- 
cliffe estate, which includes books, art, and furnishings, as well as his 
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large home at Cumloden. The income from settling this estate should 
enable the library to serve the local community even better than it 
can at present. A memorial collection on drama and theater will be 
established in memory of Thomas G. Ratcliffe.

REPORT OF THE HARBOR MASTER 
AND WATERWAYS COMMITTEE 


The use of the Town’s Marina, and its wharves and waterways, con- 
tinues to increase each year. I am happy to report that I have suc- 
ceeded in increasing the income from these ever year and this year, de- 
spite an economic slowdown, is no exception. The Waterways Commit- 
tee, while recognizing the need for budgetary restraint, has committed 
itself to upgrading the marina building. The present building, while 
adequate 20 years ago, can no longer accommodate the demand placed 
upon it by the increasing number of boaters. 


The mooring program continues to improve and become more 
sophisticated with each year. There continues to be an endless demand 
for moorings in the more popular deep-water harbors and for every 
mooring placed, two names appear on the waiting list. Finding space 
for moorings for a wide-range of vessels of varying lengths and drafts 
is a great challenge, while at the same time maintaining proper channels 
for navigation and spaces between vessels under varying weather con- 
ditions. It is the intention of the Harbor Master to continue imple- 
menting his master plan for moorings with the next phase being to 
establish a variable registration fee based on length of boat. This change 
would make the fee more equitable than the flat fee presently charged. 
Efforts to plot mooring locations shall continue. 


After much delay, the mooring data which has been carefully col- 
lected over the years is being programmed into the Town’s computer. 
This information is being interfaced with the boat excise tax data and 
will soon provide a match up between boats and moorings which in turn 
will expedite the billing process and provide rapid recall of vital infor- 
mation on a round-the-clock basis in times of distress. 


The Waterways Committee and the Harbor Master are grateful for 
the money collected through the new state-mandated boat tax, but were 
disappointed when this money was substituted for their usual annual ap- 
propriation. The Committee has undertaken a long-range plan of main- 
tenance and improvement of our waterway facilities and will attempt 
to accomplish as much as possible with the money available. Some of 
the projects are: new dredge surveys plans for the more bothersome 
areas, repairs to the Megansett and West Falmouth wharves, further 
improvement to the electrical service at the marina, and plans for im- 
provements to the marina building among others. 

The Army Corps of Engineers is continuing to study and is at- 
tempting to develop a plan for improving navigation into Eel Pond, 
Menauhant. They have collected reams of data and have developed a 
computer model of the problem. Alternate plans will be developed and 
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presented to the Town. Cuts in federal funds and last minute changes 
in the study format is delaying the program and the finished report 
can now be expected in 1983-84. 


Your Harbor Master Department continues to render aid of all de- 
scription to boaters. This aid includes: searching for overdue boats, 
towing and dewatering disabled boats, assistance in medical situations, 
recovering stolen boats, assisting in oil spills, placing and maintaining 
aids to navigation, and conducting hundreds of hours of patrol. In view 
of the reduction in Coast Guard funding, undoubtedly the demand for 
our services will increase.

BEACH COMMITTEE 


Falmouth beaches have once again demonstrated their popularity. 
Despite three weekends of inclement weather, receipts collected were 
$125,564., highest of any previous year! 


Old Silver Reserve bath house with its modern look and improved 
facilities was opened and met all the requirements. 


Purchasing a beach screening machine and tractor was indeed a 
most profitable decision. This provided the essential service necessary 
to keep the beaches clean on a regular schedule. Keeping our beaches 
clean has been a difficult and frustrating concern for a very long time. 


A total of seven hundred and sixty-two children participated in 
swimming lessons at no charge to them. These lessons were available 
at all beaches. The annual swim meet held at the Maritime Academy 
was the culmination of the combined efforts of the Swimming classes. 
It was recognized as the largest ever held. 


Handicapped parking areas were designated at all beaches. Menau- 
hant Beach parking lot has indicated a need to improve the traffic flow, 
resulting in the elimination of parking difficulties and improvement of 
safety. Our Committee will take the necessary steps to facilitate an 
immediate solution. 


Old Silver public parking lot underwent major repairs. The parking 
lots at Bristol and Surf Drive Beaches also need attention in the coming 
year. Surf Drive bath house will undergo minor alterations. 


Our major goals for the coming season are to continue to provide 
the best qualified personnel for lifeguards and to provide and improve 
all services. 


Our thanks to all who assisted our Committee and especially to our 
Superintendent and staff for a job well done!

The 1981 Falmouth Road Race was a great success. Co-Directors 
Carroll and Sherman are to be commended for winning the Nurmi 
Award, the number 1 race in the country. Recreation once again had 
an outstanding year.

BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


During the year 1981 our committee presented the selectmen with 
a complete comprehensive plan for bikeways throughout the entire town 
of Falmouth linking up with Bourne and Mashpee. Our planning was 
based on many hours of riding to determine the best routes with regard 
to distance, riding surface, terrain, and safety. 

An offer for funding the purchasing of signs designating the safest 
route from Falmouth to Hyannis has been made by a local merchant. 
However, the town of Falmouth would bear the cost of mounting the 
signs. Unfortunately the town has seen fit to take away our appropri- 
ated funds so this will have to be “Indefinitely postponed.” 

The Shining Sea Bikeway, although only in its seventh year, is 
starting to show its age and will have to be resurfaced soon in the 
interest of safety. 

We are concerned with the poor riding habits of our residents and 
visitors, young and old, and are now working on a safety program for 
the near future.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Meeting from one to three times a month, the Conservation Com- 
mission held 88 wetlands hearings for fences, docks, piers, filling or 
otherwise altering land at or near fresh waters, ponds and coastal shores 
inland and coastal swamps, for erosion problems of various kinds, and 
for proposed destruction of protective vegetation. Several hearings con- 
sidered drainage fields or concerned repairs to seawalls and to groins, 
as well as to new ripraps and riprap replacements, and to property 
eroded by storms. All of these hearings required site visits by the 
Commissioners, several hearings attracted an unusual amount of dis- 
cussion by interested Townspeople, and several hearings, unfortunately, 
were held after the fact, a situation which a more positive attitude of 
community cooperation by developers and contractors should obviate 
in the immediate year ahead. 


In addition, there were 58 Determinations of Applicability of the 
Wetland law, 24 requests for Orders of Compliance, 16 requests for Ex- 
tensions of Time and 51 Cease and Desist Orders. As meeting time 
permitted, consideration was given to more efficient meeting structure, 
streamlining of procedures and revisions of required forms, better inter- 
departmental cooperation with other Town Commissions, Committees, 
Boards and Officials. Comments on Town projects within its perview 
such as the Bournes Pond Inlet Project, The Falmouth Wastewater Col- 
lection and Treatment Facilities and the use of herbicides of ComElectric 
Rights-of-Way. The Commission took an active part in the draft Wet- 
land Restriction Program of the State Department of Environmental 
Management. Different members of the Commission attended meetings 
of the Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commission and of 
other groups involved in matters of environmental concern to the Town. 


The Conservation Officer and his Department have continued to 
add to previous plantings of evergreen and deciduous seedlings and put 
in new ones, and to perform other aspects of food management and en- 
forcement in all the Town Conservation areas. The cordial channel of 
communication that has been maintained with the Conservation Depart- 
ment continues to be mutually profitable, and the Commission greatly 
appreciates the liaison maintained between the two agencies at all hear- 
ings in the field by Assistant Conservation officers, Paul Lelito and Wil- 
liam Richardson. Consultation in special cases has been unusually pro- 
ductive. 


As in the past few years, the Conservation Commission again spon- 
sored a Falmouth youngster at the Spring Session of the 4-H School of 
Massachusetts, in the area of conservation. It accepted two offers of 
donations of land for conservation purposes, three offers of conserva- 
tion easements, but did not accomplish the purchase of any conservation 
land for the Town. 


Negotiations were completed and coordinated purchase by Falmouth 
and Mashpee made of 40 acres of cranberry bogs and upland on the 
Childs River spanning the Town line. The successful purchase of this 
beautiful land from the Makepeace family by the Conservation Com- 
mission of the two towns working together in a significant conservation 
milestone for both Towns. The management of the Coonamessett River 
cranberry bogs by Arthur Handy has progressed very well. Harvest 
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from these bogs continues to keep pace with the constant improvement 
of their condition and the replanting of several sections of the John 
Parker Road bog with vines bearing a better variety of berry. 


In mid-summer the Conservation Commission authorized the publi- 
cation of a new edition of its map of the ‘‘Reservations for Conservation 
and Outdoor Recreation in the Town of Falmouth”. This very popular 
map had become out of print; it was revised and brought up to date 
and for the first time in being offered for sale at 25¢ a copy. In January 
1981, the Commission assisted the Boy Scout Troop from North Fal- 
mouth to build sand erosion control fences from discarded Christmas 
trees in an effort to help stabilize the sand dunes at Black Beach in West 
Falmouth. 


The Conservation Commission is most grateful for the help and the 
cooperation it has received during the year from other departments and 
from officials of the Town. As Chairman, I would like to take this 
opportunity to express my sincere appreciation to my colleagues on the 
Commission for their enthusiasm, cooperation, interest, and assistance, 
on occasion beyond the call of duty during the past year.

CONSERVATION OFFICER 


I herewith submit my twenty-seventh Annual Report for the year 
ending 31 December 1981. A total of 6,159 sporting, hunting, fishing, shell- 
fishing and trapping licenses were examined by this department. 


Our department travelled 58,306 miles. As requested by our Board 
of Selectmen, we have cut back considerably on all activities to aid in 
the conservation of gasoline and oil, plus other vehicular expenses. The 
annual restocking of our reclaimed ponds, namely, Mares, Grews, Deep 
and Ashumet Ponds was completed as was the restocking of the Coona- 
messett, Childs, and Quashnet Rivers. Species and number restocked 
were as follows: Eastern Brook trout 5420, Brown trout 1400, Rainbow 
trout 9530, Small Mouth Bass (adults) 386, and in the rivers 5000 Brown 
trout were stocked. Total number of fish released in Falmouth was 
21,500. 236 Small Mouth Bass were removed from Long Pond by my 
department and released in three other ponds in Falmouth. 

Upland game birds restocked were as follows: 1752 pheasants and 
2470 Bobwhite Quail. These species were released in only huntable areas 
within our town. 

The domestic animal survey as required by State Statutes for tax 
purposes was conducted this by Assistant Conservation Officer William 
Richardson III and reads as follows:

Conservation activities: 

291 Building site permits were checked and rechecked prior to is- 
suance of building permits adjacent to wetlands. 78 questionable permits 
were referred to the Conservation Commission for examination and con- 
Sideration prior to issuance. 811 wetlands investigations were com- 
pleted with 33 outright violations and 51 cease and desist orders were 
issued. 64 wetlands investigations were completed for the Board of 
Selectmen. 28 wetlands investigations were completed for the Building 
Commissioner and Board of Health Agent. 27 drinking parties — public 
property — disbursed and made to clean the areas. 11 drinking parties 
(complaints) — private property — dispersed and made to clean the areas. 
Special Projects: 

1. Our department planted 2200 seedling trees and shrubs in Beebe 
Woods, Crane Wildlife Area and Chapaquoit Wildlife Sanctuary. Ragosa 
Rose and Beach Grass were planted on Surf Drive and West Falmouth 
Harbor, these are continuing projects on a yearly basis. 

2. Trees and shrubs were trimmed along the Coonamessett River and 
Little League Ball Park. 


3. Seedlings were planted on the embankments of the Police Depart- 
ment pistol range with wood chips added to the dirt strips.

Quahaugs Transplant 

From May through June 1981, 1,187 bushels of parent stock quahaugs 
were planted into the waters of Green, Great and Perch Ponds for the 
purpose of propagating the species. Also, 100,000 seed quahaugs ranging 
in size from 3/4 inch to 1-1/4 inch were planted into Great Pond. 


Aid For Alewives 

Assistance and attention were given to our herring runs throughout 
the town. Because of the lack of rainfall, the water table dropped, and 
the trapped tiny herring (1981 fry) in the upper reaches of Coonamessett 
River could not make their migratory run to the sea due to the dry 
stream bed. This condition is the worst that I have ever seen. Work on 
the Child’s River herring run has started thanks to the Massachusetts 
Division of Marine Fisheries. Upon a request from me, they sent two 
men to assist me in cleaning, brushing and digging out this run. I hope 
to have this area cleared out by spring. 

On April 14, 1981, a small oil spill took place in Great Harbor, Woods 
Hole. The U.S. Coast Guard was called in and in due time, the disabled 
barge was towed out to sea. 

A poor scallop season took place here in Falmouth, and in some 
areas it will be just about the same next year. West Falmouth Harbor 
showed some promise in early September with a fine set of seed scallops. 
By mid to late September many thousands of seed scallops were dying 
and a section of shoreline was paved with dead scallops about the size 
of a quarter. Investigation is still under way to determine the cause. 
Tests indicated that “red tide”, starvation or overcrowding of the seed 
were not the problem. Just how much of this standing crop of scallops 
will survive the winter, starfish, etc., will be seen when the season opens 
on October 1, 1982.

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FALMOUTH FINANCE COMMITTEE 


In 1980, -we had the State-mandated Tax Cap; Proposition 24% was 
approved by the Massachusetts voters late in 1980 and became effective 
July 1, 1981. Under 2%, Town Meeting Warrant preparations required 
an entirely new approach. In the past, the spending level was voted by 
Town Meeting — available funds partially covered funding of appropria- 
tions; the difference then had to be raised by taxes. This time, there 
were two very important differences: a) Available funds were down 
sharply from prior years because the Tax Cap had required that all 
available funds be used to reduce the tax rate; and, b) Prop. 2% placed 
a 2.5% increase limit on the dollars which could be raised by taxation 
(this, in the face of an inflation rate of 12% in 1981). These factors re- 
quired reductions of $2,800,000 from the prior year’s spending. Even 
elimination of about 1.6 million of capital expenditures still required 
reductions of $1.2 million in operating budgets which was allocated be- 
tween the School and the Town. In preparing their budget requests, 
departments responded admirably to the need to make cuts. During the 
overall budget preparation process, the Fin Com had to make further 
reductions in departmental requests without violating mandated items; 
and, these were accomplished by reduction and/or elimination of some 
accustomed services as well as elimination of virtually all other capital 
requests. At the Annual Town Meeting, our recommendations were ac- 
cepted and 58 full and part-time positions plus reductions in overtime 
and specialized man-hours amounted to a tentative cut of $440,700 from 
Town Salaries and Wages. The School budget was similarly cut in the 
amount of $717,246 from the previous year. 108 professional and non- 
professional school department personnel were, at least temporarily, 
laid off. 


Because of the uncertainty of State funds, a two-Town-Meeting 
approach was adopted: 1) The Annual Town Meeting funded necessary 
departmental operating expenses; and, 2) A Special Town Meeting in 
September (following clarification of available funds from State and 
Federal aid and service fee receipts): a) Funded a few capital purchases; 
b) Restored some of the funds which had been cut from original budgets; 
and, c) Provided the funds necessary to implement the long-debated 
sewerage system which was adopted at that meeting. Ultimately, 63 
School and 45 Town positions were not funded. 


As we approach our next budgeting process, it appears we are going 
to have to make further cuts in order to comply with Prop. 2%.

COMMITTEE TO STUDY THE FINANCIAL 
ADMINISTRATION OF THE TOWN 


The Committee met 21 times in 1981 and 3 times in 1982. 


As part of this final report the Committee would like to call attention 
to Article 75 in the 1982 Annual Town Meeting Warrant. The Committee 
believes that its work in evaluating the financial administration has pro- 
ceeded as far as a citizen’s group can go and that it is in the best interest 
of the Town to hire a qualified management consultant with experience 
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in Massachusetts town finances to review the financial administration 
and organization of the Town and recommend changes, if any, and to 
provide guidance on how to accomplish the recommended changes. 


While many changes in procedures have occurred since the Commit- 
tee was established which have improved the handling of the Town finan- 
cial affairs, we continue to believe that a stronger, better coordinated 
and more efficient organization is possible and desirable and that the 
potential savings through improved administration will be of benefit to 
the Community. 


We would like to express our appreciation for the cooperation we 
have received from Town officials and for the information they provided. 
Falmouth has been fortunate to have a dedicated group of individuals 
handling Town finances, but the Committee believes that the opportunity 
for significant, cost-effective improvements in organization should be 
evaluated by Town Meeting based on the report of a qualified professional 
consultant.

INSURANCE COMMITTEE 


The Insurance Committee met several times this year to discuss the 
hiring of a consultant firm to draw up specifications for the town’s insur- 
ance policies, which will be going out to bid for the first time in 1983. 

The firm selected will be expected to start work by September 1982. 
We have an appropriation of $10,000 for this purpose from the 1981 
annual town meeting, but as a result of discussions with several firms we 
expect the job can be done for less than that. 


Next year we look forward to reporting that the town insurance has 
gone out to bid and that considerable savings have resulted.

PERSONNEL BOARD 


During the year 1981 the Personnel Board took action on 235 requests 
for step increases, resignations and reclassification of positions. 


Contracts were negotiated with the Falmouth Police Federation; the 
International Association of Firefighters, Local 1397; employees repre- 
sented by the Laborers’ International Union of North America, AFL-CIO, 
Local 1249; employees represented by the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees, AFL-CIO, Local 1636; and employees 
represented by the Falmouth Library Association. 


A review of all non-union employees was completed by the Personnel 
Board. 


During the year the Personnel Office has undertaken the responsi- 
bility for Group Insurances offered to Town employees, including Health 
Insurance, Life Insurance and Long Term Disability Insurance. 


In addition to serving on their own subcommittees the members of 
the Personnel Board continue to represent the Board on the Insurance 
Committee, the Financial Advisory Committee, and the Affirmative Action 
Committee which has designated the Personnel Officer as the Town’s 
Affirmative Action Officer 
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With the growth of the Town and transactions taking place within 
Town Hall, the Personnel Board will continue its valued role as an avenue 
of communication between the Town of Falmouth and its employees.

AFFIRMATIVE ACTION COMMITTEE 


This committee, established as a permanent town committee at the 
April 1980 Town Meeting, met four times in 1981. Highlights of the year 
include: 


After consultation with the town personnel officer, Alice Romano, 
the committees approved a new job application form for the town that 
complies with equal opportunity regulations. It is now in use. 


The town’s minority hiring practices were discussed in relation to the 
1980 Census figures. We are pleased to report the town’s percentage of 
minorities on the payroll approximates their representation in the gen- 
eral population. The problem of setting goals and timetables in light of 
the reduced hiring and promotional opportunities under Prop. 2% were 
discussed at length with the Personnel Office. 


Two complaints of alleged discrimination were heard and disposed 
of to the satisfaction of all parties. 


It was voted to add a paragraph to the town’s Affirmative Action 
Policy to cover contractors, vendors, and suppliers with whom the town 
does business. 


We expect to continue to meet as needed to settle disputes and to 
provide general supervision of the town’s Affirmative Action policy.

HUMAN SERVICES COMMITTEE 


During this past year the Human Services Committee has continued 
its responsibility as delegated by the Selectmen, for overseeing the general 
operation of Falmouth Human Services, which provides a variety of serv- 
ices to Falmouth residents. One of the purposes of Falmouth Human 
Services is to strengthen family life and in an effort to do this, the 
following services have been provided during this year: both short and 
long term counseling for individuals, couples, and families who are ex- 
periencing emotional or personal adjustment problems in their lives; 
group counseling that included groups for young mothers, women in tran- 
sition, a mens support group and a parents of adolescents group; infor- 
mation and referral; and monitoring and evaluation of human service 
programs with whom the Human Service Committee contracts in order 
that a broader range of services be made. available to Falmouth citizens. 
These agencies include: Cape Cod Child Development Program, which 
provides Head Start and Day Care services to Falmouth children; Nauset 
Workshop, which provides a sheltered workshop for mentally retarded 
clients; the Cape Cod Mental Health Association which provides out- 
patient, inpatient and day treatment services for people experiencing 
mental health problems; and Legal Services which offers help to Fal- 
mouth residents over age 60 who are in need of legal guidance. 
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These service contracts have been cut by one-third due to Proposition 
2%. The Committee struggles to provide optimum service with reduced 
resources. 


A new endeavor of the Human Service Committee is the Community 
meeting. This is an effort to bring together the agencies serving the 
Community in order to improve coordination and communication in meet- 
ing the needs of Falmouth. 


Francis J. Killoy, A.C.S.W. was appointed Coordinator in December 
1981. 


The Human Services Committee and staff of Falmouth Human Serv- 
ices will continue to attempt to identify areas where there are gaps in 
services in the Community and work towards the amelioration of these 
gaps where possible,

COUNCIL ON AGING 


The past year has been a period of continued growth and increased 
activity by Senior Citizens in the programs and services provided by the 
Council on Aging at the John DeMello Senior Center. These programs 
have played a more significant role in the daily lives of more Senior Citi- 
zens than ever before. 


The designation of the Senior Center as a community focal point for 
access and the delivery of services for the elderly was completed in July. 
This designation identifies the Center as a community resource where 
Senior Citizens can receive information and assistance in resolving their 
needs. 


The Council on Aging received approval of its grant proposal in the 
amount of $1962 to implement an Outreach Program. This program will 
provide homebound and handicapped seniors with information and assist- 
ance. The Council acquired a 1981 Dodge Mini Bus from the Regional 
Transit Authority to replace its old vehicle which had traveled 95,000 
miles. 


The Council on Aging provides in coordination with other agencies 
the following programs at the Senior Center. Health Screening and Blood 
Pressure monitoring, Blue Cross-Blue Shield, Medicare-Medex, Legal and 
Financial Counseling, Income Tax assistance, Tax Seminar, Meals on 
Wheels, Friendly visitors, Arts and Crafts, Annual Picnics, monthly par- 
ties and dances, Fuel Assistance, School Lunch program, Mini Bus Serv- 
ice, Tours and travel, Humanities, job information, volunteer opportun- 
ities and Information and referral service. The Council participates in 
the RSVP program, the Elder Service Corps and the Elder Services Senior 
Aide Program. 


During the past year 13,714 persons used the Center, 8614 persons 
used the Mini bus and 266 new persons registered at the Center bringing 
the present enrollment to 3657. The Council received donations of $4037 
for the Mini Bus Fund, $197 for the Building Fund, $960 from Table Sales 
and $1182 for the Postage Fund. The Council also received a donation of 
1073 gallons of gas from 9 service station owners in support of the Mini 
bus program. This year the bus traveled 29,666 miles. 
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The Council would like to express its appreciation to the many per- 
sons who have generously donated their time and talent in support of 
its goals. The Council could not present these programs without ‘the 
volunteer effort it receives. The Council wishes to acknowledge this 
support and the financial savings it represents to the taxpayers of Fal- 
mouth. We wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee for their assistance and support of the goals of the Council.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


During the year, Veterans, their widows, dependent children and 
parents of World War I and II, the Korean Conflict and Vietnam were 
aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 


Ten World War I, nineteen World War II, three Korean and one 
Vietnam Veteran died during the year in Falmouth. The widows and 
dependent parents were assisted in preparing the necessary forms for 
pensions, burial allowance, Social Security claims and grave markers. 


Thirty-eight markers have been applied for, all have been received 
and implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in 
local cemeteries, including Otis National Cemetery, have been taken care 
of during the year. 


Annual Income Questionnaires from the Veterans Administration 
Office were sent to Massachusetts Veterans in receipt of the improved 
pension plan, PL-95-588, or parents in receipt of DIC, widows and de- 
pendent children. This accounted for approximately one hundred and 
fifty income statements being filed by this office. 


This office has processed four Vietnam and one Korean Veterans’ 
application for Massachusetts Bonus, and aided approximately five hun- 
dred twenty-five Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, 
on the job training, pensions, home loans, tax abatements, and many 
other benefits during the year. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen and all Town Officials who 
have co-operated with the Department during the year.

VETERANS’ COUNCIL COMMITTEE 


During the past year, meetings of this Committee were held each 
month except July and August when we recessed for the Summer. 


Geraniums and American Flags were placed on all properly marked 
Veteran’s graves and Memorials in the Town of Falmouth on Memorial 
Day. Normal Memorial Services were held at Memorial Lane and Dea- 
con’s Pond on Memorial Day and Veteran’s Day. 

During the year, the Town Honor Guard led the Memorial Day and 
Veteran’s Day parades, fulfilled military burial duties and participated 
in several ceremonies at the National Cemetery. 
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The U.S. Army National Guard and Falmouth Militia supported our 
ceremonies on Memorial Day and Veteran’s Day. 


The new Veteran’s Memorial was accepted by Town Meeting and 
transferred to the Town during the Veteran’s Day ceremony. At that 
time, the Guarantee documents were turned over to the Board of Select- 
men by the Memorial Fund Raising Committee. 


The Council has requested the aid of all Falmouth residents in iden- 
tifying any veteran’s graves not properly marked so that the appropriate 
marker can be placed on the grave. We also requested help in identifying 
the Gold Star Mothers in the Town so that they can be properly honored 
on Memorial Day. 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to the Board of 
Selectmen and all other departments of the Town for their support.

HANDICAPPED ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


We are a volunteer Advisory Committee to the Board of Selectmen. 
Our role is to advise that Board on the needs of all handicapped /disabled 
persons in the Town of Falmouth. Our immediate goal is to make all 
public buildings accessible. 


During 1981 there were six meetings. 


The Finance Committee had voted not to recommend the $105,000 
requested for Article 38 in the Special Town Meeting. This Article asked 
for $32,000 for a ramp at the Police Station, $20,000 for altering the en- 
trance to the Chamber of Commerce Building and $7,500 for a sliding 
door at the Falmouth Public Library. Article 38 was indefinitely post- 
poned. 


The Committee developed a questionnaire which was published in the 
Pennysaver and Falmouth Enterprise as well as broadcast over WCIB. 
It was hoped that response from the questionnaire would enable the Com- 
mittee to focus its attention on areas where help is needed most. The 
response, however, was very poor with only nine replies. 


The United States Postal Service has agreed to alter the Teaticket 
and West Falmouth Post Offices to provide accessibility. As a result of 
the Architectural Barriers Act of 1968, none of the Falmouth Post Offices 
are subject to the application of accessibility. 


In the Annual Town Meeting, the Committee plans to present an 
Article for making Town Hall accessible.

HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Falmouth Housing Authority is a five-member board created in 
1947 by a vote of Town Meeting under the state law, Chapter 121, Sec- 
tion 3 as amended. Four members are elected by the voters of Falmouth 
for staggered five year terms; the fifth member is appointed by the 
Governor of the Commonwealth. The Housing Authority is located at 
115 Scranton Avenue, Falmouth. 
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To oversee the housing needs and arrangements of Falmouth, and to 
decide which programs should be initiated, the Authority employs an 
Executive Director, an Administrative Assistant/Leasing Supervisor, and 
several clerical assistants.

HOMES FOR THE ELDERLY 


All apartments are occupied at the Choate Lane (Mayflower) (24), 
Salt Sea Lane (30), and Rose Morin Drive (Bayberry) (60), developments, 
a total of 114 units. There are 58 active applications on file. 

There are the following requirements determining eligibility for the 
apartments: 


1. Applicant must be 65 years or older. 

2. Applicant cannot have an annual income over $7,224 for a 
single person or $8,256 for a couple. 

3. Asset Limits for Admission: 
Total assets may not exceed one and a half times the net 
income of an applicant or a maximum of $15,000.00, which- 
ever is greater. 


PROJECT 705 


Twenty-five houses have been acquired by the Housing Authority for 
25 low-income families. These houses are all occupied. 


FEDERAL HOUSING FOR THE ELDERLY 


The Department of Housing and Urban Development awarded the 
Falmouth Housing Authority 4.8 million dollars to build 80 units of elderly 
housing in Town. 


The Authority selected a 5.2 acre site on Scranton Avenue and con- 
tracted the firm of Stockard and Engler, Inc. Planners and Ronald Axel- 
rod, AIA both of Cambridge. 


The contract was awarded to the Low Bidder, John H. Fellouris, Inc. 
for a construction amount of $3,690,900. Construction was started Decem- 
ber 5, 1980 and occupancy set for spring 1982. 


The Authority was also awarded an additional 5.6 milion dollars to 
build an additional 83 units of elderly housing. This groundbreaking is 
scheduled for early summer 1982 with occupancy early in 1984 on 14.7 
acres in Teaticket. 


The Authority maintains a separate waiting list for these programs. 
An individual must fill out both a State and a Federal application for 
housing. 


LEASED HOUSING 


The Authority administers a Leased Housing Program under the 
Chapter 707 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth. Funds for this 
program are made available through the Department of Community 
Affairs. The Annual Contribution Contract for 1981 amounted to $281,749 
covering 102 units fo. occupancy by low-income families of the Town. 


The Authority also administers a Leased Housing Program through 
the Department of Housing and Urban Development. This Leasing Hous- 
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ing Program under Section 8 Housing Assistance Program of the United 
States Housing Act of 1974 provides $1,015,548 for subsidized units. 


Under this program, families whose incomes do not exceed 80 per- 
cent of the Median Income for Barnstable County would be eligible for 
housing assistance. The tenants are responsible for locating their own 
housing units and negotiating their own leases. Their contribution is 25 
percent of their income for rent and utilities. 


There are in excess of 300 applications on file for rental assistance 
housing. 


OTHER HOUSING 


Because Many summer people choose to buy homes on Cape Cod, 
rent them in the winter and move here in the summer, reasonable rentals 
are exceedingly rare in Falmouth. This has led to a crisis for moderate 
as well as low income people. One apartment development exists in Fal- 
mouth, and is run by the United Church Homes. This is for senior citi- 
zens of moderate income and there is a waiting list. Other apartments 
and houses can be secured through local real estate dealers, and news- 
paper ads. 


The Authority appreciates the cooperation it has received from the 
various Town departments during the past year.

TOWN INFORMATION AND CLERICAL 
CENTER 


The greater demands to the Center brought on by Prop. 2% cutbacks 
in 1981 were handled with economy and efficiency. This centralized 
secretarial service to approximately 40 Committees, Boards and Commis- 
sions of the Town prepared minutes, reports, budgets, correspondence, 
etc. There were 586 meetings helding during 1981 by these Committees, 
Boards and Commissions. 

Additionally, the Clerical Center serves as a central office to the 
Conservation Commission providing all services needed in administering 
the State Wetlands Protection Act and the Town of Falmouth Wetland 
Protection By-law. 

The Town Moderator discharged the Town Advertising Committee, 
the Data Processing Committee and the Old East Falmouth Fire Station 
Study Committee with thanks and appreciation for completion of their 
tasks. 


The Clerical Center thanks all those it has served for their coopera- 
tion and support.

ARTS COUNCIL 


The following activities were carried out by the council: 


The council has met twice monthly on the first and third Tuesday of 
each month at 7:30 p.m. The council has continued to obtain an inven-

tory of organizations and individuals who are active in the arts and 
humanities. The council administers a master schedule for public art 
events in the town. This schedule is resident in the main Falmouth 
library. 

The council continues to publish its brochure called “Falmouth In- 
doors” listing individuals and organizations having performances or art 
works for sale to the public. The location of these theaters, galleries, 
studios and stores were shown on a map of the town printed in the bro- 
chure. The brochure has now gone through three editions. 


The council continued publication in The Enterprise of its monthly 
listing of happenings in the arts. This newspaper column is called “Arts 
Alive’. 


The council met with representatives of all major arts organizations 
in town to inform them of council activities. Their advice was sought by 
the council. 


The council met with representatives of the Chamber of Commerce 
to inform and seek advice from the Chamber. The council arranges for 
publication in the Chamber’s brochure “Falmouth, Cape Cod” of a listing 
of major art and humanity groups in the town. The council arranged 
for a presentation of the social, cultural and economic impact of the Arts 
on Falmouth. This presentation will be given at the March breakfast 
meeting of the Chamber. 


In the spring of 1981, the council originated, organized and presented 
on June 27 at the Falmouth Marina Band Shell an outdoors Arts Festival 
called ‘Arts Alive’. This festival was well representative of most art 
groups in town and was well attended by the public. 


The arts council has arranged for an adjunct arts program for the 
public school system and has received an enthusiastic response from the 
schools. A similar program was planned for Falmouth nursing and retire- 
ment homes. .

CHRISTMAS LIGHTING COMMITTEE 


The decoration and lighting of the Village Green proceeded smoothly. 
Credit and appreciation again is certainly due to the Department of 
Public Works. There was little vandalism during the period the lights 
and displays were up. A new Santa was purchased during last year which 
replaced the one that wore out. We do believe that decorating the Village 
Green was a great asset to the Town of Falmouth.

RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


Facilities at the Town Disposal Area on Thomas Landers Road in- 
clude four open bins (for flattened steel and green, brown, and white 
glass), a small shelter for aluminum storage, a combination tool and 
storage shed, and storage tanks for waste crankcase oil. Three persons 
are now employed: a driver and driver’s assistant (four hours a weekend 
each) and one aide (6 hours a week). The Center is manned by Commit- 
tee Members and Volunteers on Saturdays. 
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Monthly pickups are now made at West and North Falmouth, Fal- 
mouth Plaza, Woods Hole and East Falmouth on the first, second, third, 
and fourth Saturdays of each month, respectively, using a truck and 
trailer on loan from the D.P.W. Routine pickups are also made from 
several cooperating establishments and organizations on a monthly basis. 
Miscellaneous projects (for example, pickups at the annual Falmouth 
Road Race) have also been continued. 

The major new Committee initiative for 1981 involved construction of 
a waste oil collection facility at the Center, using two discarded 275 gallon 
fuel tanks provided by the D.P.W. These were set in a shallow pit lined 
with concrete blocks, clay and plastic liners to contain possible spillage. 


Markets for recyclables were generally poorer in 1981 than in 1980. 
Demand and prices paid for newsprint fell sharply, and the market col- 
lapsed altogether in December; similarly, demand for aluminum has 
weakened, and prices have declined somewhat. As for previous years, 
there has been no market for flattened steel, and the Committee con- 
tinues to stockpile it. The Committee has temporarily discontinued the 
collection of plastics due to low economic returns and difficulty of storage 
and handling. Resulting losses in revenue should be more than offset by 
revenue from the collection of waste oil. 


A summary of materials collected and revenues obtained for Calendar 
Year 1981 is as follows: 


Item Tonnage Value 
Newsprint, Computer Paper 160.5 $1896.00 
Aluminum 25 $557.00 
Glass 92.0 $2202.00 
Plastics 1.0 $175.00 
Waste Oil 750 gal. $150.00 

Totals 254.75 tons $4980.00 


In addition, approximately 25 tons of glass (worth approximately 
$625.00) and 400 lbs. of aluminum (worth $80.00) remain on hand as of 
January 1. Thus, total tonnage was comparable to 1980 (when 292.5 tons 
were collected) although revenues declined from $7803.00 to $5685.00 (ad- 
justed for materials still on hand), a decline of almost 30%. The biggest 
single factor was the lower volume of computer paper obtained and a 
sharp decline in prices paid for newsprint although prices for all recy- 
clables were lower. 


Total income for the year was $4980.00; expenses totalled $3389.00 for 
a net profit to the town of $1591.00.

WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD 
AND NANTUCKET STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


The Steamship Authority has just completed its 21st year of opera- 
tions. Of paramount interest to the citizens of Falmouth are these facts: 
For the 19th consecutive year there will be no assessment against the 
taxpayers of Falmouth to make up for an operating loss incurred by the 
boatline; A record number of travellers and vacationing families arrived 
in the Falmouth area last year, drawn here — at least in part — by the 
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services of the Steamship Authority; and Falmouth’s economy was 
further enhanced by the fact that wage and salary payments to Falmouth- 
area residents who are Steamship Authority employees broke all previous 
records. 


A QUICK LOOK AT THE YEAR JUST PAST 


* The number of passengers carried reached 1,589,726 — up a thin 
0.3 percent over 1980’s record year of 1,585,377 passengers carried; 


* Revenue per passenger carried was $3.96 — up an even 10 percent 
over the previous year; 


* The number of autos carried (246,109) was down 0.8 percent from 
that of 1980 but revenue per auto carried rose 10.3 percent to $16.14; 


* Freight tonnage carried rose 13.6 percent to 120,231.1 tons and 
revenue from the transportation of freight rose 16.5 percent (reaching 
$1,722,470.13) — but, through better management of moving freight, the 
inflation of freight costs held to an insignificant 2.6 percent. Steamship 
Authority revenue per 100 pounds of freight carried rose from 69.8 cents 
to 71.6 cents. 


Throughout the first nine months of 1981, the Board stared at an- 
other 10 percent inflationary year. In September the U.S. Coast Guard 
dealt the Steamship Authority a crushing blow from which it is still 
reeling as this report is written; vessel-manning must change or service 
to the Islands must be slashed. 


We were shocked by the huge increases in potential revenue lost to 
summer-only private boatline operators — losses that expanded as the 
Steamship Authority struggled just to match traffic of the previous year. 


The combined competition (Island Queen and Hy-Line) carried 
355,342 passengers on Vineyard runs in 1980 and another 413,006 in 1981. 
Their estimated revenue: $1 million in 1980, $1.4 million in 1981. On the 
Nantucket run from Hyannis, Hy-Line carried 284,324 passengers in 1980, 
288,852 last year. Hy-Line estimated revenue: $1.9 million in 1980, $2.1 
million last year. When it’s considered that in the month of this writing 
(January), the Steamship Authority by law must operate daily to both 
islands and, in the process, incur an operating deficit of some $700,000, 
any fairminded person would have to agree that the rules need changing. 


We are attempting to negotiate a more equitable arrangement with 
the competitors for the sake of Falmouth and Island taxpayers who stand 
to be the real losers if the Steamship Authority is to live forevermore 
with an unjust formula so heavily favoring the competition. 


Effective January 4th, 1981, Joseph McCormack (of Falmouth) was 
chosen to fill the new position of Executive Director.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee had one of the most challenging years in 
recent times. As with all Town departments, the most crucial task 
undertaken was the implementing of the provisions outlined in Proposi- 
tion 2%. It was a complex situation due to the Committee’s desire to 
maintain a degree of quality in the system’s many educational programs 
and at the same time reduce expenditures for Fiscal Year 1982. 
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The task of developing the budget required a great amount of work 
by all staff members. Difficult decisions had to be made. The final budget 
resulted in a substantial decrease in personnel and the elimination of 
many quality programs. Hopefully, the future will see more fiscal relief 
to local communities so we may continue to offer the children of Fal- 
mouth a more exciting and stimulating educational experience. 


Public support of our schools is very important. We urge the residents 
of the Town to continue to take an active role in the schools and to join 
with us in working for the welfare of all the children of Falmouth.

FALMOUTH PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


The Falmouth Public Schools had a year filled with many exciting 
and educational opportunities for the children of the Town. Despite the 
financial constraints placed upon the schools, the system was able to 
function in an effective and efficient manner. The entire staff worked 
very diligently and put forth their best efforts to continue the excellence 
which is characteristic of the schools. 


The process of developing a budget to support expenditures for pro- 
grams, personnel, and services was a most difficult and complicated task. 
In preparing it, we did not build upon existing programs nor make an 
attempt to justify any new programs. Instead a careful review was made 
of personnel, programs, and services previously funded by the School Com- 
mittee prior to FY 1982. 


The most dramatic change was in the area of personnel. The ad- 
ministrative and teaching staffs were reduced by approximately forty-five 
positions while cuts in the non-instructional staff numbered close to 
thirty. These cuts resulted in the elimination and/or modification of 
many school services and programs. 


Robert A. Berquist who served the system for a number of years in 
various capacities, and most recently as Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools, retired. As a result of his retirement, a reorganization of the 
central office administrative staff took place. It was done as a financial 
savings measure and for efficiency. The position of Assistant to the 
Superintendent was established. In November, Gordon Schimmel was 
selected to fill the post. We are confident he will make significant contri- 
butions to the system and wish him the best for future success. 


Other retirements during the year were Eleanor Conley, Coordinator 
of Elementary Education; Myron Gaddis, driver education teacher and 
former coach; Jean Burtis, special education teacher; George Hagen, 
teacher of music; Alice Andrews, elementary teacher; John Farrell, 
teacher of business education; Doris Gouliamas, Title I teacher; Barbara 
Kenny, librarian; Eleanor VanHam, Food Service Department; Irene 
Tobey, Food Service Department, and Gilbert Waight, Maintenance 
Department. 


The community, realizing the financial constraints placed on the 
system, came forth to offer support and assistance. Donations were re- 
ceived from individuals and groups to help support programs and person- 
nel which were not funded as part of the budget. As a result of these 
efforts the Woods Hole School remained open, the Seashore Program re- 
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instituted, personnel for extracurricular programs rehired, and needed 
equipment purchased. 


All of us in the school system would publicly like to extend our 
appreciation to all the citizens who assisted in the many endeavors 
undertaken to provide financial help. Falmouth can take pride in know- 
ing people who are willing to support and work for many good causes. 
The children of the Town are the benefactors of the labors put forth. 


During the year all schools focused on two important matters: (1) 
The curriculum of the district, and, (2) the role of parents. Efforts were 
made to insure excellence in all academic programs so as to provide 
students with solid basic skills. Subject areas highlighted for special 
emphasis were spelling and writing. A new spelling program was imple- 
mented and a new English program is now being planned. 


A strong appeal was made to parents to assert their role in helping 
their children receive a good education. Parents were asked to assist with 
efforts in maintaining an educational environment which is stimulating, 
safe, and educationally sound. 

Many students and staff members continued to be recognized for out- 
standing achievement in the academic, athletic, fine arts, and extra cur- 
ricular areas. To all of these people we extend our congratulations and 
appreciation for a “job well done”. 

We are experiencing a “new era” in public education. Now, more 
than ever before, we must join together in supporting public education 
to the highest degree possible. The community must be willing to make 
a commitment to quality education. We can never lose sight of the re- 
sponsibility we have to our children. 

A sincere thank you to all the citizens for your continued support. 
Without you, we could never have met the success we did in 1981. To- 
gether we will work for the best interest of the Town.

Vocational Association Presidential Certificate of Merit for Outstanding 
Performance and Excellent Craftsmanship to Helen E. Colon of Falmouth, 
a graduate of the Health Careers Department. 


Our Licensed Practical Nurse Program held its twelfth and last 
commencement on August 19, 1981, with nineteen students receiving 
diplomas and pins. This brings the total number of graduates since the 
program’s inception to 252.

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Due to fiscal constraints the following changes were made in programs 
and personnel. Licensed Practical Nurse Program, Driver Education, and 
a special reading program were eliminated. All sports, except Varsity 
and Junior Varsity Soccer, Varsity Baseball, Varsity Basketball and Soft 
Ball were phased out. All extra curricular positions were eliminated with 
the exception of Student Council Advisor, Senior Class Advisor, Junior 
Class Advisor, and Yearbook Advisor. 


Five full-time teachers, one guidance counselor, one teachers’ aide 
and two part-time secretarial positions were eliminated. Hiring of sub- 
stitutes except in cases of long-term illnesses were discontinued and eve- 
ning school programs will not be in operation unless they are self- 
supporting. 


The Regional School District has received financial assistance under 
Chapter 70 in the amount of $254,323, representing two payments toward 
the current fiscal year (1982) operating expenses. Also received were the 
following: $67,897 for transportation; $7,979.18 under PL 81-874 for fed- 
erally connected pupils; $89,876 under Chapter 71 (16d); and $62,949.32 
for the annual construction grant.
